THE FIRST BURMESE WAR, 1824-26. 


CnAriER I, 

Origin or the "War, and earlier operations on 
THE Xastern Frontier. 


Tnn Trat oM82i-2G uitU tho lungdom of Avo 
oircil its origin, to causes •wliicli.iiad 'been in operation 
for soTcral yeais preriously ou frontiers of the 
Bvitisb AisUicta of Cbittagong, Sylbet and Fangpnr 
TUese districts boidercd, the first on the tlicn Burmese 
province of Arnban, and tlic others on the petty 
states " of 3klanipur, Kndmr and Assam, Tvbicli WGro 
in a largo degree subject to Burmese influence. To 
indicate clearly rrhat those causes •were and bow the 
mutual irritation avoso which resulted evenlunlly in. 
liosliViUcs, it will bo necessary to enter in some detail 
into the history of tho transactions which occurred on 
the frontiers from the time when the Biitish and tho 
Burmese tcrritoiics first came into contact. 

Tlvls was about the year 1781. In that year the 
Burmese effected the conquest of AraTcan. Tho sc^ crity 
with wliicli they exercised the government of that 
province, and tho exactions •which were lo^ied on tile 
people, frequently drove the latter into rebellion, the 
' repression of ■which was usually followed by tho flight 
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of the dcfcatc<l‘insurgcnts info the neighbouring British 
province of Chittagong. Here, ia accordance "witU the 
invariable custom of tho British Government in, the 
treatment of purely political refugees, shelter and pro- 
tection •ncro extended to the fugitives, Tvbo were encour- 
aged to settle dovn peaceably. Some did -so; others 
were averse to becoming peaceable neighbours of those 
■who had driven them fiom their homes, and these made 
use of their place of refuge merely as a base horn 
which to harass and annoy their enemies Burning 
with feelings of revenge, the}' hung about the borders in 
predatory hands, hiding their opportimity, and, in spite 
of all precautions by the British authorities, they fre- 
qircntly crossed the boundary line in largo bodies to 
plimdcr and destroy in Arakan, retiring into Chittagong 
leisurely with their booty when successful, or again seel- 
ing icfngo thei’c in headlong flight when reverses 
overtooL. them. Seeing tho direction whence these 
attacks came and whither tho marauders retired, the 
Burmese concluded (and the conclusion was not un- 
natmal) that these raids, if not absolutely instigated, 
were at any rate connived at by the British authorities. 
Hence much irritation was engendered against us ; and 
though it was demonstiated, in reply to the remon- 
strances of tho Burmese officials, that it was impossible 
always to prevent incursions of this sort, the feeling 
continued to grow aud increase, while all attempts at 
conciliation were regaided as the result of fear, and 
served but to increase the insolence and presumption of 
the Court of Ava. Tor, it may be hero lomaricd, the 
career of conquest begun under Alompra* and 
continued under his successors, had given tho Burmese 
an inordinate idea of tlicir prowess in war, and of their 
power generally, and shortly beforo tho outbreak of tho

Our nr^l'Bcrious diflicully with this people oecurnil 
in 1703, wlicn a llunnC'O fowc pursued f'Oinc fui;iii\«i 
insurgents across the frontier, ami deinaiuled, amongst 
other things, that three chiefs, against uhom certain non- 
poUtical olfcncos acre allegc<l, should Ik? secured and . 
surrendered to lUen\. A small force of sepojs, under 
the commaTul of l»Iajor*Genoral Urshino, uas there- 
upon moved into the Cluttagodg district, on uhoso 
approach the Biirmcso relirctl, but without willidrawing 
their denuvnd for the surrender of llio three chiefs, who 
were suhsoquontly dcVucrcd up to them, the charges 
against them having l>con proved. This concession to 
justice was, as before remarked, unfortunately aUrilmt- 
cd to fear, and liurmcso s-anity was proportionately 
iudated. 

In 1797-99, a body of some forty thousand people, 
rinablo to endure longer tlic oppressive govcrninont that 
existed in Arakan, cmigratctl to Chittagong. Tlvo 
Burmese Governor sent a force in pursuit of them, and 
some sVirmisliing took place with our troops on tho 
frontier. Eventually, the Governor withdrew his troops, 
and tho Burmese Government sent an envoy to Calcutta 
to demand the return of the fugitives. This was refused, 
but in the year 1809 the demand was reiterated in term's 
of menace. Ko notice was taken of this beyond strength- 
ening the forces on the frontier, but subsequently 
Major Symes, of His Majesty’s 7Cth Ecgiineut, -who had 
previously been sent on a mission to Ava, after tho in- 
vasion of 1793, was again sent thither to explain tho 
policy of the British Government, and to assure tho 
Burmese rnonarch that it was not dictated by unfriendly 
feelings. The mission nos treated with contempt, and 
the Burmese were still more convinced that dread of 
their prowess in war was tho foundation of this and all 
other attempts at conciliation. 
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Por some years after this no serious distui'bances 
took place; bat in 1811 an insurrection, headed by one 
Kliaycng-byan (commonly stj'Icd Kihg-Berring), broko 
oiit- an Aialmn, and this speedily produced a 
fresh, crop of tioublcs. This outbreak ^ vras, as 
usual, attiibutcd to British machinations, and tho 
Viceroy of Pegu, in anticipation of urar, actually U'ent 
to the length of laying an embargo on all Biitisli vessels 
in the Rangoon liver Captain Canning, of the Bengal 
Aimy, who had been prcTiously (in 1808 and 3809) em- 
ployed on missions to Ava, iras sent tbitber again to 
disavow all connection with the outbreak on the part of 
the British. Govemiuent He met with but scant courtesy, 
and was soon lifter recalled, it being at last perceived 
that the despatch of missions, which were looked upon 
as npologetio, wns not the best roetliod of dealing with a 
semi-baibaious people like IheBmincsc. 3Ihayeng-byan 
was at first successful, actually reconquering the wliolo of 
Arakan; but eventually he was defeated and fle^, as a 
matter of course, into British territoiy. His siurcndcr 
was demanded by the Burmese Governor of Arakan, with 
a menace of invasion with fire and sword if the demand 
were not complied with ; but the assembly of a British 
force on the fionticr had tho effect of preveDting any 
\ iolation of oiu* territory. There was, hou’cver, mueh 
disturbance on the fionticis until ISIS, when the death of 
30iayong-byan permitted the restoration of Older. This 
affair had the effect of inflaming tho resentment of the 
Burmese Government against us to a higher pitch than 
it had ever attained before. 

Tuo years latorthcrc was a fresh outbreak, with the 
usual lesult of some of the people of Arakan fleein" into 
Chittagong, followed by the usual demand for their smron- 
der and tho usual refusal. The demand was rcpeatcd.auid 
followed by ono (such was the extravagant pitch to 
uhich Burmese arrogance liad attained) 'for tho imme- 
diato smi cuder of CJiit tagong, Moorslicthbad and Dacca, 
as heing ancient appendages of tho IGngdom of Aralan, 
uhich was now a Burmeso province. 
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roc several years after tlus there -was nothing on 
the GhUtagong flintier to afford ground of complaint to 
tho Burmese. ‘But the latter now on their part began 
a series of aggressions against British territory, avUicli 
soon shewed that they wero intont on provoldng hostili- 
ties, for which, as it afterwards transpired, tlio Burmese 
people had become hotly eager. In the year 1821, and 
again in 1822, they seized and carried off the elephant 
hunters in the Company’s employ, while these men 
were employed within the "Company’s territory in the 
Bamoo hills, and ill-used the unfortunate men to such 
an extent that some of them died. They also claimed 
the right of levying tolls at the month of tho Kdf river 
(the hoimdary between Chittagong and Arahan), and on 
one occasion, in January 1823, they killed a boatman, a 
British snhiect, who refused to pay a toll at a place 
where no tolls had ever been levied before, and where 
the Burmese had no right to levy tolls at all. This was 
followed hy tho assemhlagc of troops on the Burmese 
side ^of the stream, and threats of attack on villages 
within our frontier. 

To prevent further aggression, tho sepoy guard at 
tho mouth of tho Naf was reinforced, and a small party 
was posted on Shahpuri, an island on tho British side of 
the main channel, which liad been acknowledged to ho 
'British territory for the preceding forty years or more. 
'The Burmese Governor of Arakan, however, affected to 
regard Shahpuri as being part of that province, and 
demanded the immediato withdrawal of the party, and. 
on a refusal he, on the night of the 21th September 1823, 
lauded a body of a thousand men on the island, attacked 
the lepoys, killed and woimded several, and drove off tho 
rest. *"

As soon as intelligence of tbe outrage at Sliabpuri 
reached the seat of government at Calcutta,* a detach- 
ment of two companies of the 2nd Battalion 20th Bengal 
Kative Infantry,! sent down to re-ocoupy the island, 
winch was done in November 1823 withont resistance, 
the Burmese forces having previously retired. At the 
same time a remonstrance was addressed to the King of 
Ava , but of this no notice was talcen, the Burmese Gov- 
ernment having already determined on war. Hostilities 
had, in fact, begun on the frontiers of Sylheb. How this 
came about is now to he related, and in doing this the 
course of events for some years previous in Assam, 
ICachar and Alanipur must be described. 

Assam, tben an independent state, had long lieen 
a prey to intostino disoidcts. In tho midst of those, 
about tbc year 1$10, the Bajah, Chandra Kanta, invited 
the aid of tho Burmese to ficc him fiom tho thral- 
dom^ of a powerful hereditary minister known as the 
Boom-Gohain. The aid asked for was given, but tho 
minister having died before the arrival of the Burmese 
force, the latter was dismissed. Chandra Kanta having, 
liOMoicr, been dethroned hr a son of the deceased 
mluistcv, the Burmese tclurncd and reinstated him, and, 
gkud to have seemed a footing in tho country, they 
'uben they retired, a detachment behind ■under 
Hah'i TUiHwa, a general ■who afterwards commanded 
against us in some of the engagements in Ava.

licn^il Government, becoming ob\c to tbo f.ict that 
the cncroncbracnts of tbo Burmese were duily assuming 
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a more audacious character, ahaudoned their policy of 
nou-iuterfercuce, aud entered into negociatious -v^ith 
IMarjit and Gamhhir Sing, as de facto ridel's of the 
country, in Tiew to the establishment of a Biitish pro- 
tectorate over Kachar. Their overtures not being 
immediately accepted, they opened communication mth 
Govind Chandra, who thereupon abandoned his alliance 
with the Burmese and entered into one with the British. 
Under tlie agreement thus concluded, Govind Cliandra 
was shortly afterwards restored to Kachar, Marjxt and 
Gamhhir Sing having been induced to accept pension*? 
and the command of some irrcgidar forces (chiefly 
ilanipuria) on the frontier. When, therefore, the 
Burmese troops invited by Govind Chandra arrived, they 
found themselves forestalled, Kachar being now under 
British protection. Though greatly esaspemted at this 
cliGcU, the Burmese leaders, pending the arrival of rein- 
forcements, outwardly accepted the situation with com- 
posure, hut*not long after they demanded the surrender 
of the three ilanipucl chiefs and an aclmowledgment that 
the Jainthia district was part of the domimons of A\a 
Both demands were promptly rejected, and the refusal 
was coupled with an intimation that, if any Boimcso 
troops attempted to advance into Itachai*, they would he 
opposed by force. This threat produced no effect , rein- 
forcements from Ava joined, and the Burmese com- 
mander proceeded to take the initiatoiy step in a war 
on which the Burmese king and the Burmese people 
were resolved. Tow.anls Iho close of 1823, a body of 
four thousand Burmese entered Kachar fiom Assam by 
n ay of Ibo Bhartika Pass, and stockaded themselves at 
Bikrainpur, about foity-fivc miles from Sjlhet on tho 
cast, while a still stronger force advanced from Kani- 
pur and defeated the irregular troops under Gamhhir 
Sing, who had ^cnlttrcd to oppose their march. To 
prei cut these forces uniting, tho Biitish troops on tho 
frontier were set in motion, and the war wbich had bceu 
so long impending at last began.

1 have now the honour to submit a report of occurrences on 
this frontier since the dote of 107 last despatch from the station" 
of Sj Ihet for the luforroation of the Right Hon ble the Governor 
General in Council 

2 Subsequently to the action which took place on the 17th 
instant, linjor Newton returned with th^ force under his com 
jnand to tins place withdrawing the whole of the troops from 
Kachar The Burmese then advanced to Jatrapur, about fivo 
miles east of the frontier and eight from hence, and tho two 
armies from As&am and Hanipur formed a junction near tliat 
place, and threw a bridge over the Sutmah nvor, on both sides 
of which they erected stocLadcs 

3 Tins day the tnleel formerly deputed by the ilagistrato 
oE Sylhct to meet the army from Assam and several messengers 
who had been despatched with letters and detained 111 tho 
Burmese camp, returned with a letter to my addre«s, written in 
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Bcnt^U characters, but aWccl nhich no person in camp 

understands, so that I have not yet been able to ascertain the 
contents. 

4. From the information brought by the vakeel and raos- 
scngcTs.it appears that the Burmese force at Jatrapur is about 
BIX thousand strong, of "whotn four thousand are Assamese and 
Kachans. They have also a force of about two .thousand men in 
Hmiakandi, of whom one-half are supposed to bo Burmaha, so 
that the number of the latter who arrived hy the way of ilani- 
pur must ba\e been more considerable than might have been 
supposed from the effect of the opposition made to them by 
Gambhir Sing, who himself computed them at one thousand or 
one thousand and e hundred men carrying muskets. 

5. In a letter from the Burmese commander to the address 
of Oovind Chandra and the British authorities jointly, received 
some days ago, as well as from the information now brought by 
the vakeel, who was confined in the Assamese camp for eighteen 
days, it appears that the Burmeso have entered Kochar upon an 
invitation formerly given by Govind Chandra. They profess to 
have no desire of retaining the country tbemsolves, but said they 
mean to return to Assam via Jynthia, after revisiting Govind

4. 1 cannot cloeo this letter without deeply lamenting our 
failure at Dudhpatli, and the loss we have Bustaincd,*'and I 
sincerely ho^e His Excellency the Commander-in*Chic£ will 
concur in opinion with hIr.’Scott, the Govcrnor*Geacral’e Agent, 
and myself, that wc wore jnstified in following up our former 
rapid successes m our attack at Dodhpath, in order to prevent 
the junction o£ the Assamese and Burmese ormice, and tho inva- 
sion o£ our own territories, which they had repeatedly tUrcatenod 
by letter, since (notwithstanding our iailnro) it has caused tho 
enemy to evacuate their strong slochades at and nreremd Dudh- 
path, and to proceed in di«order m the direction of Manipur 
and Assam, of which authentic accounts reached me yesterday. 

6. It has now been ascertained by people sent to examine 
the evacoated sioctades at Dadbpatli, that the enemy had be- 
tween four and five hundred men killed and wounded. They wero 
wholly composed of Burmese, and they fought desperately, reserv- 
ing iheir fire to tho last moment, and seldom missing their 
object.

In tho prosecution of a singularb wanton and unfounded claim 
to the island of Shahpun, situated at the southetn eatremity of the 
Chittagong district, the Dnnnan chief styled the Bajah of Aralan 
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aiUroBBcd a lelt« io the Governor-General in Au^iat hst, Jc* 
inanding, under the implied nllcmaliTc of a ruptnro tritli tiio 
Stale of Ava, the Tomotalofn tmafl guard ahJcIi iiod been stalion* 
cd on tlint isiBnd m an arrangement purely of poHcc. No t»®o 
was iojft in replying to this^ letter by o temperate exposition of tbo 
undeniable titlo of tJjo Jlritiab Oovflrnmenfc to tbe plflco, as cstnb- 
lisbod, no less by ite jM^siUon on ibc llritiali side of tbe main eban- 
ucl of tbo Nif, than by the indispnlable evidence of tlio public 
rcconls. Tlio Oovcriior-QcneTal on tho same occasion expressed 
liis persuasion that tbo tone assnmed in the Ilajah'e letter bad 
Iiccn adopted svitbout due reflection, and that neither that nor tlio 
obmpt oud aon'arraotable demand for tbo evaenatlon of Sbaliptiri 
could have been ootborisctl by tbo Oovernment of Avo. An offer 
was further made, sbonld tbo argumenla contnioed in tbe letter 
fail to satisfy tho Itajab'a mind as to "tbe justice of onr title, to 
dcpulo nn olliccr doriog tbe approaebrng cold season to afford 
additional cxplatuitioa on tbo spot, nod to adjust all dispufed 
boundary questions appertaining to tbo Cbittagong frontier in 
concert vritb tbo Commtssioocre from Arohan. 

Some of tbo enbordinatc Arabaneso aolboHties having 
provionslf declared in writing to tbe local oOlccrs of the Chitta- 
gong district that tho Critish guard, ifnot speedily withdrawn from 
•• tbo island of Shalipuri, would be attacked and forcibly cxiielled, 
they were, in reply, distinctly wanicd, nndcr orders from tbe 
Governor-General in ConncH, that any sueb procedure must be 
resented by the British Government os on oct of positive hostility, 
and bo punished accordingly. 

The langnsgo of tho Barmabs, in their oiCcial cooimuntca- 
tioQS with the Britisb officers, bad been ever of a singularly boast- 
ful, assuming, and even loeolent strain, and adverting to tbis habitual 
extravagance of tone, and to the fact that tbe Government of Ava 
itself bad never Tiused a claim, nor addrea^cd any repreUntatioa 
to the Supreme Ooverament on the subject of this paltry object of 
contention, it wan not imagined Ibst tbo Amkuese rulers serious- 
ly meditated tbe execution of their threat. 

It was therefore with equal astonishment and , indignation 
that the Governor-General AD Council leamt early in October l.vt 
that the Burmese ebiefs of Arakan called the four Rajahs, after 
suddenly assembling an unusual force afr their frontier postr <fti the 
NAf, had, under cover of tbe night, deliberately attacked our 
guard on the island, consisting of a Jamadar and twelve privates of 
tbe Chittagong Provincial Battalion, whom they forced to retire, 
nfter killing or woundingsix of oOr men. The Rajahs at the same 
lime sedulously promulgated, both verbally and in writing, '*^that

part of their government, attacked, under cover of night, a small 
guard of British troops stationed on that island for purposes of 
police, and drove them from their post with the loss of several 
lives. No answer has been returned by the Court of Amarapura ' 
to the demand of explanation and atonement which it u as of course 
tl e duty of the British Government instantly to prefer, but uhich 
was made in the same spirit ot conciliation which had aluaja 
characterised our commutdcalions with the Court of Ava On 
the contrary, the Burmese local authorities have distinctly declared 
the determination of their sovereign to invade the British domi- 
nions unless their groundless daun to Shahpuri is unequivocally 
admitted. 

Subsequently to the attack on the island of Shahpuri, the 
commanding officer and several of the crew of the Honjfurable 
Companj’s schooner Soi^hia were insidiously enticed on shore, and 
carried into tbe interior by the order of commissioners specially 
deputed to Arakan by the Burmese Court, and although subse- 
quently released, they have been sent back nithout any explana- 
tion or apology for the insulting outrage. 

Tho Burnioso generals on the north-east have, at the same 
moment, advanced their troops into the country of Kachar, and 
occupied a post within only five miles of the frontier of Sylhet, 
notnithstanding that t!»ey wero distinctly warned by th© British 
authorities in that quarter that the petty State of Kachar was 
under the protection of tbe British Government, and that the 
movement of their troops must be regarded as an act of hostility* 
to be rcpcllcil by force. In both quarters the Burmese chiefs 
Imvo publicly declared their dctcmiination to enter the Bntisli 
iMrilorics in pursuit of alleged ofTcnders against the Government 
of Asa, and liaso^vowcd intentions of open hostility as tho 
nltcmatuo of outlrcfusing to comply with their unjust and 
utterly ituidmUsibIc pretensions. 
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Tho (lelibcrato Bileneo bf the Court of 
M the comhineliou eud ertent of the epcrul.ona 
officcrB, leave it no longer donhlful that the net, and 
of tho Buborvlinate antherilica are l^nl y sanelvoned by theii 
Bovereign, and that that haughty and barharon.

The Govcrnor-GcDcral in Council, therefore, for the safety ot 
our subiccU nnd the security of our districts, olready seriously 
alarmed and injured by the approach of tho Burmese armies, haa 
felt himself imperatively called on to anticipate the threatened 
invasion. The national honour no less obviously requires that 
atonement should bo had for wrongs so wantonly inflicted and so 
insolently maintained, and the national interests equally demand 
that wo should seek by an appeal to arms that security against 
future insult and aggression which the arro^nce and grasping 
spirit of the Burmese Government have denied to friendly expos. 

tulation and remonstrance. _ , . 

With these views and purposes, the Goyemor-GeDeraJ m 
Council huv deemed it an act «f indiapeneabla duty to ^opt 
such meaantes aa are neccasaiy to vindicate the honour of fto 
Britiah Government, to bring the Burmese to a just sense of its 
character and rights, to obtain nn ndvanUgeons adjustment of 
our eastern boundary, and to preclude the recurrence of similar 
insult and aggression in future. 

' Still animated by a sincere desire for peace, and utterly 
averse from all purposes of aggrandizement, the Governor-General 
ia Council will rejoice if the objects above mentioned can be 
Accomplished without canyiogthe war to extremities. But to 
whatever length the conduct of the Burmese Goverament may 
render it necessary to prosecute hostilities. His Lordship in 
Council relies with confidence on the justice of our cause, on the 
resources of the Government, nnd on the approved valour of our 
troops, for the early and successful termination of the contest.

The reply of Ava to this declaration Tvas contained 
in a communiontion from tho Viceroy of Pegu, ro- 
nssertlng flic claim to Shnlipuri, Chittagong and Dacca, 
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and advising the Governor-General, if he desired peace, 
to address a petition to Maha Baudula, who had heen 
invested with authority to settle the matters in dispute. 

The measures which, under the advice of the Oom- 
mander-in-Ohief (General Sir Edward Paget, gob), the 
British Government in India decided on adopting for 
the prosecution of the war were as follows : — 

I. — The expulsion of the Burmese from the terri- 
tory they had recently annexed in Assam. 

II — To despatch an expedition hy sea to suhdue 
the maritime provinces of Ava, and, if possible, penetrate 
to the capital hy the line of the Irrawadi river. 

III. — ^To maintain a defensive attitude for the pre- 
sent on the Sylhet and Chittagong frontiers, merely 
strengthening the forces there so as to prevent any fur- 
ther inoursions fmm the Burmese forces in ilanipur and 
Arakan. 

In conveying the Commander-in-Chiers opinion 
on this defensive policy, the Adjutant-General wrote 
as follows 

“ Any military attempt beyond this upon the internal 
dominions of the Kmg of Ava His Bxcellcncy is inclined 
to deprecate, as, instead of armies, fortresses and cities, 
ho is led to believe we should find nothing hut jungle, 
pestilence and famine/* 

How the proposed measures were carried out is now 
to he related. 



CnAPTER II- 


Oi’EEA.TioNs IN Assam, Chittagono and Kachae. 


■VViTHiN a short time after tlie declaration of irar, 
the force destined for the expukion of the Burmese from 
Assam Avas assembled at Goalpai-a. It consisted of the 
folloiviug tioops 

A detachment of artillery (six C-pounders.) 

A detachment of irregular horse.*

The command was given to Lieutenant-Colonel 
Haemorine, 2nd Battalion 21st Native Infontry.t then 
commiiiitos tUe troops on the lostcm Frontier oml 
Cnptain BayUon, 1st Battalion Cth Naiire Infantiy.g 
was appointed Brigade-Major. 


The force moved forward fiom Goalpara on the 
13th March 1824, taking the route along the hanks of 
the Bmhmaputra, and advancing on Gauhati, where tlio 
Buimesehad stockaded themselves. On ariiMUg there, 
however, on the 28th, Colonel Maemorine found that 
the cnemj had abandoned their position and fled. After 
£i piiuse, on account of want of information regarding the 
mads and the position of the enemy, Liciiteuaut-Coloncl 
Kicliaids, with a wing ofihe 2ud Battahon 2did Natiic 
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ManU-y, ^^aa sent fonvard to Naugaon (Nougong) 
Tl^euco lio advanced to Kaliabav, a post uoar Uw jauctloa 

of the Kallang and Brahmaputra rivers, and to Hautbar, 
•where the Burmese liad entrenched themselves ; hut on 
the approach of Colond Uichavds, they ahandoned their 
stochades and letreated to Bangligarh, another of their 
posts some twenty miles further on. They returned, how- 
ever, a few days later to re-occupy the deserted stockade, 
when they were met hy a detachment under the command 
of Lieutenant Bichardson, 2nd Battalion 23rd Native In- 
fantry, who defeated them with considerable loss. 

The main body under Colonel Richards remained at 
Kaliahar, a small party only being detached to hold the 
stockade at Hauthar. Tliis pai’ty the enemy attempted 
to cut off, hut Captain Hoishurgh, 2nd Battalion 2Srd 
Native Infantry, who commanded at Hauthar, inflicted 
on them so severe a defeat that they ahandoned Rangli- 
garh and reheated in great haste to Maiua Mukh, ^vhero 
the Governor of Assam, now concentrated the whole of his 
forces. Soon after this, the setting in of the rainy sea- 
son brought the operations to a close, and, fOr reasons of 
supply. Colonel Richards (now in command of the whole 
force in Assam, in consquence of the death of Colonel 
Haemotiue from cholera) found it necessary to fall back 
on Gauhati. With tho exception of the caphu'c of a 
stockade on the northern ba^ of tho Brahmaputia by 
Captain Wallace at the head of some of the Rangpur 
Ri^ht Infantry, ucthiag woA-ewwittiy rAxurieil in 

Assam for some months.

I have the pleasure to report, for tho information of Brigad- 
ict Maemorine, that the enemy got o good drubbing from Cap- 
tain Horsburgh’s detachment on tho ovening of the 23rd instant. 
The Brigadier is aware that I posted Captain Horsburgh, vrith 
four companies and the tesalldt in tho stochnde at Bautbar from 
which the enemy were driven by Lieutenant Richardson on tho 
17th instant. This position the enemy had the temerity to ad* 
vance upon, with tho view, it is supposed, of attacking it, for they 
were within three hundred yards before they were discovered by 
some of the camp foUowew, who were driven in. The enclosed is 
Captain HorsburgVs report to me. By bis account it appears tbo 
enemy suffered a good deal, and about two hundred men were 
deprived of their arms. This defeat induced them to cvacoato 
their stockade at Rangiigarh yesterday morning, which Captain 
Horsbugh has destroyed. 

Zetter from Captain Soriiurgh, Commanding a defaehment of the 
S3rtl Baihe Infantry, to Lteufenant'Colonel Jiichardi,CommandiHS

The enemy have had tho hardihood to como out of their 
stockade and attack our party, for which I nm happy to say that 
some of them have paid dearly. 

About 3 o'clock this afternoon there was an alarm given that 
the enemy were cutting up our grass-cutters. The picket marched 
out, and I got the rest of the men quickly under arms, — cavalry 
as well as infantry. When I came out lo tho picket I found them 
carrying on a brisk fire (Lieutenant Jones at its head) with tho 
enemy, who were in the jungle to the right of the toad, where 
they had planted a number of fnjals. I sent Lieutenant Jones 
to the right with the cavalry, with directions to endeai our (if 
posable) to get into tbeir rear and intercept their retreat to their 
stockade at Rangiigarh. 

I ordered the picket to proceed along the banks of the river, 
and went myself with two companies into the jongle on the right 
of the road, advancing down in as g >od a line as the thick jungle 
would admit. The enemy only fired their yinjoia once, and fled 
through the jungle, leaving their behind. In the mean- 

time Lieutenant Jones, by dashing across with the horsemen to 
the river, succeeded m cutting off the retreat of about two hun- 
dred, Some escaped by swimming, about forty were killed by the 
sowars, a number were drowned, and several sabred or shot in 
tho water The picket wlueh had matched along the banks of 
the ri\cr got up in time to kflUeveral in the water.

2. I received this information from Captain Brandon, com- 
manding the left wing of the 23rd Begiment, who b, of course, re- 
tiring to join me, Under the pTcsentcirairasiancos, I intend to 
recross the Sankar rivet, which b immediately behind mo, and re- 
tire to Chittagong to provide for the defence of that station.

2 Tho Burmese amounting it is supposed to ten thousand 
men oilvnnccd on Itamti from tho Rntnapollang road and 
encamped on tho south aide of the nver on tho 13lh instant. On 
the following evening being within gunshot and advancing np- 
narontly with tho intention of fording tho nvor a party with two 
sir pounders, under the command of Captain Tmeman was do- 
tached foi tho purpose of annoying the enemy and frustratmg any 
attempt to cross This our troops effected. 

g On the 15th however the enemy at 8 iJi advanced and

from the Provincid Battabon and Uagh Levy was allotted.

The consternation caused hy this quickly 
spread, and they wore almost immediately followed b> the remain- 
der of the Magh Levy The elephants (on one of which Lieutenant 
Scott, who had been severely wounded, was tied) eio alarmed at 
the tumult, and 0ed 

6 Shortly after this (our rear being now undefended) Cap- 
tam Koton ordered a retreat wbicb was effected in good order for 
about half a rode, the two six pounders being from necessity aban- 
doned. The enemy’s cavalry, however, pressing hard upon the 
rear of the column, a square was ordered to be formed, but m 
consequence of the excessive fatigue and pniation which the 
troops had previously undergone, rendering them ohsolutely in- 
capable of offenng any effectual resistance to tbo overwhelming 
mosses of the enemy pounng in on them on every side, the utmost 
exertions of the officers to preserve discipline were unavailing and 
on our arrival at the nver, the sepoys dispersed in every direction, 
and individual safety became the primary object of each Under 
these lamentable cixeumstances, Lnsigns Codxington and Camp 
bell havuig seen the other officers cut to pieces by the enemy, 
together with the greater part of the detachment, and dfeeming all 
farther chance of resistance hopeless escaped, tho former, closely 
pursued to Cox s Bazar and thence by water to Chittagong, and 
the latter who was slightly wounded, by a circuitous route through 
the bills to the same place *

July Sih, Earn'd. — As the details hitherto published of the 
affair at Earn* convoy Irat an imperfect notion of the whole 
circumstances which ocemrea on that disastrous occasion, we 
avail ourselves of • ‘ * » narrativo drawn up by one ol 

the surviving officers 

The narrative is nearly as follows * — 


On the morning of the 13th, the enemy appeared, advancing 
from Eamhot and the Ratnapallaog road, and occupied, as they 
arnved, the hills east of Ramfi. The picket xmder the officer 
on duty 'was detached to rcconnoitro and oppose any attempt of 
the enemy to ford the river, with orders also to lire on them if 
they approached within musket-shot on the opposite banh. The 
enemy remained stationary tUl about 3 pjl, when a laige body 
fnrobably half their force) took up a position under the hills to the 
Bouthword, which led us to cjpcct that they would attack us m 
the course of the night, and the troops nccordmgly roraoiucd 
under arms. Tho enemy, however, engaged thcmsclics in 
strengthening their positien with brcasl-worls, and about noon, 
on tho following day, abaadoned it, and rejoined the other body. 
On their way they halted, and Captain Noton communicated with 
two horeemcD, who approached the opposite bank of the river, 
who disavowed any hostile intention of the Burmese towards us, 
but desired only that some rebellious subjects under our protec- 
tion should be deUvored up to them, effering at tho same limo 
to csplam farther tho views of tho Bnrmcso, provided Captain 
Noton would allow them to cross tho river with a guard of one 
hundred horsemen, and guarantco the safety of thsat party. Cap- 
tain Noton, how e^cr, placing little confidence in these assertions, 
rejected their proposal, and the enemy again mo\ed off. Tho 
honcmen appeared to be Slussnlracn of Hindoostan, ^and ono of 
them mentioned his having been formerly in Skinner's Ilorse,* 
and repeated, as a proof of it, the names of several officers in tho 
Honoumblc Company’s service. Wo had no means of o-scertaining 
correctly the numbera of the cncmj'’8 force, but from their occu- 
pjing, when encamped, an extent of ground upwards of a mile in 
length, it was generally considered that they could not haMi 
amounted to les-s than ten thousand fighting men (including about 
two hundred cavalry), besides at least an equal number of coolicn 
and camp followers. Captain Noton's force consisted of the right 
wing of the 1 st Battalion 23nl Native Infaiilrv*, which had Ucii 
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rc<lttccd by sickness to about two luindred and fifty men fit for 
duU ibTC<icomiiamesofthc2ndBattolion20thNatuo Infantr), 
not exceeding one hundred men about two hundred and fifty of 
the Provincml Battalion and four hundred of the lingh Lc% y — 
amounting altogether to 1 000 men Although Captain Noton 
placed little confidence on the ProMticials from their conduct on 
a former occasion or on the hlagh Leiy, from tho little military 
instruction they had rcceii od and the short period tliey had been 
in the scrnco jet so confidently did he depend on being joined m 
a dny or two by rcinforccmenta from Chittagong that ho deter 
mined with the concurrent opinion of cicry ofiiccr present to 
defend against such superior numbers the post which he com 
manded 

On tho evening of tUo l4tU (the encmj a whole force being 
concentrated on the opposite bank of the riser apparently with an 
intention of crossing at a faiourable opportunity) the two six 
pounders with Captain Truemans dttacbment and the picket 
w ere detached for tho purpose of annoying the enemy in their 
eacamptaent, and ptcventuig thcic fording the ni cr, should they 
attomptit Son oral Townda of grape and shrapnel were fired from

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Under such nnlooked-for and unfortuoata circumstances, 
Capt^ "Noton at first determined instantly to commence a retreat, 
which, from the darkness of the night, would have been under- 
taken at the most favourable opportunity, and with that intention 
directed Lieutenant Scott (severely wounded) to be fastened on 
an elephant, to enable him to accompany the detachment. Eeluct- 
ant, however, to quit the post, which he had so long and so suc- 
cessfully defended, without allowing the enemy to gain a single 
advantage over him, and anxiously, but confidently, expecting to be 
joined in a few hours by Captain Brandon’s detachment, he at 
length (depending solely on the courage and good discipline of 
the regular troops on the event of an attack) once more resolved, 
with the concurrence of the officers, to hold out till the arrival 
of the wished for remforcement, which it was considered could not 
be delayed beyond the following morning. 

The enemy were very active during tbs night in carrying on 
their trenches, keeping up. at the same time, a constant fire, wHch 
was returned by the picket. On the mormng of the 17th, En- 
sign Campbell, on being relieved from picket duty, was slightly 
wounded, in passing between the tanks to our position, lyhera the 
enemy's fire vas so severe and dangerous, that Captain Noton. had 
directed the picket to be relieved before daybreak. The enemy’s 
nearest trench appeared, at daybreak, to be witbm thirty yards of 
the picket, and shortly afterwards a single man advanced, and being 
protected from our musketry m a recumbent posture by the raised 
site of a Bengali hut. ubich had been burnt on Iho preceding day, 
commenced entrenching himself within twelve paces of the picket, 
aud was quickly joined by numbers from the enemy’s main force. 
Tbc tank in our possession was also similarly invested, and the fire 
on both sides was now incessant, and at so short a distance propor- 
tionably formidable and effcctuak At about 9 A ir. the Prom- 
cials became so alarmed nt the near approach of the enemy that 
they quitted their post and fled mth precipitation , the two hun- 
dred and fifty of the ilagh Levy' followed tbeir esamplo, and the 
mnk was instantly taken possession of by the enemy ; the remain- 
ing l>ody of the llagh Levy almost immediately followed, and tho 
elephants (on one of which Lieutenant Scott was fastened) took 
fright also, and ran off with tho fugith es at full speed. 

It will be clearly seen that our position became untenable (or

The defeat at Ratnu created tlic greatest coustema- 
tioa tliroughout Bengal It was expected that the 
enemy, flushed tvith triumph, tvould advanco immo- 
diitely on Chittagong and i)acca, and Calcutta itself 
vns not considered safe Beinforcements were rapidly 
povircd into Chittagong,— the i-ttli Poot from Calcutta, 
and tho SOtli JJ’atiro Infantry*, from Dacca, and tho 
lOtli and IGth. Kcgimcnts of Madras ITatiro Infantry, 
•which had been intended for tho reinforcement of tho 
army undei Sir Archibald Campbell in Ava, 'wero 
brought to the sam^o place Tho troops in Sylhet, under 
Colonel Innes, were also mo'ved southwards, but wero 
countermanded before they reached Chittagong Tho 
tBurmese however, made *no attempt to improve their

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•victory, •wliicli ■was consequently barren of results, and 
before the end of July they had actually abandoned 
tbe'ir position in British territory and retired into Aiahan, 
whence, soon after, Maha Banddla and the best of the 
force under his command were recalled into Ava to 
oppose the advance of the British forces ^mder the com- 
mand of Sir Archibald Campb^l, -tbo^pioceedings of 
which will be reb.ted hereafter. 

But baohward as were the Burmese leaders in 
taUng- advantage of the success tbeyhad^nphieved, they 
were not more so than were the British in trying to reco- 
icr thejpmii^etbey had lost. No attempt w’as made to 
avenge the defeat at Hamii : the defensivepolicy preriously 
determined on was strictly adhciel to, aiidsooE'lhe advent 
ot the rainy season put an cud to all operations. 

As already related, the Burmese forces had with- 
drawn entirely from Kachar after* the action at Budh- 
path. The retirement of the British 'troops from that 
p^o^inco, and their subsequent march to the south after 
the Bamd disaster, tempted the enemy to return, and 
by the beginning of Juno tbey had ad\ auced fiotallampur 
and re-Qccupied their former positions at Talaiu, Budh- 
patU and Jatrapur, v.i^ a force of about eight thousand 
men, which, it was given out, was only tho advanced 
guard of auarmy intended for the mvasion of tho British 
ptmiuecs.

In continuation of my -despatch of yesterday, I have the 
honour to report tlxat a battciy was opened on the stockaded posi- 
tion of Talain.thi’- morning at 6 o'clock. 

The shells from IJbth howitzers and suc-pounders were thrown 
with the greatest precision, but the round shot from the latter, I 
regret to say, had scarcely any effect on the strong palisades sur- 
rounding the work ; the palisades in question being heavy trunks 
of trees I regret also to add that the carcasses when thrown 
from the howitzers went wide of the mark, and consequently the 
firing of the huts on the sides and summit of the hiU which I 
expected has nob be^o accomplished 

The guns are now posted on a nsing ground about GOO yards 
to the sonth-westt of the stockade, but I purpose to morrow carry- 
ing the four sue-pounders to a sraoll bdl directly sooth of the 
euetnj's position

In continuation of my last de«patch, I have the honour, for the 
information of His Excellency the Commaader-m-Cluef, to report 
that on the afternoon of yesterday, about five o’clock, the enemy 
made an attempt to turn the right of my position by occupying a 
higb hill in the rear of a rising ground, where a working party was 
employed in clearing the jungle for the purpose of enabling me to 
place my gnus in battery on it this rooming. I directed the 
Bajah Gambhir Sing, whose local knowlcdgo is excellent, with n 
body of his infantry, to take the enemy in rear, and at the same 
time threw forward a strong detacliinent to support tho working 
party Ailerashort skirmish, NiC^enemy were driven from their 
posidoa, and I succeeded in rctoiniog tho spot I had fixed on for 
the guns. During the zught a breast-work was thrown np, and 
this morning at daybreak the guns opened from it at tho dis- 
tance of 400 yards. 

Three natiies of Eachar, who thistnomingmade their escape 
from the enemy, state their loss fre«n tho effects of yesterday’s 
shells to be very consideroble, though they screen thcmschcs in a 
measure from scicrity of the firo by burrowing in the ground. 

Tlie only ca.’niallica consequent to the skirmuh of yestcnlsy 
were one man killed and three wounded of tho Bajah Gamhbir 
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Smw’s lafautry* and one recrmt of the 16tli (or Sylhefc) Local 
Battalion* wounded 

Although the artillery has be^n .playing on the enemy s 
works with the greatest steadiness durmg the day, the fire has 
not had the desired effect and the^nemy still continue m pos- 
session of the place . ilany of them have been killed and many 
more uounded, bub till further reinforcements join me to enable 
me to extend my operations, I am not sangnme m my hopes of 
carrying the position being well aware how much depends upon the 
success of the present campaign and how hurtful to the interests 
of the State any reverse or check would be nt the present moment 
The carcasses from which I expected so much I regret to say, 
have entirely faded and although many were thrown into the stock 
adc with great precision not one of theta ignited. This is most 
pToWbly attributable to the last five months of damp weather. 

Lieutenant Colonel Bowen with the l^tb Kegiment Native 
Infantry, was at Jatrapur yesterday, and I have sent elephants for 
the CQQVcjanCQ of his detachment to this place, where X hope he 
will bo to morrow , by coming over land he will save at least three 
daia

prospect of nitncVliip them with any chance of success; the party 
was therefore a'callLKl, ami tho battery bcinp no^longcr tenable. 
It being 80 entirely conimaniJcd by tho heights rotr in tb® 
occupation of thc*cncmy, t was under th^ necessity of drawing 
ofT the guns. I Jiaie, boweser, to obserre that this measure 
was dctcmiinod on before, in conaeqiience of tho howitzers having 
become unserviec.able and the exhausted efato both of tho 
artillery and iuf.ntiy of my detachment, tho former having been 
in tho bittcrios from tho morning of tho Clh till the 8th instant. 

I think it my duty to bring to the notice of Ilia Excellency tho 
scry zealous exertions of this arm of tho sernco, the practice was 
beyond praise, and tho shot nod ahells were thrown with a precision 
which could not bo auipassod, but tho six-pounder shot wero 
found to have no effect on tlio enemy's works, although the shells 
roust ha\<3 done eonsidorablo exccutioiu 

Tho carcasses, from being damp, did not, os I before reported, 
igmlo, and consequently were useless. 

I feel myself much indebted to Captain Smith for his great 
exertions during tho three days the battery was open, and to 
Lieutenant Huthwaite, who, though labouring under a severe 
fever, tendered me the most essential service, 

I regret to say that from the commanding position of the 
heJ'^hts tbo guns were not withdrawn from the battery without 
some slight loss on our part, and which from the advantage 
possessed by the enemy might liave been much greater had they 
not been kept in check by the steadiness of the troops in tho 
battery under the command of Captain Cowslade, of the 39th 
Eegiment, whose conduct was particularly conspicuous. 

I deemed it advisable to re-embark toy detachment yesterday, 
i.ftemoon, and to fall back on Jatrapur, where I have taken up an 
eligible position on both sides of the Barak river, and withm two 
miles of the enemy’s works, where I shall remain till reinforced 
ond then act as circumstances may require. 

It may perhaps occur to Hw Excellency that heights of such 
importance as those commanding the battenes ought not to ha\e 
been entrusted to the protection of irregular troops, but I beg to 
observe that the strength of my detachment did not admit of such 
an extended line of operations, and from the gallant manner in 
w hich Gambhir Sing’s followers behaaed tho niglit before I had 
tVo fullest confitlefece in them 
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I have been induced to fix upon Jatrapur for a halting 
place from the advantages it offers of an easy communication 
witli Bhadrapur and the other parts of the Sylhcl frontier 

In conclusion I beg to bring tathe notice of His Excellency 
tbo Commander in Chief the unfavourableness of the country for 
offensive and protracted operations at this season of the year and 
the total impracticability of dislodging the enemy from their 
very strong positions except by surrounding them and cutting off 
their supplies During the operations before Talain tbe officers 
and men of my detachment vrere exposed vraist high in vfater and 
vrere completely exhausted from the seventy of the duty aud the 
excessive heat of the sun 

It 13 matter of much regret to me that I left Bhadrapur 
before I ivas joined by a large reinforcement but at the time I 
did so Talain was reported merely a picket or post of observa 
lion and its occupation I considered of very great moment to the 
EU<xc«3 of any operations which might hereafter be intended.

As lias l>ccn alrcatly stated, amongst tlio measures 
resolved upon for the prosecution of tho war forced upon 
tlio British Government n*as included tho direction of an 
attaclron the maritime provinces of Ava ljx>m tho south- 
■ward, which design also embraced an attempt on tho 
Burman capital, to be iindertaLcn by tho line of tho 
Irrawadi. In view to this being carried out effectually, 
a po-jverful force, drawn partly from Madras and partly 
from Bengal, and to tbo command of which Colonel 
Sir Archibald Campbell, k.c.b., of (he 38th IToot, an 
officer of espcrioncc and ability, 'n'.as oominatod, was or- 
ganized in April 1621, and Port Cornwalhs, in the Anda- 
man Islands, -was named as tho point at which the 
contingents from the two presidencies were to rendezvous 
preparatoiy to a descent on Bangoon. Prom this place 
it was anticipated (such was tho ignorance of the features 
and climate of tho country that then prevailed) that 
access to the capital of the Burman Bmpire would be a 
task of the most easy description. It was not long 
before this hope was dissipated. 

Owing to the repugnance of the Bengal sepoys to 
travelling fay sea, a repugnance possibly attributable not, 
as is generally supposed, solely to prejudices of caste, hut 
to the still-remembered circiunstance as well that many 
years before a portion of a Bengal native regiinent had 
been lost at sea,* it became necessary to draw the greater

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^Qitlouof the native forces for this expetUUon from the 
Soutlveiu Presidency, the sepoys of ■which not only on- 
^iertained no sneh prejudices, hat had, in fact, on more 
than one occasion eagerly Toluutwxcd for fiervicc heyond 
-sea. Thus it happened tiiafc on the principal theatre of 
ilie ■a'ar tlio Bengal native army furnished only a very 
small portion of the force.

minutes I had the satisfaction of ^eing the British flag flying in 
the town, without the troops having had occasion to discharge a 
single musket, and without my havmg occasion to regret the loss 
of one individual, hilled or wounded, on our side , nor do I believe 
that of the enemy, from their rapid flight, could have been great. 
Of tho latter, killed, only eight or ten were left behind. 

4. Tlio news of our arrival in the river having reached 
Tvangoon the prccedmg night, and out rapid progress up in the 
morning being marked by an occasional shot, in answer to the fire 
from the chauhi», together with the preparations of the Burmese 
authorities for defence, threw the inhabitants into such a state of 
consternation as to cause a general flight in every direction towards 
the jungles ; ao much so, that out of a large population, I do not 
tliiuk one hundred men were found in the town on our taking 
nnwteasion of it.

AiUUery. Upon approaching the stockade taken on the preceding 
n-veiung, vre found it re-occupied, but only a few shots were fired 
from it, wonndmg '«ne man of tho 13th Regiment. About a milo 
further on we came upon two more stockades, admirably construct- 
ed upon well-chosen ground, not quite finished, and abandoned hy 
the enemy, all of which were destroyed. Continuing to advance 
through a thickly-wooded country, wc observed at oveiy opening 
in the road parties^of the retreating enemy hoyond tho reach of 
musketry. But some excellent practice ndth round shot and 
shrapnel was made by the artillery. After marching in this manner 
seven miles from camp, J found the artillery soldiers quite exhaust- 
ed with fatigue, and was under the nccfssity of sending hack the 
guns escort^ hy the Native infantry ; having determined to ad- 
vance with tiie four companies of Europeans as far as a large plain 
which my guide mformed me wj» only a mile distant. At length tho 
road did dehouche from the jungle into an extensive valley of 
paddy-fields -(already some miles underwater), at the end of which 
Btani the village of Juoa-hyoung, two miles distant, about which J 
immediately observed quantities of smoke, os if arising from a con- 
course of people cooking, and concluded that the long-desired ob- 
ject of releasing wretched inhabitants from the hands of their cruel 
tyrants was now witlua my xeacK The tain, fell in torrents, hut I 
pushed on with my small party, confident of victory should tho 
enemy meet us in the field, which I flattered myself was intended, 
from seeing the Generals drawing out a long line in retu" of tho vil- 
lage, flanked by impenetrable jungles. Our odranoe was hy ecTullon 
of companies, left flank leading direct for the village of Juaz-hyoung, 
close to which a heavy fire was suddenly opened upon them from 
two stockades, so well masked as not to be distinguished from 
garden fences, even at the short distance of sixty yards. Not a 
moment was to be lost. I ordered Bngadier-Gcneral Macbean to 
keep the plain with tho right company, out flanking the stodmdes 
and ■village, and keeping the enemy’s line in check, while tho other 
three companies, led by that gallant soldier, llajor Evans, of tho 
88th ftegiment, at the head of tho two flank compames of his regi- 
ment. and Major Dennic, of the 13th Light Infantry, in like manner 
at tho head of a company of his regiment, destined for the attack, 
on the order being given, rushed forward to the assault with an 

intrepidity and gallantry I have never Been svirpassed, and in less 
than ten minutes the first stockade was carried and cleared of 
the enemy at tho point of the bayonet, many escaping into tho 
thick jungles in their rear The troops then, moving out, formed 
up for the attack of the second work with a coolness and regularity 
rvhich only an eje-witness could sufficiently appreciate. The 
second stockade.iesolulely and obstinately defended, was carried'io 
tho samo galljot stjte. Tho gairison 'arthm, fijhtiog man to man, 
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was put to the bayonet. Jfany escaped into the jungle in their 
rear, but tlioso who fled to the plains met a similar fate with their 
comrades within from the company under Brigadier-General 
Macbean, who allowed few to getaway. He took no prisoners 
4 The disad\antage3 under which the attack was made 
considered, the heavy fall of rain and the strength of the three 
companies commanded by Captains Piper and Birch of the 3Sth 
and Captain Maepherson of tho ISth Regiment, not exceedmg in 
number two hundred men, carrying by assault two formidable stock- 
ades defended by six or seven times thoir force, and that in the face 
of what I have since ascertained to be the main body of the enemy 
in this part of the country, amounting to about seven thousand 
men, I need not, I trust, endeavour to speak in praise of the gallant 
band I had that day the honour to command ; indeed, I feel that 
nothing I might say could in adequate terms do them justice. 
Every man appeared to feel and act as if the honour of his country 
and the success of the enterpiise depended upon his 'own personal 
conduct and exertions. The enemy left three hundred dcadmthe 
stockades and adjacent delds, and 1 hope the nature of the contest 
will not admit of our loss being thought great, although some valu- 
able officers and men have been lost to the service, among whom I 
bave to regret Lieutenant Alexander Howard, of the 13th Light In- 
fantry, killed, and Lieutenants Michel ond O’HalJeran, of the 3Sth 
Regiment, very severely wounded, each having sineo lost a leg by 
amputation* After carrying the stockades I drew up my small force 
and remained on hour in front of the Burmeso army, which even 
then, although late in the day and ten miles from camp, I would 
ha^e immediately attacked, hod I seen any prospect of bringing 
them to action, but a forward movement on our part at once 
satisfied me of their intention to retreat into the jungle had we 
approached them. 

6. During the whole of this day, and on every other occasion 

since we landed, Irecciicd tho most able assistance from Bnga- 
dier-Gcncml Macbean. To hini,my Adjutant-General, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Tidy, and tho officer of my personal staff, my best thanks 
are due. 

C At daylight next morning I detached Bngadicr-Gcneral 
Jlacbean with two regiments ond some camel-howitzcrs to endea- 
voiir to fall m nith tho enemy on the same ground ho had occu- 
pied tho preceding day. but onomvtng there, not a man was to be 

Been. Even somestrongstockadeswerofound cvac»a(c<l and aban- 
doned. and from the observations of the Brigadier-OcneraJ ond 
others. I Im%e reason to believe tho slaughter of tho encmj on tho 
diy preceding must have been even greater than that already 
stated. *■ ^ 
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7. During the night of the 29th ultimo, a picket {Kfitod in 
front of the Great Dragon Pagoda was repeatedly fired upon from 
the jungle in their front^nnd from the noise of 'v oiccs heard, it w as 
concluded the enemy was there in some force. Tho light company 
of Hia Mnjest/a 3Sth Pegiment wna in consequence ordered to 
the front at dajlight to reconnoitre, and at no great distance came 
upon B strong masked stockade, which. Captain Piper at their 
head, they chargedandtarriodm their usual gallant stj-lo, tho ene- 
my leaving 21 men dead on the field. On our part, only five men 
were wounded. 

8. On the 29th ultimo, I detached lieutenant-Coloncl God- 
win, of the 4ilst Regiment, with a small force against Syrlam. He 
found the place totally deseed and too insignificant and unim- 
portant to deserve further notice. He returned here next day. 

P. S . — •Herewith I have the honour to enclose a return of the 
Vailed and wounded in tho different afiairs with tho enemy since 
the 2l8t up to the 3lsl ultimo inclusive.

I have llie honour to report Ihnt, in execution of tho sen-ico 
-Nou fisaigHCil me. I anchored off tho eastern side of tho island of 
Choduha, with tho transport ^nn« liobcrtemi in company, on tho 
nicht of tbo 12th of last month, and found Uic other transport 
and Uis irojoaty’s ship Slaney already there. I iniroodoately con- 
ferred with CapUua Mitchell, and on tbo 13tb Lieutenant 
Matthews of that ship made a bold and \cry intelligent reconnais- 
* Banco up ifio small nveron whfch tho enemy’s town is situated, 
and, m our entire ignorance of localities, his report was of essential 
use to mo in arranging the disembarkation. 

2 The ships lay three miles from shore, outside of a mud 
aativh.ch.t™lcU=a pauOlcl mlh Iha land and ,s nearly at law 
water and tl.e eoael on tins nde ».rovennl mth junglo to the 
edsc • indeed, tho mouth of the nver is not distmguiahable at a 
Te^ little distance Wo moved towards it on the monung of the 
34th with as many men as the boats would hold (200 of His 
Majesty’s 13th Light Infantry Recent and 100 of the 20th 
Native Infantry*) 


3 On the southern side, a short distance up, was an outpost, 
which was immediately taken possession of by a email party from 
the leading boat, the Burmese retinng from it without 
resistance The nver vanes m breadth from about forty to a 
hundred yards, tho jungle on both sides extending far into the 
water About half a mile further up the ground is cleared and 
cultivated, and the enemy became visible, lining a trench of three 
hundred yards’ extent on the edge of the northern bmik, with 
their* right flanked by a bndge over the i iver

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4 They permitted our heats to ttmgo aijog uotU ’The hcad- 
Tnost arrived opposite their right* and then opened a firo of 
inushotry and Bvdvch, accompanied by flights of arrows. The hank 
vras steep and somc\Vhat difBctdt, hut two or three parties of 
the 13th were soon on its summit in spite of the enemy s efforts, 
who"* opposed them witif conjidoraWe boldness. A few minutes’ 
firing followed while the remaining boats landed their men, and 
they fled, leaving upwards of twenty killed and many wounded. 

5, Their village or tpwn commences near the spot at which 

w e had Irmded, and I immcdialcTy moved up the street in pursuit. 

On arriving at tSe end of it (about a quarter of a mile) we found 
a stockade into which they had retired, and from which they 
opened afire as soon as we appeared It was a square of about two 
hundred yards each face ; the outward piles from twcU e to tw onty 
feet high, an embankment and parapet within them, salient gateways 
in each face, and a triple row of railing round tbo entire exterior, 
appeared to be in good order, and the firo was from several six- 
pounders, as well as swivels of various calibres, and musketry, 

6. 1 immediately lodged parties at *such points os afforded 
tolerable cover, ordered the howitzers and two or three shijyguns 
aahoie, together with the Tcmaindcr of tho sepoys, and mean- 
time marked off a battery within a hundred yards of their* 
front gateway. 

7. The weather now became exceedingly unfavourable, but 
as all gave their most hearty and zealous endeavours* to the exo- 
cutiou of what wras pointed out to them, out want of proper 
materials, implements and workmen wa§ fehnnounted. 

8. Repeated feints updn the enemy’s left sufficed to turn hfa 

attention from our woikmg parties on his right, and during the 
night of the 16th two nine-pounders aiid'’a *carronade on ship 
carriages rvere placed in the battery, tho hut that marked it 
puUed down, arid it opened in the monang. Its fire was soon 
deciave on the gateway, which, haring been their last thorough* 
fare, was^ not so strongly embanked as the othera Haling 
prepared some seamen with axes and ropes to accompany the 
column, I ordered it forward. It moved rapidly to its point, 
headed by Major ThomhiU’s company of His Majesty’s 13th, A 
few moments sufficed to complete the destruction of the wound- 
ed spars, and we were speedily in the stockade, followed by the 
reserve imder Licutenant-Colonri Hampton, of the 20th Native 
Infantry. The Burmese chief in command was killed near the 
point of attack. They abandoned their interior defences (a 
trench and breast-work), and fled through their rear gate, Icavinrr

10 hen all rijaeril not onJ) rend) ol>e<litnco,l>ut tho 
utmost roah it wouttl bo dtfltciilL to remark upon imlmdual claims 
to notice , but iny thanks an. duo to lai utonant Colonel Hampton 
cominatulihf' tho detachment of the 20th Natno Infantry.nnd 
to Ilro^('t Major TiiomhiW, of 1/is ^Majestj s I3tli, for tho 
manner m which they and thcirDflicera and men fulfilled their 
duties. Tho latter ofliccr was wounded by' a ape ir while leading 
his men into tho stockade I am also much indebted to Ijoutcn- 
ant Jlalim of the 13th. Bngado Major, for tho actiic and 
saluahic assistance he afibrded mo throughout 

11 I must do myself tho pleasiiro to neknonledgo tho 

cordial eo'opcration that X. rccoi\c<l from Captain Jlitchcll of 
Uis Majesty’s ship Stanoj, who accompanied mo ot tho dis* 
QinbarkatiOR, and to whose readiness in alTording mo every 
assistance his ship could supply, tho scrvieo was importaotly 
indebted and the exertions of his seamen under the immediate 
command of Lieutenant Matthews lu getting the guns landed 
and assisting in the battery, contributed essentially to accelerate 
the result. ^ 

12 On the 10th one of our rceonnoitnng parties under Cap- 
tain Aitken of His Majesty s 13th succeeded in capturing the 
Bajah who was concealed withsomc of his followers in thcjungles 
a few iQiles m the intcnor It appears that of six hundred Burmese, 
•who about a month prendus to our attscL were sent over to assist in 
the defence of tho island httlo more than three hundred survived 
the contest unhurt and the Chedubans whom they had mustered 
to assist in the defence of the stockade have also suffered coasi 
derably The surviving Burmese passed^over to the mam land. 

13 Having made such arrangements regardmg the island 
as circumstances admitted, I re embarked the European part of 
my force in conformity with your orders and tailed -vs-ith the ships 
Emaad and Anna Mobertson on the 3rd of the present month 
lea-nng Lieutenant Colonel Hampton with his detachment of the 
20th Native Infantry and His Majesty s ship Slaney in possession 
and on the most fnendly understanding with the inhabitants. 

On the Gth we lost sight of the islands , on the 9th we made 
Negrais with the intention of visiting and reporting to you the 
situation of the detachment you had ordered there but the 
weatter becoming so threatening as to render it uuadvisable to 
nsk the ships in such a sitnatira I stood on for this place and 
reached off the bar of the nver this day 
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14. I enclose returns of our killed and ^vonnded, and. am 
happy to add that most of the latter are doing very well.

In conformity to the instructions I had the honoxir of reeeiv- 
irg frora you, the three ships thereby ordered separated from the 
fleet on the 6th instant, and on the cvciuQg of the 11th anchored 
off Pagoda Point, near Negmia. 

2, On the morning of the 12th we again got under weigh 
and with some difficulty got into theriver, and at noon anchored off 
the middle of the island. Towards 4 r. , boats were seen mak- 
ing from the northern part of the island towards tho mainland. 

I desired Captain Goodridge to get the ships under weigh imme- 
diately, and I got the troops on board the ^fermfone ready for land- 
ing so soon as it should come to an anchor, having previously got 
the flat-bottomed, boat launched for that purpose. Accordingly, 
nbout sunset'I landed with a party of troops, and having^ gooo 
over the nortljem. extremity without seeing any one, I returned 
towards the point where I landed Txvo companies having landed 
by this time, I directed guards and sentries to be posted in various 
directions for its secunty, and returned to ray ship , 

3. On following morning, at daylight, two parties (pre- 
viously waSied for this duty), one under the command of Captain 
Ogilvie, composed of the tmi^ cm board the Carron, was directed 
to explore and search the island from the southward, the other 
under Captain Tod, of four companies from the Eermione, to pro- 
ceed along the foot of the bill until he met with Captain O^vie. 

4 The latter party, oiler six hours of indescnbaWe labour 
through an almost laipenetrablo jungle, and up to their middle in 
water, returned without being able to see or discover anythnig 
The former, after searching the soutbeni side of the island, caino 
up by its eastern side, and joined at sunset Tho rest of the 
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bom'i toikd !vt iti northern crlremitj nith the some sticcess 
ond mthout discorcnug n single spring of fn.sh n attr or hohitn 
tlou of any lo.m(l « 

5 Trom the aWc ?urvc\ it n ciidctit that the island of 
Ncgnis IS perfectly bamn nmlcoacml a\ith an almost impaittra 
ble jungle and deep inlets of salt water not producing an\ ortido 
of Bwstcnaucc for troo\is The oulj spot with anj signs of cultiva- 
tion is on the northern extremity of it where the jnuglo has bccu 
cleared away sufficiently to build a few fishcnneii s huts 

Under the circumstances it Ivccaiuo necessary to search 
for some place where supplies of jirovisions might be procured hr 
the subsistence of the troops dosiliicd to keep possession of tho 
island \Sith this view 1 eroded over to ^>e- mainland with a 
j arty of troops and acKompawtd by tao 'three oHiccrs Tpro 
coeded m search of some \alhgc After bailing iiji nearly ten 
miles wo came to n \a\lago whonco on seeing us tho inhabitants . 
began to fly but as it was my dcstro to conciliate them os mucl| 
as possible I made them undoretaiid by signs (not havit g any one 
to interpret) that we would not molest them and directing tho 
sepoys to keep at a little distance I proceeded to the villngo with 
tho other officers Tho inhabitants after n httlc scorned pleased 
at our vasit and those that had fled began to return wath their 
families and goods and we made them uudcTslond by signs that 
we wished to have provisions for which wo would pay m money 
They appeared satisfied and as well as we could understaod said 
they would bnog us pronsioos of all kinds 

7 Under an idea that these people would be induced to 
brmg supplies of provisions to the troops destined to keep posses 
Sion of the island (without which they could not possibly remain 
long there as there was only a few weeks supply on board) I di 
rected five companies to be disembarked vnth them baggage and 
directed the two ships that were to return wutU roc to complcto 
then water as quickly as possible , 

8 The next eveniDg people were seen collected at a point 
ontbe mamland opposite to the island about five*lmles distant 
but thin^g that they camo out of curiosity I took no further 
notice of them than ordering a gtnct look out to be kept towards 
them ^ ». 

9 The following days were occupied in completing the water 
of the two ships but on tho moramg of the 17th »^bscmng 
the number collected on the opposite side to be very considerable 
and continually increasing and that they were accompanied by 
boats of a large description I considered that their intentions could 
be no longer deemed i eaceable and as I discov ered that a stockade 
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Iiad been thrown tip, I onlcrcd immediately three comp mics, under 
Lieutenant Stedinan, to tiubark in boats and cross o\cr to the 
tnninhnd, and three other companies under Captain Ogihie, for 
their support, to embark on the rttuni of the boats, there 9010^ 
only five cajnblo of conat-ying troops, anti that not above 250 men 
at a time Acconhnglp, they w-cro embarked about noon, but tho 
uiiid and currtut uasso much against thoni, it being flood tide, 
that they were earned away four miles beyond tho point I intend- 
ed them to land at, and were brought close to ivhcrD the stockade 
had been constructcil Fortunately the boats reached the samo 
place at tho same time Lieutenant Sfedmau haiing collected and 
found tho men m order, he found there was no time to be lost in 
naitmg for the party under Captain Ogil vie, and be determined 
to attack them immediately* with the party that had already 
landed , and on hia advance tho enemy opened their guns upon 
him Lieutenant Stedmans letter, whuh I have the honour to 
enclose will explain tho result and success of his attack 

10 The steady conduct of tho troops employed on this occa- 
sion, tho celerity of their advance, and steadiness of their Sre, 
seem to have shaken the courage of the enemy, and on the troops 
penetratuig tho stockade by an opening which fortunately had not 
been completed the enemy fled in the utmost disorder leaving 
everything behind them the rout was most complete, they fled m 
tho utmost consternation in every direction They must have 
suffered severely as they were collected in vast numbers to the 
amount of about eight hundred men mthin so small an enclosure 

11 There were sis found dead the folloivmg morning at a 
httle distance from the stockade Our loss considering the exposed 
situation of the men was small being one killed and five wound- 
ed The jemadar died during tho night 

12 The troops took possession of ten or twelve guns, brass 
and iron of various cabbies, muskets spears and d/ido8 without 
number from forty to fifty boats some of a very large description 
witfi a quantity of gunpowder and balls &c 

13 Thp guns have been taken on board the cruiser ZIercury, 
and the other articles were completely destroyed 

14 From this circumstance it becomes evident that the 
people are hostile to us on tho matnland and as the island pro 
duces no supplies of pronsuMis it became neces«ary to enquire 
what provisions could be suj^bed from the ships 

15 On enquiry, I found there was only a few weeks’ supply 
of provisions for the men on board the Canon and none for the 
officers and the months allowance which was paid the cont- 
nnnder at ITadras for tho subsistmicc of the ofEcers on board tho 
ship expired on the 14th instant 
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2 As the <la) nas too fara«!vinced to expect nnj reinforcS' 
ruciit imtler Captiin O^tlvic aiitlnsoursittfation from not hno^r 
mg the strength of tho Bormans did not ensure success against 
them I dctormincd to detain the boats tJi.it brought U9 in case it 
n«olit bo necessary to retreat to the ships at tho same time order 
ing tlio companies all of whom lanilcd nearly at the same period 
to follow the advanced ginnl at the chstance of fifl> paces 

3 ■\V'o had proceeded but a short space when I observed tho 
guard 111 advance to halt and I rccci%ed intimation that they 
ivcrc already close under a breastwork of tho enemy surrounded 
with guns and which the thick jungle along the beach had pre 
vented my ohscrving or indeed any of the party m advance till 
'verj''closc to it 

4 Delay however under any circumstances was to hfe avoid 
cd and as I had made up mj mmd to return their fire the instant 
they comroenced it I pushed on (ksiring the advance to join their 
compomea and having loaded returned their first fire from cannon 
and small arms with a volley which iras folloved ip by a charge 
and incessant fire upon them from the rear companies foj the 
space of ten minutes when the breastwork with guns complete 
was ours and all our attention was directed to the stockade itself 
in which at this period at least seven hundred men armed were 
ohsoirahle 

5 Providentially for us an opening to the right of the stock 
ade from the breastwork had not been completed into which we 
continued to pour our firo with such success that tho cnemj were 
observed to decamp wth tho greatest precipitation leaving us 
their cannon indeed everything they ^retc po‘:se‘!Scd of a hst of 
which uuth a return of the kiUcd and wounded is attached 

C I cannot" conclude this report without expressing my cn 
tire approbation of the conduct of all concerned on the occasion 
for to all I fgcl my best acknowledgments arc due though were 
I to particularise the services of Lieutenants Lindcsay Hnig an 1 
Hutchings were such as to entitle them to praise more valuable 
than mine j 

7 Our loss is «o trifling when I consider the means the 
enemy had of annojung us that it can only be attributed to their 
fire being directed too high

the enemy to lelax in .their endeavours to carry out their 
plan of operations agmnst the British troops at Bangoon, 
which wa^s to surround and destroy them, or else compel 
them to-'surrendcr at disciction. They concentrated a 
larco force at Kemendine, at which place, about two 
miles above the stockade from which they had been eiE- 
v^led on the 10th May. they constructed an extensive 
Rvstem of fortillcations of the same nature, and wore lie- 
comiu" generally so troublesome that Sir Archibald 
Campbell found it necessary to move against them 
without delay. Accordingly, on the 2nd June, a com- 
btoed militaiy and naval expedition proceeded up the 
river On the foUowing day, one stockade was captm ed, 
but the attack on the principal fortification proved a 
failure one of the columns of attack sustaming consi- 
dorahlo loss fiom the fire of our own armed vessels on 
tlio river. 

No time was lost in trying to repair this failure, and ^ 

on the 10th June a force of two

On the 2nd mslant I received information that the enemy had 
oasemblcd in great force, and were stockading themselves at Ke- 
mendme, intending to attack our lines, and that the messengers who 
had been sent in were, os I suspected spies. I therefore ordered 
two strong columns of reconnaissance from the Madras Division 
to move on the follomng morning upon two roads leading from 
the Great Dagon Pagoda to the village of Kemendinc. the nght 
column under the cotnmand of lacntenant-Colonel Hodgson, the 
other under tbe"Vomraand of Lieuteoont'Colonel Smith, proceed- 
ing mjsolC up the Ilangoon mer with two of the HonTilc Com- 
^winy's cniistrs and three companies of the 41st Regiment for 
the purpo'te of observing iho enemy's force, and making n diver- 
Bion in favour of any attack which might he made by land. In the 
course of two houn wt were abreast of the enemy’s encampment 
The troops landed and burnt evciy hut to tho ground brought 
aunyoncuar-boat and d<.stroycd another, and earned off an 18- 
poiuidcT carrunade, all Tfilhoul the least annoyance froiu the enemy, 
who cither fled into the jungle, or retired into a very large Blockade 
which I observed clcoi. bj and from which some guns were fired 
killing and wounding a few men.

3 Hancg c<Sny»’eted my amngements for «tnfcingablow 
upon the enemy’s force assembled there ca> the morning of the 
lOtfi instant, although the weather conticned most nafaroarable I 
moved upon the enemy's fortifi^ camp and stotiades at Kemen 
dme with about three thousand men, four IS-poundvrs four mcutais, 
and •=ome field pieces sen<Lng two divisions of vessels up the nver 
to prevent the enemy from e^ping on that side. It wuo my in 
tention not to lose a mantf it could be avoided. The enemy had 
already ftequentlv expenenced the irresistible Infineace of the 
Bntish bayonet, and it was now my wish that thev should also 
know we had rtdl other and pethap, more dreadful means of ex- 
terminating them in every stockade they might be found in. The 
country «ea5on, and roads rendered the undertaking extremely ar 
dnous, hut not beyond the mexhaustible spirit of «uch soldiers as 
I coramatfd. About two miles from town the head of the column 
was stopped bv a ■ttockad^ apparently reiy <troag and -fnll of men 
I ordered two heavy guns and some field pieces to open upon it, 
whilst the troops surrounded it on three sides, but the jungle wsa 
CO very thick and clo-e a» to prevent the pcesibihtT of aJtcgethar 
cutting off the gammon. In !es than half an hour, a considerable 
gap was made in the outward defcoces of the work, and tho 
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deCcndaots nowhere danng to shew themselves. 1 ordered a part of 
the Madras Enropean Regiment, supported by a part of the 41?t 
Reciment. to chargo, and the worX was immediately earned with a 
tnfting loss on our part, the enemy leaving one wounded and fifty 
men dead on the ground- Major Chambers, leading the support of 
the 41st Regiment, and one of the first men in the breach, re- 
ceived a wound in the face from a spear, which I am happy to “ay 
IS not dangerous While this was going on under my own eje, a 
very spirited and successful attach was made upon the other side 
of the stockade by the advanced companies of the 13th and 38th 
Regiments, who, by assisting each other up the face of the stock- 
ade, at least ten feet high, entered about the same time as the 
jiarty by the breach, putting to death every man who opposed 
their entrance , and it affords me pleasure to state that the first 
man who appeared on the top of the stockade was Major Sale, 
of His Majesty a 13th Light Infantry

a mile where our left was posted, communicating with the flotilla

unoccupied , but as the principal work appeared crowded with 
men animating each other with loud and boisterous cheenug, T 
6tiU hoped they would remain till the impression I intended had 
bccu made At 4 Pit, my troops were m position in many 
Ylaaeawi-thvwahwuAsed ywis -&? Vhu -place, hnt in parts with 
a very thick jungle in front, uhich extended to the very foot 
of the stockade The night was passed m erecting batteries 
and making preparations for opening the guns at daj light next 
morning Loud and incessant cheenng continued withm the 
iiork, and lasted till after daylight 

^ The moment we bad sufllacat light on tho following 
momnig. a hcavj and well directed fire was opened from our 
btvaching and mortar batlencs and was kept up fornearh two 
hours, uhen a party odinncingto obseno the breach, found the 
cticraj, during the cannonade had evacuated the place, carry mir 
off Ihcir dead and wounded.

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The stockade of Komendine, tlms captured, Ijemg 
found convenient for the commaiul of the river imme- 
diately ahovo Bangoon, Sir Archibald Campbell deter- 
mined on occupying it permanently, and a regiment of 
Madias Native Infantry and a small Biilisii detachment 
"were accordingly posted in it. Subsequent events amply 
justified this step. 

The enemy now withdrew for a time from the 
vicinity of Bangoon, and concentrated their forces at 
Bonabyo, about fifty miles np the river. Bor some 
weeks nothing of importance occurred. Sir Archibald 
Campbell did not find bimscU in a position to advanco, 
and in the mean time the lainy season set in, bringing 
malaria in its train, which, combined with the bad quality 
of the food supplied to the troops, produced so much sick- 
ness and mortality that by the end of the season the 
Biitish commander had scarcely- three thousand men 
(European and Native) fit to take the fiejd. , 

About the end of June, the enemy began again to 
assemble in the ueighhourhood of the British position, 
A new commander, the Thamha {or Thongba) Wungyi, 
had received instructions from the Court of Ava to annihi- 
late the invaders or drive them into the sea, and began his 
operations by assembling andentrenching apoworful force 
on tho river above Bangoon, and at Kamarut on the Lyn 
branch of the Irrawadi. A portion even advanced on 
Bangoon, as well as on Dalla, on the opposite hank of the 
Irrawadi, which was also occupied by a British detach- 
ment, nnd made some determined nttoehs, and though 
these acre effectually repulsed, the enemy became so 
troublesome that Sic Archibald Campbell determmed on 
assailing tbem and driving them to a more respectful dis- 
tance. Tills was done with tho most complete success 
on tbo 8tli July, tho enemy being driven fiom all his 
stockades with the loss of eight hundred men killed, their 
commander himself dying in tke jungle of his wounds. 
Tills success u as followed up by an expedition to Kaiklu* 
some twelve or fifteen miles from Bangoon, where some 
oi tbo enemy had assembled, and by anotner early in 
August to Suiam, near the junction of tlic Pegu and 
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Baiigoon river's, ^^licnco llic enemy yrero siimninrily dis- 
lodged by n force under tlio comra'ind of Sir Archibald 
Campbell himself A fewda^s later the Uurmeso \rcro 
ejected, after a smart contest, from some sfochadcs they 
occupied near Dalla; and for the rest of tlio month they 
2^cpt at a dtstarree, and aocvcat of importance occoircd.

Sinco I had tho honour of addrcsaing yon on tho ICth ulUmo, 
TTohs^ohad sorcral partwl ofFaire njtb tho enemy, except in 
one eohtaiy lostaaco invariably sought for on our port, and alj 
ondtng w the same bnlliant manner that ha.s hitherto marked 
tho gallant and intrepid conduct of tho troops under ray command. 

2 About the end of last month it was stated to me by a 
few Baogoon people who bad escaped from the jungle, that the 
Burmese Chief had received jiositive orders from Court to make 
a general attack upon out line and drive us at once out of the 
country Eiery movemeDt of the eoemj plainly indicated that 
something was intended large bodies of troops were for two 
successive days seen crossing the nver ihove Eemcndine, from 
the Dallah to the Rangoon side and I felt more inclined to give 
credit to the report finra being well awaro that had any such 
order been received by the Burmaa General, certain disgrace 
or even decapitation would be the inevitable consequence of his 
disobeying it On the raoming of the 1st instant eveiy doubt 
on the subject was removed Three columns of the enemy, 
estimated at one thousand men each were seen crossing the front 
of our position moving towards our nght and the jungle in front 
of the Great Dagon Pagoda, and along the whole extent of oar 
Ime to the left, was occupied by a large forco but on this side 
from the nature of the ground it w s impossible to ascertain 
either the disposition or strength of the enemy The columns 
movmg on our right soon come m contract with the pickets of 
the 7th* and 22nd']' Regiments of Madras Native Infmtry, which 
rfcetved the attack with the greatest steadiness none of them 
yielding one inch of ground The enemy then penetrated m

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HU about four Hindrcd yards from our posHioo, occupying an old 
pagoda and some houses in front, from which they commenced a 
feeble and harmless firo from somo jinjala and swivels. I 
instantly repaired to the point of attack with a gun and a 
howitzer from the Bengal Artillery, and three companies of 
Native Infantry, viz., one company of tho 7th and two of tho 
22ad Kegiment, the whole under the command of Captain Jones 
of the latter corps. After a short but well directed lire from tbo 
artillery, I ordered Captain Jones to advance with his three 
companies and drive the enemy from his post at the point of tho 
bayonet, and I had the satisfaction of seeing my order carried 
into effect in the most cool and gallant style ; the enemy flying 
in every direction towards their favourite haunt and only place of 
safety, the jungle. During the firing on our right, parties of tho 
enemy felt the pickets along our line to the left, but never 
appeared in any force, and retired on the first firo from our 
advanced posts. Thus ended the mighty attack that was to have 
driven us into the sea,— defeated with the greatest ease by the 
three weak companies of sepoys, and two pieces of artillery ; 
although such an enemy might be well appalled at the appearance 
of the whole British line nnder arms. 

3. Brom some prisoners who were taken, 1 am informed that 
twelve thousand men were marched to the attack; the left 
columns were ordered to engage with vigour, and as soon as they 
had succeeded in penetrating our Hoe;, the attack was then to have 
become general. Such were the ordera issued, but nothing more 
contemptible than the conduct of the enemy on that day was 
ever witnessed. They paid for their folly, leaving at least one 
hundred men dead on the field. We had not one man either 
killed or wounded. 

4. Before daylight on the following morning, some hundred 
men of tho Dallah force entered the town of Dallah, firing in tho 
direction of our post. Captain I&acke, of the 8th Madras Native 
Infantry,* commanding, pushed forward with a few men, and was, 
I regret to eay, unfortunately shot, tho Burmese mutilating his 
body with tho most savage brutality during the few minutes it 
remmned in their power. 

6. ^hile the enemy abstained from converting their town 
to tho purpose of annoying us, I also respected it and afforded 
it every protection, although urunhabited by one individual ; but 
when they thought proper to make it a mighty scene of savaf»c 
warfare, I rased it to tho ground. °

I am now enaWed to inform yon, from information recwved from 
deserters and through other sources which can ho relied upon, that 
tho loss of the enemy in the action of the 8th was much 
more severe, and its consequences much more fatal and dis- 
astrous, than I could at the time have formed any idea of. 
Tho number of Idlled very much exceeds that stated in my 
despatch of the 11th instant, and great numbers have since 
died of their wounds in the jungle. All accounts ogree, and 
I have no longer a doubt of tho fact, that Thamha TVoonghee 
(Third Mitdstcr of the Empire), a uuondofc, and two other chiefs 
of tlm hrst cla^ were among the slain, and the troops, deprived 
of their leaders, have cither dispersed or fled in confusion to the 
rear, there to await the arrival of the P/inco of Tharrawaddy, said 
to he advancing with seventy thousand rocn. 

2. Tho only body of tho enemy I could hear of in this 
neighbourhood was a sraaU fotw of three thousand men assembled 
at a place called KmWlu, about twelve or fifteen miles from Eon- 
goon, and measures were adopted for immediately attaching thorn, 
On the morning of the lt)th instant, I ordered twelve hundrotl 
men to proceed by land direct lo tho spot, proceeding m}*solf with 
six hundred more up the Porandoung creeh, running in its wholo 
course nearly parallel to. and at no great distance from, the road 
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npproicli lm\o placed unhtmtrd coufidenco in us At all tlic mI- 
lnp,M the fpxalor part of the inhabitants fled from their Iioufiu to

A twelve-pounder of the Madras Artillery, mounted only 
a few hours before, opening upon them with grape at tho same 
tnornenfc, they found it prudent to retrace their steps with all 
possible expedition. It has been learnt from a wounded man, who 
has since fallen into our hands in an attack upon a picquet, that 
t^venty of those first class warriors were killed in this attempt.

Bmng informed that the Governor of Syriatn had assembled 
a force on the banks of the Pegu or Syriam river, ond had 
ordered the whole conscription of the district to repair without 
delay to the place of rendezvous, for the purpose of finishing and de- 
fending a large field work which vras to command the nver ond 
protect the sunounding country, although aware that few had 
obeyed the summons, 1 determined upon dislodging tho enemy, 
and for that purpose I yesterday morning proceeded up the Syriam 
rivet with three huudeed European and an. equal number of Katlvn 
infantry, the whole under the command of Brigadier Smelt. 
Upon approaching the landing place leading to the town and 
pagoda of Synam, I observed the old Portuguese fort (long con- 
cealed from view by trees and overgrown brushwood) cleared 
and scarped where the old wall had fallen down, and from 
fifteen to twenty feet high. Upon this the enemy had raised a jia- 
rapet, and suspended huge logs of wood on the outside, intended 
to be cut away during the assault, and to carry the assailants 
before them in their descent. 

2, The tiwps landed under the fire of the Penang Govem- 
incnt brig j'essie and the Pouer^i^ sloop employed as a mortar 
vcs.'tol, and the advanced party moved on until stopped by a deep 
impassable imllnlt, the bridge over which had been destroyed, and 
threatened to check our progress, but the difficulty uaa speedily 
remmed, and a lery tolerable bridge constructed by Captain 
Matrjat and part of the officers and crew of His Majesty’s shin 
ilr^iTue. The enemy's fire from mnsketry and artilleiy nas even 
unusually feeble and contemptible, and they abandoned the place 
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with tho utmost procipitition when the troops moved forward to 
the attach leaving behind them eight pieces of good artillery 

3 I next directed Lieutenant-Colonel Kelly of the Madras 
European Regiment, to proceed with part of the force to the 
Synam Rngoda which I was informed was also occupied by about 
throe huni^d men Tho Lieutenant Colonel on nmnng at the 
pagwla found tho enemy mehned to dispute tho possession of 
their almost iroprcgnablo post, but they lost confidence while tho 
troops were ascending tho Jong flight of steps leading up to tlic 
fiag^a, and fled m the utmost confusion leaving four pieces of 
artillery and a great quantity of ponder 

4 Although in these affiurs the enemy afforded httlo oppor 
tumty for displaying the disciphoo aod gallantry of tho troops 
tlicir usual feeling and order were by no means less conspicuous 
and I had every reason to bo satisfied with the arrangements of 
Brigadier Smelt and Lieutenant Oilonel Kelly m conducting tho 
different attacks.

2. It was my intention to have landed on my arrival at 
Martaban, but the titles which run rapidly here rendered it almost 
impracticable, and the ships having it in their power to get nearer 
the defences in the evening, I deferred landing till the next morning 
at daybreak. 1 took two opportumlies this day to see the whole 
front of the place with Captain Waterman, Assistant Quarter- 
master-General, and Captain Konnan, commaruHng the Artillery. 
Its appe.arancc was uncommonly strong and commanding, and 
differed from an} thing wo have seen about here. The place rests 
at the bottom of a very high liill, washed by a beautiful and exten- 
she sheet of water, on its richt a roclcr mound, on which was 
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Hadras ArtilFery commaiKlmg: assisted by Lieutenant McOzegoT 
of the Bengal Artillcrj m the bomb \cssel must have done 
great execution amongst the defenders of the works whose repeated 
chccra informed us their numbers wero great 

6 I had mado up my mind to storm by escalade immediately 
under and to the loft of the rocky battery on the enemys right 
and when in to storm the battciy itself and then the business 
could bo but easy as wo should take all the work^ in flank 

0 At five 0 clock on the morning of the 30th the men com 
posing the first division wore m their boats — ^ninety eight men 
of His Majestys 41st Kegiraenfc seventy five of the Srd Nativc 
Light lufantiy eight of the Bengal Artilleiy and thirty eight 
seamen of the Royal Navy about two hundred and twenty men 
and I was fully aware that these men would have the business 
to themselves as I had nowhere to wait for the remainder of 
the forco and every boat was already occupied. iThe adimicc 
sounded a httio after five and the boats rowed off and soon came 
under a i ezy heavy fire of all arms On approachuig the shore I 
] erceived there had been a misunderstanding with respect to the 
spot at which I wished to land and we had got on the wrong side 
of the mtUah As we could not carry the ladders through the 
mud I ordered the boats to push off and put in at the place 
I appointed. At this tune a heavy fire of artillery and musketry 
■was on us and the lasears would not face it. Lieutenant KcoJe of 
the Arachne commanding the naval force with me pushed on 
shore and gallantly went to sec if the niUlah could bo passed 
he came back almost directly and uifonned me there was a boat 
jn the nullah over -which the men could go and the side of the 
rock to the battery appeared practicable. Trusting to the gal 
lantry of the people with me I detemnned to try if and from tfio 
men getting on shore thcrewas not a halt till i e hail possession of 
it. It was stormed under a heavy fire of musketry and the rock 
not high but to appearance impracticable and m the opimon of the 
cacmj it was 
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it. On entenng the pagoda, I ^aa surprised not to find it full, 
but on lookmg over the -wall th^ ■were va hundreck, rushmg dovm, 
talong the Tvater, and crossing to the jungle There were about 
a hundred and twenty rnuskets bearing on thcra» and their loss 
was very severe. 

8 All opposition was now at an end and on marching 
throngh the town it was as usnal deserted except by a great many 
. women. The 1Vo(yng7i€e had six elephants ready, and had escaped 
A\ith, as I am told a good deal of property The emptme^ of the 
houses showed evciy preparation had been made if the place was 
captured, to prevent our getting any property I enclose jou a 
return of the guns taV.cn as also of the ordnance stores and the 
quantities of the latter immense, kept in a stockade about half a 
mile up the hill, and a tegular manufactoTy to make the powder 
I had It bloivn up yesterdaj 

9 Our loss has been comparatively small, — seven killed and 
fourteen wounded. Captain Booth is not badly wounded. In this 
immense place with such facilities to escape, I cannot guess what 
the enemy a loss may have been, bat from the pnsoners of whom 
vro liave a groat many and otbersouxccs it must ha%c been great , 
tw allowing that tMO-thirds of the numbers reported mthm this 
place at the attack, there must haic been between three and four 
thousand.

The Siamese, ft may be roentfonetT, had never alto- 
gctlicr given up the hope of recovering Tenasserim from 
Ava, and for a long senes of yeirs had been accus- 
tomed to make predatory incursions along the coasts 
of that province Early in 1825, a flotilla of Siamcso 
boats arrived on the coast, and, as usual, began plunder- 
ing and biUTimg, and sei2ang the mbalntants to carry off 
as slaves Major Entb, commandmg at Mcrgtn, immc- 
diatcly tool, measures to dnve them off, and some 
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sldiimslics took plnco during rebnnry and 'Mardi. in 
Uio last of wliicli tho enemy Buffered so sc\crdy that 
they TlWct again ventured to repeat these inroads 

Tlieso occurrences aro related in tho following

Letter from Majo) 17 FntK Commanding at Mcrgui, to

On the 29th ultimo infonnalion having been brought mo 
that a Siomcso flotilla had made its appcaranco w ithm a short 
distance of this town committing scieral nets of deprcdatiou 
on tho villages, I despatched Lieutenant Drover with fiflj stpoj’S, 
m country boats m search of them 

He found them oadcsenbed about eight hours row from this 
amountuig to near thirty sail of large boats uUl armed pulling 
from aurty to oightj oars each Ho rondo towards them under 
English colours and on hoisting a white flag it was immediately 
answered. A conference ensued in which tho Siamese chief 
regretted that his ignorance of our conquests m this quarter had 
led him into acts of aggression on a country now under 
British protection and promised to como the following day to 
Uergiu and release all the prisoners he had tohen 

On the following day he mado his appearance with only nino 
boats , the rest he stated would bo here on the morrow when all tho 
pnsoners he had tahen should bo released ind again renewed his 
protestations of re’tpectmg our conquests in this quarter at tho 
Bame tune requesting of me a paper for the King explanatory of 
the causes of hia sadden return without accomplishing his orders 
respecting the intended hostiUtves in this quarter This I promrs- 
ed to gi\e him on the release of all the pnsoners he had taken in 
this neighbourhood 

Ho remamed here till the 2ad, when three boats camo in and 
he Teloi.sed ninety prisoners But being informed that wewero 
dissatisfied at tho rest not omimg aa promised on the evening of 
the same day taking adrantageof theflood tide he weighed anchor 
and u ent off apparently m great abnn with tho whole of his fleet, 
at the very hour fixed for paying mo a third visit 

The boats of tho HonTilQ Company s cruiser TlMis which 
arrived on tho 31st January and some cenmtiy boats with sepoys 
were immediately sent after them but night coming on could not

- intention I therefore gave orders for our men to fro and I can 
scarcely say which commenced. Fmding our musketo heavy he 
pulled off and I regret to say that m coD'cqucnco of all our boats 
crews deserting thcar oare far some time we could not again couio 
up with thoir flotilla. He must have suffered severely from our 
fire as we continued cl asing for about an hour when no got so far 
distant and no hope of coming up inth him and thought ifc advia 
able to return to the island. The enemy s fire was vctj well 
directed for Rome tune and I regret to say two men of ours 
ncro killed — one of {hem on intcji rotor who has left a wi low 
the other n Bunnah — and two sepoys wounded.

Bablt m September the Boimese began 
assemble m the neighbourhood of Kangoon They 
re-occupied the stochades at Dalla» fiom which they had 
been driven on the 8th August, but were prompt y 
expelled once more on the 2nd September by a com- 
bined naval and military force A few days later they 
attached a post on the Dalla side of the nver which had 
hcen placed there to heep them m chech, while a flotilla 
of their war-boats attempted to captuiethc gun-boats 
anehored off the place Bethattaehs were repulsed, and 
five of the var-boats wer& captuied, while the rest were 
put to flight 

Later in the month a combmed military and naval 
expedition, under ‘Brigadier-General Xiasei and Captain 
Chads, II K , was sent up the river to P'lnlang, and 
destrojed many stochades and war boats, besides fire- 
rafts which the enemy were preparing for the destruction 
of the British war-vcsscls and transports in the river 
These operations are shewn in detail m the subjoin-

In compliance ■vrith your request for a detail of the circum- 
stances w iucli occinred m the attack on the Balia stockade made 
by the Burmese on the 6th instant, Ihavo the honour to 'inform 
you that at midmght on the 5tb a straggling fire -was beard in 
that (Urection, and shortly after a rocket vras thrown up, the signal 
preTionsly arranged with the detadhment in case of immediate 
assistance being required. 

2. With the advantage of a strong flood tide, the boats of 
IBs ilajestj’a ship Xaimc proceeded rapidly to the scene of con- 
tention, where a heavy fire was exchanged. As our approach could 
not ho potcoivod from tho smoko, we cheered to announe'e that sup- 
port was at hand, and bad the satisfaction to hear it warmly re- 
tiimcd both by the detacliment in the stockade and tho crews of the 
gun-\^ela It appeared that the attacks of the enemy had been 
simultaneous, the gun-brigs lying in tho creek having been osaailed 
by a number of war boats, while tho detaclnnent on shore had 
been opposed to a forco ostxmalcd at 1,500 to 2,000 men. 
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firo which thej poured into the wor boats and I trust as an cjc 
Witness J may bo allon cd to CTpress my admiration of the intrepid 
conduct of the ofScer commanding the detachment on shore 

7 Tho loss of the enemy in this attach cannot bo correctly 
ascortamed but from the number of dead m the boats captured 
and the cnppled state of many others it cannot be estimated at 
loss than two hundred or thnio hundred men

S It piwecdedOD tho 22n(l 
and about two miles from Pigoda Point fell in with fire sJoeVad J 
t^c on the right hand side and two on tho left 
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S Tke Satellite, towed by the steam-vessel, led, and on ap- 
proaching these stockades a heavy fire was opened from both sides 
from musketry and cannon, which was returned by the ships and 

by the troops on the deck and tops of the Satellite. ^ Arrange- 
ments were immediately made to disembark a proportion of the 
troops. On their approach to the stockades, the enemy, after a 
slight resistance quitted their position and fled to the jungle, 
leaving several men killed in the right stockade, as reported by 
llnjor Sale, His Hajesty’a 13th bight Infantry, who led this party. 

i One large gun was found burst, and four others were 
brought off, -with several jinjols and other arms. 

5. On the 23rd the flotilla continued to advance without 
meeting with any obstacle, distance estimated between twelve and 
fifteen miles. 

6 On the 2ith, we continued our route up the river about 
five miles, and in. the afternoon feU in with three stockades, which 
were bombarded for a short time previous to the landing of the 
troops, who found the different stockades evacuated. 

7. On the 2Sth, several boats filled with troops went in 

pursuit of somo war-boats stated to be near, but did not succeed 
in o'crtaking them- * 

8. During this time the pioneers were employed in destroy- 
• • ing the different stockades, which being completed, the flotilla 

commenced its return to Bangoon, at the recommendation of the 
naval commander. 

0 The destruction of the different stockades taken on tho 
22nd was completed during our passage down the nver. 

10 I am happy to add that no casualties occurred amongst 
the troops during the operations, but I understand two or throe 
sailors were wounded 

11. The ordnance was taken possession of by the naial 
comTOsswlcT, With the cswsption of ono gun burst, and another 
sunk in tho rivet 

12. Ko regular return of the ordnance was taken, in conso- 
qucn« of the hurried nature of tho operations, and tho necessity 
of tvking wlvantagc of the tide to reach tho anchoring ground, but * 
the numhet of all cabbres is estimated by the naval commander 
at fifteen pieces 

13 Tho country on both adcs of the river wa.s gcnerallv 
woodi, and tho feu open spots, which evidently had been cloaiud 
fer the purpose of cultiration, arc now overgrown with high 
gTLM. and C 01 cred with a omsiderablo depth of water.

17 Order roguhntj and discipline which had been strictly 
ebserved aptil about this jicnofl vanished, and the viholo of tho 
corps crowded indiscninmatelv into one general mass Bisheartened 
and dispirited tho men bccanio apathetic and ungovemabib 
and appeared altogether lost to the sense of the penis and dangers 
that threatened them from all orouml Tho inevitable and fatal 
consequences prod iced feelings indcscnbable i^h the cool 
steadv and dotcrmincJ aid however of some able oQieers I sue 
eeeded after some time m bnnging the men to reason who were 
thcrohj induced sTonlj and silentry to move down to the plain 
which I had pomted out as the place of rendezvous 

18 On reading the bottom of the hfll I fortunately fell in 
■with Captain W ilUamson s division which had just then emerged 
from the jungle on the right From his report I found that the 
guides had again deceived us for by their account the jungle in 
that direction ■n'os extremely limited and on cleanng it I had 
reason to suppose Captam illiamson would have come upon a 
plain from which also the guides declared a part of the stockade 
was to be seen This was not the case and Captain 'Williamson 
after innumerable difficulties could not penetrate bejondacer 
tJui distanco, and on hearing the retreat sounded thougl t it 
advisable to desist from any further attempt and retumod 
accordingly 

10 Our meeting at this spot was trufy desirable for I unmo 
diatclv directed him to form up two hundred men to the right and 
left of the road fronting the enemy to cover the retreating 
columns This arrangement I was happj to find he had in a 
great measure anticipated My next object was directed to fonn 
mg the men as they came out on the plain This duty was 
entrusted to Major Ogilvie whose utmost exertions were used to 
restore regulaxitj and confidence amongst the troops 

20 The wounded artillery and such of the baggage os was 
recovered were shortlj after sent on preceded by a party and the 
line under Major Ogilvie followed slowly and when it had retired 
to a sufficient distance I formed sudi parts of Captain ilbam 
son s covering division as I judged necessary into a rear guard 
with directions for its following the line and in tho event of a 
sally being made from tho stockades to } alt showing ns largo a 
front to the enemj as nmimstanees and the nature of tho ground 
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ofEcer, aided by 
28tb Ilegiment. 


This duty was executed by that cool ami ^CStiy’ 
the zealous exertions of Captain Williams of tho 


21. The detachment, I am happy to say, amved at Todaghi 
at eleven o’clock r, 3 i , without meating any annoyance on the loutp 
The wounded were immediately collected, and through the inde- 
latigahle exertions of the medical officers of the Srd, 34th and 
28th Regiments, and the zealous aid of Captain Milne of the 
Pioneers, in procuring itie means of carriage for such men m 
could not be provided with doolie, I was enabled to move again 
at two o’clock in the morning, an hour previous to which we had 
hcen disturbed hy a few shots from an advanced party of the 
enemy. 


22. Captain Murray and Rieutenant Aldritt, of the Madras 
Artillery, were from tho first zealous and indefatigable in their 
axortions in bringing the howitaeis to the positions fixed upon, 
and the steadiness and alacrity eidnced by them and their men 
’under a galling fire was such as has on all occasions distinguisbod 
that corps 


23. I base deemed it advisable to make this nnusuaily long 
report, in order to put the Commander of the Forces in pos- 
session of the most minute events that occurred in the prose- 
cution of this sendee, and in ooncluding, I beg leave to add 
that the gallantry and good-conduct of Major Wahah was 
particularly conspicuous on all occasions, as likewise that of the 
officers of his corps and division. To Captain Williamson and the 
officers of tho Srd Light Infantry I am equally indebted for their 
cool and steady demeanour under all tho tiyang circumstances the 
detachment encountered I cannot appreriate too highly the 
services of Major Ogilrie and Captain Milne, whose judgment, 
btaverj* and steadiness 1 had frequent opportunities of witnessing. 
In Aiort, to all the officara and men comprising the detachment 
piabc is due But to Captain JCyd, Brigade-Major, Lieute- 
mml Bnggs of the Quartermaster-General’s Department, and to 
Lieutenant Trant, of His Majesty's 3Sth, the latter of whom 
loluntcerod to convey orders, I am particularly indebted for the 
able assistance they affiorded me, and for the oool, steady courage 
they manifested in all times of danger and difficulty, 

24 I have the honour to forward a list /of tho killed an<l 
wounded, and have deeply to lament the severity of the loss 
rastnmed, prticulariy in the death of Captain Allan, who, after 
haring received one wound, persisted in leading on his men, * u hen 
a second tenninated hit gallant career.

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About llio SiOmo time ns tho unfortunate oTpcditi'on 
to Kaiklu was ilpspatcbctl, nnotlicr started for Thantn- 
bain on tbo LyniUcr, andmctwitli very differontfoi lime. 
At tins place, tbo conimandor of the Burmese forces, tho 
Princo of Thaiawadi, biotbcr of tbo King, had placed a 
portion of his nimy under tlio command of tho Kye-Wiin- 
gyi, one of tlio principal mmistcisof the state, nnd Imping 
icsohcd todislodgo thisfofco, Sir Archibald Campbell dc- 
tnebed for tbo purpose 300 of tbo 38tli Boot, 100 of tho 
18th ^ladras NaUvo Infantry,* and a dotachment of 
the Bengal Aitillcrj', — tho whole under tho command of 
jSrajor Evans of tlic 3Sth, and accompanied by a naval 
foicc under Captain 0ha<l9. With the trifling loss of 
llncc men noimded on the side of tbo Biitisb, the enemy 
ncio driven out of their stockades. Thoso wore disman- . 
tied and dcstroj cd, and the detachment then returned to 
Itaugoon.

having now become the head quaitem of tho Kye-Wungyi and

4 How well ruy orders have been executed by these gallant 
officers and the bravo wen xiodcr their command, tho accompany- 
ing detail of operations will show. 

6. That their woU-camed reputation and midanntod con- 
duct showU have ensured them an easy victory over a numerous 
enemy, strongly posted and acting under tho immediate ojo of 
the tw 0 first men in tho State, is to me most gratifying and satis- 
factory.

In obedience to the orders I had the honour of receiving from 
yon to feel the strength and disposition of tho enemy upon tho 
iyng river, and to attack him as ollca as opportunity might offer 
of displaying the discipline and valour of the troops under my 
command, on the morning of the 5th instant I embarked with 
three hundred men of His Majesty’s SSth Regiment, one hundred 
rai^ and file of the 18lh Madras Native Infantry, and a detachment 
of Bengal f^dleiy under Captain Tunbrell, on board a aouadron of 
^a-boats, flotiUi, &c., &c , &c , under tho iramediato command of 
Cap^n Ghads.of Hia Majesty’s ship Amdine, and the first day’s tido 
earned us as far as Pagoda Point, above Kemendme, at tho junc- 
tion of the Lyug aud Panlang rivers 

2. Having been joined by the armed transport SatellUe 
at 2 r. 5t. next day, the squadron proceeded up the Lyng river 
vith a flowing tide Bodies of the enemy were seen moving un 
the right bank of the river, and numerous war-boats hovered in 
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our front and kept up a continued but distant fire from cannon 
mth -which they -were all provided After the flotilla anchored 
the hghtboats in advance under Lieutenant Kellett ofHislfajestys 
ship AvacTine pursued tho cnemys war boat? and hanng closed 
With one cariying a gun and a fall complement of men boarded 
and took her m tho handsomest style the Burmese jumping-' 
overboard to Save themselves 

3 On the Vth after proceeding about four miles I observed 
two stockades which were taken possession of without loss and wo 
reached with this tide within a short distanco of the largo -works 
and fortified village of Thantabain, having m the course of the 
day destroyed seven of the newly constructed wir boats. On re 
connoitrmg the village of Thantabain I found it was defended by 
three long breastworks with a reiy extensive stockade constructed 
of large teak beams and fourteen large war boats each carrying 
a gun were anchored so as to defend the approach to it 

4 Having consulted with Captam Chads we advanced to 
the assault the steam boat with tho Satellite and bomb ketch m 
tow and the troops la their boats ready to land when ordered. 

In passing the breastworks wo received a smart running firo 
from jinjals and musketry which was returned with showers 
of grape from the SaUlltle and observing tho enemy endcntly 
in confusion I directed the troops and scaling ladders to ho itti 
mediately landed and in a few minutes every i\orl about tho 
place was m our possession Dunngr this night some fire rafts of 
a most formidable appearance were floated dol^n tho nver, but 
very fortunately passed without toachwg aoy of tho lessola 

5 At SIX o clock tlie next rooming wc again mm cd with tho 
tide and passing a narrow neck of land ot the junction of tho 
rivers -were received with a bnsk firo of muskgtiy from a long 
lino of breastworks and o cannonade from a lerj large stockade on 
our ngbt Tho fire of the latter was soon, eilencod by the well 

I ointcd guns of the SaleUue Tho troops and pioneers were order 
cd then to land and tho formidable stockade was earned by assault 
without a struggle. It is without exception the strongest work of 
the kind I have ever seen. Tho length of the front and rear ficts 
IS t«o hundredyards and the side ficcs one hundred and fifty janlf- 
Itis built of solid timber fifteenfcctlngh with a platform inside all 
round five feet broad and eight feet from tho ground Upon tl i? 
platform were a number of wooden gun? owl | do? of single an I 
double beaded wooden ebot and manyyirty ih and below we foui d 
seven pieces of iron and bras? ordnance Tlio front of tho stocka lo 
»? strengthened by breastvvorks and n’gular dciui lune?, and would 
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contain with case about two thousand men. In the centto of this 
stronghold wofound tho magnificcnlhlMSuioM of thoKsc.-Wungyi, 
who, 1 piesume, fled early in the day, although we found the house 
was perforated with halls in many places and the rooms much stained 
with blood. I cannot doubt that the enemy’s loss must have heou 

severe, hut we only found seventeen dead bodies which they bad 
not time to carry o£t 

G. The advanced boats having pushed up the river some 
miles ■without Beeing any other works, I considered the object you 
had in view fully accomplished, and we accordingly began to move 
back to Rangoon. Had not tho naost marked respect for the 
British arms been shown during our whole progress up the river, 

I should have regretted that the enemy afforded me no opportunity 
of bringing my troops into regular contact with them ; but tbo 
reduction of the roost formidable stockades I have ever seen fully 
garrisoned by men, aafaras I could scor ell armed with muskets 
and aniroated by tho presence of the two ministers of state, Kye- 
Wungji aud Thakia-Wuogyi, sufficiently denotes the terror wo 
inspired, and leaves mo the satisfaction to report that not one man 
was lost to the service duriogthc operations above detailed. I cannot 
adequately acknowledge my obligations to Captain Chads for Ins 
acalous, judicious and cordial co-opetntion, and tho spirited conduct 
of Lieutenant Kellott, in command of the advanced boats, attracted 
tho notice of every one. To Captain Timbrcll, Bengal Artillery, 
who volunteered his services, and Captmn Waterman, Assistant 
Deputy Qiiartcrmastcr-Gcncral, who accompanied me, my best 
thanks aro duo ; and I need scarcely add that every officer and 
man evinced on all occasions that cheerful readiness and deter- 
nined valour yon ha\o so often witnessed 

7. X cannot close my report without meiv.tvon.vag tho very 
meritorious services of Beevel'Captain W’hcelcr and tho detach- 
ment of pioneers that accompanied me. Their prompt and ready 
zeal in. situations of difficulty and danger was not less conspicuous 
than their indefatigable exertions in performing other parts of 

their Uborious duty, and tho very gallant Btylc in which they re- 
peatedly dashed forward with tho scaling-ladders was ns honourablo 
to Ihcrasclics as it’was a gratifying mark of faith and confidence 
in the troops employed. 

8. Herewith I have tho honour to transmit a return of cap- 
turc<l ordnance, in addition to which much powder, on enormous 
quantity of petroleum oil and waiUke stores •were destroyed at

The arrival of Malia Bandula at Donabyo, rritli tbo 
army he had brought from Aralan, tended immensely 
to raise the spirit of tlie Burmese forces, to whom the 
war in Ava had hitiierto beeu one long series of defeats, 
brightened only by one solitary success, — that at KaiUu. 
The Court of Ava itselfacquired fresh confidence. Origi' 
Rally the King and his advisers had looked upon the Bri- 
tish at Bangoon as having voluntarily walked into a trap 
in which they could he destroyed at pleasure ; but many 
months had elapsed, enormous efforts had been made, 
but the destruction had not only not been accomplished, 
but our troops had been so constantly victorious, 
that feelings of alarm and uneasiness had begun to 
be experienced even by tbc arrogant “ lord of 
all the Golden Dmhrellas ” Now, however, nil was 
to he changed Sixty thousand men had been as- 
sembled, and a general hehered to bo invincihio 
was in command Tiotory only was to bo looked 
for, and the British Army, if not annihilated or driven 
back, to the sea, wheneo it had come, was to be led in 
ebains to Amarapnra to grace the triumph of the con- 
queror 

The gatliering of the Burmese forces in his front was 
viewed with equanimity by tho British commander, who 
felt himself not only capahlo of meeting and overthrow- 
ing any force that Malm Bandula could biing against 
him at Enngoon, but even strong enough to detach a 
portion of his force, under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Srallct, S9th Poof, on an expedition to 
Tlic state of affau^ at Ilangoon at the end of Noromlwr 
1B21, and the results of the* expedition to I’cgii, arc told 
in the following despatches:—

Since I had the honour of announcing the capture of Mar 
tabau by the troops under the orders of lieutenant Colonel 
, Godwin,* I have received intelligence of the surrender of Tenas- 
serun and the town and small province of Yeh These places, of 
their own accord, requested our protection, and the ivhole Burmese 
coast from Rangoon to the eastward is now subject to the Bntish 
arms The enemy’s troops, which fled from the captured towns 
and assembled at Yeh, emharhed there in forty boats, and I under- 
stand have since landed in the distnct of Dalla The reiterated 
accounts 1 have lately received from all quarters of a numerous 
army collecting in the neighbourhood of Prome for the purpose 
of expclliDg us from Rangoon now fully convince me the effort 
will bo made Maha Bandula is said to have been nominated 
to the chief command and I roahe no doubt we shall ere long 
ha\e the whole strength and talent of the empire to contend with 
in this neighbourhood Lieutenant Colonel Miles, with the 
European part of tho force detached to Tavoy and Mergui, has 
rctnmed to head quarters 

&• Herewith I ha\ e the honour of enclosing a report from 
Lieutenant Greer, of tho HonTile Company’s llanno of a gallant 
little affair with the enemy s boats on the 7th instant. 
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2 I kept up a constant fire from the twelve pounder and mxts 
Ketrj until two of the boats came aJongsido. I immediatcljr jumped 
on board of them with the sepo3S and sncceedcd in bayoaeting 
every man In one of the boats there appeared to be a chief whom 
I shot m the act of darting a spear at me 

3 The other twelve boats were coming close up but seeing 
the fate of the other two made off towards the shore upon which 
I kept a smart fire while wthin range I am sorry to state tb it 
during the action one sepoy and one row boatman were seierely 
wounded the former in two places. In each of the boats were 
from thirty to forty men. 

4 I cannot conclude this report without recommending 
strongly to your notice the gallant conduct of the sepoys of tbo 
Bombay iinrme Battalion in leaping into the eaemys boats and 
for the destructivo and well directed fire they kept up on the 
approach of the enemy whereby great numbers were either kiHed 
or ■wounded before they came alongside The conduct of the 
row boatmen deserves every praise

1 have to report for the information of Brigadier General Sir 
Archibald Cimpbcll K-CU. that I proceeded ■with the force which 
ho tlid mo the honour to place under mj command in boats up tlio 
river on the afternoon of the 2fith instant Tho advanced boats 
wore fired on while passing Sjnam Boint irora the nght bank of 
thenver The e-vpedition proceeded witlout f irthcr molestation 
passing n largo village with a stockade on each side of the banks 
in a deserted and ruinous state on the 27th inatant diatnut from 
Rangoon about twentj three mihs 

2 On the moron g of the 2‘)th a short distance in nd\ ance 
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3. In rear of the village is a plain on which the detachments 
formed, and the artillery landed without loss of time. Beyond tho 
plam. along a voiy consideitible cstent, are the remains of one side 
of the ancient rampart and ditch, all parts of which being sur- 
rounded wth jungle, I sent out a reconnoitring party, which was 
accompanied by my Brigade-Major, Captain Briscoe, His Majesty s 
41st Begiment, and Captain Jones, of His Majesty's 89th Regi- 
ment, who acted as my Aide-de-Camp. During their absence 
I advanced with the guides, crossed tho causeway that led to the 
city, and then formed to wait the return of the party, who, after 
having proceeded to the great pagoda of Shoe Madoe, reported 
that tho inhabitants had all fled on their approach, and that the 
city and every part adjacent was entirely deserted. On hearing 
this intelligence, I proceeded nath the grenadier companies of the 
Madras European Regiment and 28th Regiment Native Infantry 
totbocity and pagoda, and hoisted the British colours. Among the 
houses were found a few old men and women, from whom I ascer- 
tained that from one hundred and fifty to two hundred fighting 
men were all the place contained ; these had. on our arrival, dis- 
persed m the jungle. 

4 Tho object of the evpedition having been thus completed, 
I made arrangements for my departure The force was re- 
embarkod the same evening, when Captain Chads, Royal Navy, 
with mj self, deeming it advisable to reconnoitre Ibo upper part 
of the river, and endeavour to ascertain the existence of a high 
road to Brome, he proceeded with the rnan-of-war’s boats about 
SIX miles bejond Pegu, and on his return on the afternoon of the 
30th instant, the whole weighed for Rangoon, 
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o\cr tho steep and nigged Innk of the river; as well as to 
Lieutenant llacartncy, of the Ist Battalion Madras Pioneers, for his 
omuigcments rcganling tho scaUngdadders. 

7. I must call tho particular attention of the Brigadier* 
General to the real and ahiUty shown by Captain Chads, Royal 
Navy, in his con<luctiug tho flotilla, and the valuable assistance 
I at all times received from Wm. 

8, In conclusion, I beg to notice the assistance I derived 
from Captain Briscoe, His Majesty's 4l8t Regiment, and Captain 
Jones, His Majesty's 80th Regiment, together with that of Captain 
Russell, Bombay Artillery, and Lieutenant Trant, IBs Majesty’s 
38th Regiment, acting Deputy Assistant Quartennaster-Gener^ 5 
aud tho good and steady conduct of the whole of the officers and 
men, both uaval and military, merits my warmest praise. 

Tho Burmeso army of sixty thousand men, with 
Malta Bandula at tUcir head, marching down from 
Donabyo, arrived in the vieinity of Bnngoon during tho 
night of the 30th Noyemher, and immediately began 
entrenching themsclyes in front of the British position. 
On the morning of tho 1st December they began their 
operations by opening a heavy lire on the British lines, and 
directing a furious attack on. the outpost of Kemen^ae. 
This was promptly repulsed by* tho garrison (consisting of 
the 26th Madras Native Infantry and a dctachmentof the 
Madias European Regiment) under tho command of 
Major Yates, but it was only the prelude to a series of 
attacks wliich lasted for a week, in wliich tho enemy sus- 
tained enormous losses without making the slightest 
impression. On that day also a detachment under Major 
Sale attacked tho left of the enemy, drove tho opposing 
forces into the jungle, and destroyed a portion of tho 
entrenchmenta they had been so industriously engaged 
in constructing, and on the following day two success- 
ful sorties were made from the great Shwe-dagon Pagodn, 
which was tho key of thb Britisli position. But tho 
general policy of Sir Archibald Campbell "was to let , 
the enemy take up his ground without interruption, and 
then in. tho fullness of his confidence ovcrtlirow lum 
at one blow. On the 3rd and 1th there was only desul- 
tory firing between the opposing armies, tho Bmmese 
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mcanliniG exerting every effort to stuongtiien their cn- 
licnchmcnts and push themsdves closer to the BiitisU 
lines. On the 6th the British General, conceiving that 
the proper moment had arrived for striking a decisive 
hlo\y, directed two columns on the enemy's left ; these 
forced the Burmese entrenchments mth little loss, 
totally defeated the defenders, and drove them from thn 
field in the wildest confusion, capturing the whole of 
their guns and military stores. Tlrough thus defeated 
on his left, llaha Bandula still continued the attack 
from his right, imtU the morning of the 7th, when Sir 
Archibald CampbeU attacked and drove him from his 
works, and dispersed in confusion the immense army that 
was to have for ever freed Rangoon from the presence of 
Iho hated invader.* One more effort was made on Kemen- 
dino ; it failed, and tho enemy disappeared altogether 
from the scene ot the conflict. Only on tho other side of 
tho river, at Balia, tlid any sUU linger, but it was not for 
long: they were attacked on tho lOtli, and, after some 
resistance, put to flight. 

The army of !Maha Bandula was not yet, however, 
finally disposed of. Maha Tliilwa, one of their generals 
nlioin there has already been occasion to mention, 
rallied iw cuty thousand men at Kokicn, a few miles to 
tho north of Rangoon, where they stiougly entrenched 
themselves; and, rightly judging that his success was not 
perfect while this force remained in the vicinity. Sir 
Awildhald CwmptwdV dctcrmmcvl on moving against them 
ami drhing them from (he stockades which they had 
, crcctod. Ibis A^as done on the 15th Becemhor, and after

K C.B. and K.T s ,* I have to report that the important post of 
Keincndinc, ^^Hc'h he did rac the honour to place under my 
command, vas attacked by the enemy at half«past four o’clock on 
the nionnng of the 1st instant ^ving distributed toy force of 
infantry, consisting of 5S rank and 6le of the Madras European 
Utgiincnt and the whole of the 2CthIlcgimcot of Madras Native 
Infanlrj, into three dirisions. and a covering party of 35 rank and 
file from the 20th IVcgiincDt for the guns which 1 had appropriat* 
I'd to the defence of the western or river front, and every officer 
and titan under iny command being acquainted with his post and 
the duties I capeclcd of them at the moment of attack, the 
nttLnipt to cnrprjsc on the part of tiic enemy would have been 
utinv ailing and impossible The ctrongest division was destined 
for the defence of the castcro front of my stockade, which, from 
the nature of my dcftnccs and Uio approach to them, I was 
well aware would bo the posiUoa m which the enemy would 
most strongly luvcsl him«elf and offer to me the most formhlablc 
attacks against which I should have to operate.

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TOOTOCut aud before sand-bags could be got up, Ounuer Thomas 
Chamberlain, of the artiUety, \7as grazed ia his shin— though 
Tioi returned among the wounded — by ft shot which passed 
through his trowsers and indented the gun-carriage. I beg leave 
earnestly to recommend this meritorious soldier to tho considera- 
tion of Sir Archibald Campbell for his indefatigable exertions in 
the battery during the whole of the siege. 

2. The morning of the 2nd was ushered in by another fire- 
raft floating down the river, and a repetition, on the northern and 
eastern fronts of the stockade, of a desperate charge for escalade. 
The steady, rapid firo of my brave soldiers mowed down these 
vav aders in multitudes ; yet, nevertheless, with a daring intrepid- 
ity highly creditable to them, their attempts to escalade through- 
out tins day and night were repeated so soon as their slain could 
be removed and their troops could rally. 

3. Cntil about one o’clock on the 3rd, when the enemy’s 
trenches not being completed, every energy was exerted towards 
our overthrow by escalade, I was left solely to my own land 
resources. At this critical juncture Lieutenant KcHett, of Hia 
Majesty's ship Arac/inr, came to roy aid with a gun-brig and 
four gun-boats, ifever was assistance more seasonable, and 
never did any officer of the British navy more gallantly or more 
ably afford it. To recapitulate the various services I received at 
the hands of Lieutenant Kcllctt is impossible. By the extremely 
judicious distribution made by Lieutenant Kellcttof his force, I 
was enabled to remove great numbers of my men from the second 
and third to the first division, which, without this addition to its 
strength (and which could not have been yielded without tho aid 
of Lieutenant Kcllctt), I am really of opinion that my eastern 
frout could uot have held out against the repeated and impetuous 
charges of the enemy In addition to these extraordinary exer- 
tions of Lieutenant Kellclt, I owe him a debt of gratitude which 
ncvcrcanbo foigottcnor repaid, for the salvation, through his 
mtcephl valour and seaman-like conduct, of thu-ty out of fifty 
of the Madras European Kcgiment sent out to replace de- 
ficiencies bj 6Khnc<« and killed audwoviodcd in my detachment from 
that corp^ Owing to the csccssivo darkness occasioned by the 
smoko from the inec«.<wmt firo kept up by oursolvea and tho enemy 
and the extreme rapidity of tho tide, these poor fellows were 
carried pnH Kcraendme, and nnehored by the cowardly Native 
crews of their boats immediately under a heavy battery of the 
enemy. The boatmen hid thcm«elves in the bottom 6f the boats 
and these unfortunate soldiers, ignorant of the tides or the man- 
agement of the boats, had inevitably .fallou a tacrifiee to the 
vinguancc of the enemy, but that the gallant Kcllctt alii c to

’] On the morning of tho 6th tho enemy liad so completely 
entrenched himself in all dircetioiis nrouad me, and kept up so 
coiitnutcd and galling n firo on my eastern front and particularly 
from tt hcai'y battery of guns and jtnjalt jn front of the gattany 
that I was induced to make a sortie on this battery in the hope 
of wresting from him hi’ mounted ordnance In this dangerous 
service I fed deeply indebted to Cai tom Tago of the 4Sth Rcgi 
incut for tho gallant manner in which ho stopped forward and 
\oluntccroil to command a party of forty Lurojieans and forty 
Kwtncs. Lioutcnaut Wtir of the ifadras Curopean Regiment, 
and Lioutcnnnt Reynolds and Ensign Smith, of the 2Gth Regiment 
also camo forward m tho most valorous manner, earnestly 
entreatmg mo to avail myself of their services in this danng 
enterprise Tho position of the enemy was however found to 
bo BO excessively strong and his defences bo extensive, that I 
lament to say this little band were dnvon back with the loss of 
two Europeans killed and the gallant Ensign Smith and two 
Europeans severely wounded The enemy discomfited by the 
dreadful slaughter with which his men were dnvon back from 
every attempt to escalade had recourse to a never ceasing fire 
from hiS guns his nlmost innuineniblo jvnjals and his enormous 
force of musketry from vanoos intrenchments and battenes winch 
ho had constructed during the fourth and fifth days of tlie siege 
On the evening of the fifth day the enemy reinforced by 
immense numbers who had been Unycn by a sortie, under the 
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command <it Major IVallcr, from their intrcnchmcnlsot the foot 
of the Great Pagoda at Raogoon, ngnin nishcii nith itn]>elnons 
fury to c'?caiatlo the southern and eastern fronts of the stochade 
Again, honorcr, ho was ilriten hack, and again lie rallied and 
relumed to the charge, hut to he again routed witli drcadfvil 
slaughter. 

0. On tho morning of the sixth Jay of tho fiioge, Captain 
ChaJs of His Majesty’s ship Atachw, confurreJ on tiw the honour 
of a Tislt, an J in tho hanjsoincst and most flattering maimer 
offered mo additional succour to that \\hich had already proved 
so eminently \aluahlc to mo in mj defence of this important 
post, und in the evening sent up the Potia/ut, homh-vcsscU 
with a sergeant-major of the Bombay artillery, whoso nicety of 
precision m throwing sheila over the stochado and into tlio 
enemy's battenos was craincntly serviceable to me. During 
the whole of Uua night the guns of His Majesty's ship SSoiiUie and 
the mcn-of-vvar boats, with tho mortars of the PoKcrJul and 
the guns on shore, play cd orcr and around the stochode in the 
most beautiful and masterly mannoT, hurUng destruction on the 
enemy, while it excited emulation and confidence in the troops. 

7. Throughout tho whole of tho sixth and seventh days tho 
enemy continued to fire upon us from the trenches , hut ogam 
toinfotecd by the multitude who had been driven from their 
twnches by another sortie on the caslcni wing of tho caoniy’s 
line of intrcnchmcnts against Kangoon, two more most desperate 
attempts were made to escalade by the eastern, northern and 
southern faces of the stoclvadc The effoTts, however, though 
supported by multitudes, were fniitlc'S as the former, under the 
incessant aud well-aimed fire of my sturdy band, which again 
supported, as on the preceding evening, by the naval force, and 
aided by tho guns under the cver-vjgilant and gallant Aldnit, 
hurled de«tnictioa on the disheartened foe, who, at about half- 
past Caut o clock on the morning of the eighth day, terminated tho 
BJoge ot ‘Kemendine Ui a precipitate retreat, leaving many of 
his mlTcnchmg apparatus, his spears, some powder, and vast 
numbers of musket and jinjal balls behind him. 

8 The killed of the enemy until the last day had been care- 
fully removed; blit in these last desperate charges his loss had boon 
so great, and his flight was so precipitate, that many were left as they 
fell, and the remains of unmense numbers are so lightly covered 
that the smell all around us is absolutely dreadful On the last

10 I have the honour to enclose a hst of the 1 died aad 
wounded and of tho cxpcnditarc of ammumtion during the siege 
and beg leave to conclude this despatch with an act of justice to

"When I liad hottonr to address you ou the 10th instant, 
I did not CTpcct I should so soon have the pleasure of commuai- 
catinj; to you that ^t has again pleased God to favour us vfith a 
great victory over the army of Bandula, rc-cohected after his late 
defeat and connderahly reinforced on his retreat, which latter 
circnmstiinco indneed him and his chiefs to determine upon one 
mote groat ofTort to retrieve their disgrace. For this purpcrae they 
succeeded in tallying and forming, with the rcinforcomoDts men- 
tioned, ft force amownting to hetween twenty and twenty-firo 
thou-yind men, and relumed to the ^dllago of Kokiek, about 
three mites from the Great Pagoda, and itamcdiately commenced 
intrenching and ptoeVadmg. w» point of position, with a judgment 
such 0 ^ would do credit to the best iostructed engineerg of the 
most ciiilized and warhlc nations. 

2. On the cNCning of the 12th a de'^orter from the cnenjF 
(nmnng't much other information) declared it to bo their iuten-

T About half past two on tho morning of the I4th a for 
midablo fire rftfl was taunche<! from o littio above Kcmcndino 
which lowevor efTected nothing, and at tho same time their 
rmisvinc? succeeded m setting fire to Rangoon in sercral places 
ftt once by which abo itono fourth of tho town has been destrojed 
notwitbstan ling tho utmost eff rts of the garrison and the well 
disposed part of tin ml abitants to get the fire under 

4 Tho 14th pa.ssc<l wall out any other attempts on the part 
of the oncmj During the day however 1 c was observed above 
Kcmcndino to transport largo bodies of troops from the Dalla 
to tho Rangoon side of the nver 

5 For many urgent reasons I determiacd to att'set 
Dandula on tho followujg day rather than wait hjs pleasaro as to 
time end place of meeting The position he bod taXen «p 
(though formidable) was still more favourable than any he had 
jet presented me with I also derived much advantage from a 
knowlodgo of the ground the enem} were la possession of having 
been over it with a part of mj force upon a former occasioa 

6 On the monni g of tho I5th niy coJiinios of ottael vrero 
formed m follows 

The nght consisting of two hundred of His ifajcstys ISfh 
Light Infantry and throe hundred of tho Jfith and S4th Madras 
Native Infantry under the directioo of Bn^dier General 
Cotton with one field piece and a detachment from the Right 
Hon’ble the Governor Generals Body Guard under the command 
of Lieutenant Archbold Hus colunm I directed to male a de- 
tour round the enemy s left and if possible to gam the rear of 
his position and there wait the preconcerted signal of attach from 
me I marched myself with the left column wh eh consisted of 
five hundred Europeans from the 3Stb 4Zst eotl and Madras 
European regiments and three hnndredNativcs from the 0th 22th 
2Sth and 30th Regiraents of Madras Native Infantr} five field 
pieces and a detachment of the Body Guard under tJ e command 
of Lieutenant Dyhe intending to attack the cnem} n front 
On arriving before the enemy s position it appeared tnil} fommiuble 
and such as I would hardly have felt myself wnnai ted in attack 
jng with a less force than ten thousan 1 men had I not from 
expenenco known an 1 apirociate I the valour of the troops I had 
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the honour to comTnnnvl Of this cohwnn two divisions were 
fonued, giving the command of one to Licutcnant-Coioiicl Miles 
of tho 80th, and the other to Major E\on3 of the U8tU Regiment 
7. My dispositions being complete, the preconcerted signal 
guns were fired, and I had tho pleasure to hear Brigadier-General 
• Cotton's reply, which assured mo that all wfts ready on his 
ado. Tlie artillery now opoued, and the three columns rushed 
on to the assault vnlh the most determined and cnthwsiastichmvcry, 
and in less than, fifteen tnitintca were in full possession of this 
most stupendous work, making the eiicmj* suffer roost severely, 
tmd obliging him to leave his camp standing, with all the baggage 
and a great proportion of their amis and nmmumtion. On 
entering we were disappointed to find that Bandula did not com- 
mand in person, having retired to a distance, leaving his ord( m 
with tho cluef in the immediate conwnand of the post, whom we 
found had been mortally vroundeil in the assault. 

8. Whilst this was goiugon within, the Govemor-OcnoroVs 
Body-Guard made some ^laiit charges amongst tho retreating 
infantry and Cassay horse, dealing death and destruction to oil 
around 

0 MTicn it IS known that thirteen hundred British infantry 
stormed and corned by assault the most fornudoblo intrenched 
and stockaded works I ever saw, defended by upwards of twenty 
thousand men, I trust it is mmecesaaty for mo to say more in 
-prusc of men performing such a prodigy Future ages will 
scarcely believe it ' The prisoners dcclaro that our appearance 
before their works was treated by them all (from their generals 
downwards) with the utmost dension and contempt, so confident 
were they in their immense supenonty id numbers and the fancied 
secunty of the works they had coustrvictcd 

10 Our gallant faends afioat were detennmed not to let 
tlik aus^rcious day Oip- 

tain Chads directed that latrepid and enterprising officer Lieuten- 
ant ‘Kcllett of His Majesty’s ^iwcftlK to proceed in command of 
an c^c<htion up the nver, and avail himself of any opportunity 
which might offer of attacking the enemy’s war boats He soon 
camo up with a fleet of two-and-thirty, and, after some little 
manmuTODg to cnconrago the enemy to a confidence that they 
could, by Ibeir superiority in rowing, keep their own distance 
suddenly put the full power on theDmna steam-boat, and imme- 
diately cut through the midst of their fleet, throwing their com- 
manders and crews mto the utmost consternation, some making for 
the shore, and others leapmg overboard in the middle of tho nver, 
all abandoning theur boate, and leaving Lieutenant Kellett at 
leisure to take possession of and bring away thirty out of the 
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thirty tiso on'^tmlly (h^o\crcd nnd to destroy on his return 
feocnl fire rafts os ncU as materials nnd combustibles for their 
future constniction Eiciy day^it erpencnco of the zeal and 
cordjnlitj with Mhich Captain Chads (and tverj indindual com 
jiosingtbo i)a%al part of the expedition) co o;>emtes wth mo lu 
cany mg on the combined semec increases my emcero obligations 
nnd merits m} Vi anneal thanks. 

11 Although I hn\e already endeavoured to desenbo to 
tho Right Uoublethc Governor General in Council the enthu 
siastic bravery of the troops engaged yesterday still I cannot 
omit to mention tlio able and judicious aid I received Irom my 
l>ccoud in command Brigadier General Cotton The movements 
by nlucli hia column was brought to tho point of attack through 
an intncato country were well executed and the attack itself after 
wards was conducted with tho most beneficial cfTects to the 
general success of the day To Lieutenant Colonel Iftles and 
Major Evans who led the other columns of attack, every praise is 
due Tho exertions qf Captain Montgomerie commanding tho 
artillerj in tho field together with those of Captain Cheapo ond 
Lieutenant Underwood of the Engineers were most conspicpoua. 
Lieutenant Colonel Tidy, Deputy Adjutant General and Major

yesterday morning they proceeded with the first of the flood 
and at a short dnstance above Pagoda Point saw large numbers 
of the enemy’s vrar boats at least two hundred^ who retired m 
good order as theyadianced keepmg up a smart fire from their 
long guns five boats having them mounted and taking their dis 
lanco that the carronades should not reach them When about 
seven miles up, a raft was drawn nght across the river and set

It ■nill be remembered that when tbo j)lan of opera- 
tions against tlio'Uiirmcso ^\as decided on in the early 
part of 1821, it n'as determined to maintain a strictly 
defensivo altitude ou tile Cldttagong frontier. Tliis 
policy "nTis not departed from later on, notwithstanding 
the defeat and dcsti-ucUon of the Britisli detachment at 
Eamu, and except a descent on the island of Ilarari 
in October 1821, nothing was attempted, either by sea 
or land, against the Burmese in Amkan, though in- 
action in that direction was not only calculated to haro 
a depressing influence on the minds of the native soldiery, 
but was Tciy liJLcly, at the same time, to produce a most 
undesirable pobtical effect tliroughout the length and 
breadtli of India, wheresoever rumours of tlio Bamii 
disaster (and those certainly not unexaggcraled) might 
succeed in ponctratmg. 

Tho attempt on Eamri Island, alluded to above, , 
and a boat action on tho coast which preceded it, aro 
described in the following reports

I ha\e great pleasure in transmitting to jou, for the inform- 
ation of the Right HonTale Lonl Amherst, Go-vemor General in 
Council an account of a most danng, well conducted and success- 
ful attack^made two cutters belonging to the HonMo. Oun. 
puny’s frigate Hastings, under toy command, on four boats 
belonging to the enemj on the coast of Ramree, and trust that 
my entering somewhat into detail will be excused as I am anxious 
to do justice to the officers and men who so gallantly achiered the 
dispersion of the enemy, whose numbers \rere so disproportioned 
to their httle force 

On tho mommg of tho 10th instant, at daylight, the look out 
at the roast head announced three laige Boats to be in sight, close 
under the shore of Ramree and about five or six miles distaut 
from the fngate, towing to the southward. I immediately direct- 
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t:d the two tcrv-oarcd cutters to be manned tmtl firmed, and sent 
SIS marines in each, placing both boats unilor the command of 
Iiieutenanl Hamson, pocond of the frigate, Mr. Graves, master's 
mate, being in charge of one boat, with orders to bring them along- 
side, if possible. Some lime after the cutters had left the ship, I 
observed a fourth boat, and could plainly perccivo they were all 
full of men ; our launch unfortunately being absent watering, I 
manned and armed the tuo boats belonging to the pilot brigs 
Meriton and Planet with European seamen and marines, and 
despatched them to the assistance of the cutters, but owing to the 
start they had of them, and these being very hoavj'-pulling boats, 
they were not able to assist in the capture, which I cannot better 
describe to His Lordship than by transmitting the very modest 
but manly letter of Lieutenant Diirrisen, describing the affair. 
Annexed I have the honour to scud a list of the arms captured, 
and understand a considerable quantily was lost in the boat that 
was bilged, and which was the largest of tho four, and had their 
tinlar on board it, who, it is believed, escaped.

In pursuance of youc orders of this morning, I proceeded with 
the two cuUoTS under my command in pursuit of four boats be- 
ionglng to tbe enemy, as scon from the Uastin^-*, pulling along 

the Ramree coMt to tho southward. After a smart pull oT about 

SIX miles, I had closed with tbe chase so near as to enable the 
cutter under the command of Mr. Graves io intercept the two 
sternmost boats of the enemy, while I myself succeeded in turning 
. the tn 0 boats in adi ance , they then seemed inclined to receive us 
warmly by giving loud dicers, which wero immediately returned 
by our seamen and marines with their accustomed spinh A fire of 
musketry now commenced on both ddcs, and the enemy, perceiv- 
ing our intention of laying them on board, immediately, beached 
their boats ; we pursued so closely aa to enable us to do consider- 
able mischief, three boats were captured and towed into deep 
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OB tlio morning of the ICth instant, joined hy one hnndred sea- . 
men and mannes, and soon after landM in front of a breastn orlv 
which had been occupied by tho Bnrnieso during the morning, but 
evacuated immediately on our advancing to attack it. I then 
pushed OB to the stockade disciibed by LieutcBant-ColoBel 
Hampton as being in an unfinished state, but found it completely 
destroyed, a few slicks only remmning to mark its actual situation. 
Learning, however, from the guide that there was a fortified village 
a short distance in front, I proceeded on till we came to a stockade, 
which we found totally abandoned, although capable of defence 
agmnst any but a British force without guns As I had the ad- 
lantage of your valuable services on this as well as on every 
other occaaon during the day, I must request that you will do me 
the favour to afford LicutenaDt-Colonel Hampton any information 
ho may bo desirous of obtaining as to the strength of this post, its 
peculiarity of constmetion. and the description of buildings irithin 
it, this report itself being too unimportant to intrude anj thing fur- 
ther on the Lieutenant-Colonel's attention than merely to state 
the nature of tho service on which the detachment was employed. 

2. Conceiving it prohoble that the Burmese had returned to 
a stockade which 1 understood was no great distance from us, I did 
not consider it advisable to delay longer than was necessary for the 
destruction of the buUdiQgs in and about Hint wo werom posses* 
sion of, and after a march of nearly a mile hid the satisfaction to 
find tho guide’s information correct, but although inferior to the 
other only in size, wo were allowed to enter this second stockade, as 
usual, without resistance, the Burmese having fled in all directions 
on tho appearance of the advanced guard 

3. As tho ahandonmeol of this last stockade evinced hut 
little inclination on tho part of the enemy to afford us an oppor- 
tunity of doing more in that direction, I thought it advisable, after

6 Although this report has nothing to detail of a bnUiant 
natum, it must nevertheless bo gratify mg to Lieutenant Colonel 
Hampton that the conduct of every individual belonging to the 
detachment was such as to ensure, on any future occasion of 
greater difficulty, every possible advantage to which bravery and 
devotion to its interests can bestow , and though it rnay he eon 
sidered presumption in me to speak of the merits of any other 
branch of the semco than that to which I immediately belong, 
I cannot, in the present instance, avoid bringing to the notice of

and myself n ent on hoard the Elizabeth, guu-hoat, to give such 
directions as I might think reqni^te. A siq^t fire was kept up by 
the boats on the enemy, who shewed themselves in force and fired 
smartly on the boats ; but with the exception of one shot from a large 
jinjal that hit the Bun ampoater, and a few musket balls that 
struck the -J/egna, which was placed by her gallant commander, 
Ur Boyce, so close to the bank tbat it was bard to miss her, no 
accident occurred, the whole of the enemy flj-ing into the jungle 
os soon as the troops landed, leaving theiryiryaZs behind them* 
The poaUion held by the eneroj was exceedingly strong and well 
chosen, being composed of a well-fomcd breastwork fronting the 
sea, with a 'n,uU<t^<, of considerable width between it and the high 
sand-bank formlng.the shore, the tide flowing into the nuUah 
80 that the place was capable of good defence. The tear of the 
stockado was also intrenched at the distance of about a hundred 
yards, and that hacked by a thick jungle. As the force, about 
noon, moved off into the interior, and being unable, from my weak 
state of health, to march with them, I beg leave to give the re- 
maining account of the reconnaissance in the language of my First 
Lieutenant, nho commanded the nautical party on shore. 

2. I have much pleasure-m mentioning that on the morn- 
ing of the ICth, Mr. Midshipman Laogbton landed about a 
mtle-and-a-lmlf to the south of our first position, and, with the 
crews of t^ B«w«Ripoet<r and /mtwtidi?. burnt aTcspectabie 
c/(Outfy belonging to the enemy, who fled on hU approach.

3 About halfpast three oclock next morning we were 
aroused from our slumbers by the enemy who commenced an 
attack upon oar pickets. Wo feccixvd them With eieers and

The enemy, when they found us on the alert and our pickets 
eororaenced firing upon them retreated immediately to the woods 
and nothing more was seen of them We continued under arms 
till daylight and then commenced a circuitous march of about 
four miles to the northward and passed three villages in tho rear 
of Umlabeen but as they appeared to bo Magh halutations 
ivith no work of defence abodt them they were not destroyccL , 

We then marched towards the sea an 1 camo up la tho rear pf the 
breastworks which the fhgnte under yotir command upon a 
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former occasion, drove the enemy from We proceeded along the 
beach to the position held by us during the night, where we 
halted refreshed the men, destroyed the buildings, and embathed 
the force. * 

4 I ha\o ranch pleasure in bnuging to your notice the 
good conduct of the officers and seamen 3 ou did mo the honour 
“to place under my command, and I feel confident, had the enemy 
stood, they would have shewn thcroaclvcs to bo British seamen. 

Later oamoro enterprising counsels prevailed, and ar-

Amongst tjic corps a\arned for scraico in Arakan 
were the 2Ctli (bite the let Battalion of tho ISth), the 
<17tli (Into 1st Battalion 2Jth}, and tho C2nd (bite 2ud 
Battalion 31st) Regiments of Bengal R’atiM) Infantry,— 
all 'then stationed at BarracKporo These corps took 
no pains to conceal their aversion to tbo sernco for 
‘nliicli they bad been detailed ; the Raraii disastoi had 
impressed them nith an unrcasonahlo and umcosoning 
(head of the piowcss of (ho Burmese, •vrliom they regard* 
cd ns magicians possessing the povrer of icndcnng 
llicmsolvos in\ isiblo and iurulncrablc. They had also 
heard rumoui's of tho iinheiltbincss of the climate of 
Arakin, and aboro all, bclicrwig it bnpossiblo to reach 
t*at country by had, there nas ever present to them the 
belief tliat they irould be forced on board ship, ulach to a 
Bengal sepoy, for reasons -which have already been men- 
tioned, was an, idea which embraced all that was dreadful, 
all that was contanunatmg. In addition to these 
imaginary evils, there imfortnnately existed a real and 
substantial groimd of dissatisfaction in the difficulty of 
procuring the carriage necessary for tho tiansport of tho 
baggage, -which, according to tlio then um\crsal custom 
in Bengal, the sepoy -uois expected to pro-vido for 
lumsclf out of an allowance given for that purpose. 

Tho Biitisb officers of the tlirce ri^iincnts, at their 
o-wn expense, collected a poition of the baggaS® 
animals required, and an ndvanco of money was made to 
the men to enable them to purchase the remainder ; 
hut the animals -were not to be hail, and the advance of 
money u as therefore useless. . 
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In. llio midst of tlio general dissalisfacUon Tvliicli 
pro^ ailed, tlic 4 . 7 tb, tlio regiment under ordei-s to move 
Krst, -was ordered, on the Isfc November 1821„to parade 
fortbe march. This u-asnU that \ras required to fan 
the BniQuldering fire of discontent into tlic active fiainos 
of mutiny, and, uith the exception of about a hundred 
men, the regiment mfused to move a step from Barrach- 
pore unless their pay rrcrc increased and carriage supplied 
by the Government. All attempts to soothe the excited 
feelings of the men proved fruitless. There was no 
altemative left to the miUtary authorities hut to 
put down the mutiny by force, and accordingly Her 
Ala^esly’s 1st and 47th Regiments of Toot, a troop of 
Bengal Horse Artillery and a portion of the Governor- 
"General’s Body-Guard, accompanied by tbc Commauder- 
in-Ohic£ (General Sir Edward Paget) bimsclf, were 
moved up at once to Barrachporc, from Calcutta and 
Bum-Bum. On the morning of the 2nd November theso 
troops were drawn up on the parade groimd at Bairnok- * 
pore, facing the mutinous legimcnb and tho other 
two Native corps under orders for Aralan, small por- 
tions of which had also joined the 47 th. A final 
attempt was then made tobiing the mutineers to reason, 
but they were stubborn, and at last tho guns of the 
horse artillery were ordered to open upon them. At tho 
first discharge the mutineers broke and fled, pursued by 
the Body-Guard, who cut up many of them, while num- 
bers were drowned in the attempt to escape across the 
Hughli by swimming. Alost of the fugitives were made 
prisoners within a few hours, and general court-mar- 
tial condemned many to death j not more than, a dozen, 
executions, hoTrever, took place, the sentences in. most 
having been commuted to hard labour on the toads, 
in irons, for various periods. Tho number of the regi- 
ment was effaced from the Army list, and remained 
vacant for several ycais.*

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of tlic following month, ■vriiii tlic force under his coin- 
mand, ho reached tlic river, forming the boundary 
between Qliittagong and Arakan. A detachment was 
immediately crossed oier, and occupied the post of 
hlangdd, from ■which Utc Burmese garrison Ued oa 
tlicir approach. Several days wero consumed in getting 
the rest of the force oyer tlie river, and it was the 12th 
of tlic month before a further advance from ilnngdii 
could be made. At ilus point the 51th Toot, the 10th 
and a ning of tho 36th Madr.as Ifntire Infantry wcio 
put on hoard some of the gun-boats to proceed by sea, 
uhilo the 44th Toot, four companies of the43udandfivo 
of the C2nd Bengal Katiro Infintry, with a battery of 
artillery, two rcssaUahs of the 2nd local Horse, flic 2nd 
Light Infantry Battalion and the other wing of the ICtli 
Madras Native Infantry continued the loutc by land. 
The rest of the troops were left at Mangda under Bri- 
gadier Richards, to see a supply convoy over the Nrff and 
bring it on to head-quarters. The bidh of the mval 
force under Commodore Hayes proceeded direct to tho' 
mouth of the Oratung river. 

Oaing to tho gim-boats with the 5Ith Toot and tlio 
Madras sepoys on board having to put bach to ifangdd 
in consequence of a violent storm, it ■was the 27th of Tch- 
ruary befoic the whole of tho force Avas assembled on tho 
banhs of the Myu, a largo river about five marches south 
of tho Naf. In the meantime (lie marine force had met 
with a chech in an attack on tho stockades of ICiang- 
p^ in tho Arakan river on the 2Srd of rebruary. Tho 
particulars of this affair aro related in tho following 
despatch from Commodore Hayes —

I am impelled, by a sense of common justice due to the * 
■ troops to express my admiration of the steady and gallant con 
duct of His Majesty s 54th, the details of the Madras 10th and 
16th Native Infantry, the 11th Bombay Nati\ o Infantiy,* and 
Oilcutta Mihtiaf present on the occasion, and I humbly 
presume to recommend Captains Gnndley and Tolson and the 
officers under their command to “Hiq Ercallem^ s consideration 
Lieutenant Coote, of Hia Majesty a 54th, fought by my side, and 
a more gallant officer I have never seen m action Tlie gun 
boats were admirably served, and exceeded my expectation, as did 
the Tntsiy and jlfiia Fdix, transports AH the officers and meu 
of tho larger vessels of war did justice to the high character I had 
pToiaonsly formed of thorn, and every effort which can he dsavin 
from courage seal and fidelity may he confidently expected from 
the whole on the most arduous service hereafter 

In conclusion although we have not effected our object we 
have gamed a complete knowledge of the uangation of the nier 
more than half waj to Arakan and nseertamed the best mode of 
capturing Clumhalla and the booty it contains Whenever tho 
odiancc brigade jouw us and co operates by land perhaps our 
mtsfortuQO may prat e the means of inducing tho oaeiuy to risk a 
further contest when so reinforced and tonmnate tho Aral an 
conquest as the place m question is said to be of more importance 
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going further , that in Itvo or three dajs nc should rcturu with a 
sufficient force and take Chatnballa, that I merely came to 
Onatong for ^vater, &c., for the troops and vcssclSj which i\as 
indispensalfie for our further pn>ceetlings , tliafc if the -vessels liad 
been supplied, I would nob have lost sight of Ohamhalla fora 
moment. Wo are now only four short reaches from it (none of 
them three miles in extent), at the moat commanding station of 
tho nvet , the creek close bo us, to the westward runs into the 
Mjon near the General 8 head quartera , vs c completely cover the 
Amhan river, from its entrance to this station, and alike inter 
cept all communication from the northward 

In concluding the casualty reports, I am to bnug to His 
Excellency’s particular notice the veiy gallant conduct of the 
following officers, irts ilr Ro3ce, commanding the T/’Usiy and 
Captain Jellicoe, of the vlsia transport who remained at 
anchor with thou vessels off Chamhalla a considerable time I am 
more indebted to Captain Jellicoe than any other person, as 
I had no reasonable pretension to expect such assistance from him 
With regard to Mr Royce tho case w different I expected much 
able aid from him in consequence of his established character for 
undaunted courage and xcal in the service ITi Kent command 
ing the 2Aaiiie3 first class gun boat, greatly <h«fiBg»jshed himsdf 
a.s did ifr Charles Ramsay Richard-'on in the 2rr Charles

mate) of the Asio gun boat aud Mr Oakshot (gunner), m charge 
of the Osprey^ gun pinnace.

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8. On the 27th, 'svhen the fog dispersed, the order of advance 
was resumed, and Major Carter, Uls Majest} s 44:th Regiment, 
with three companies of that corps, covered by th^ light in- 
fantry company of His Majesty’s 64th Repraent, %vas directed 
to carry a small hill in front of the enemy’s works, Avhilo the 
remainder of the force moved forward in column, at quarter 
distance, with the artillery on the reverse flank. 

9 The enemy’s position was well chosen, being situated on 
a peninsula, protected by a broad river whose fords are only pass- 
able at nearly low water, and whose banks are not only steep, but 
were covered with sharp slakes. Their defences consisted of 
deep entrenchments along the margin, with epaiilements left to 
protect them from an enfilading fire, m the rear, high conical hills, 
surmounted hy pagodas audsUiroundedby entrenchments, served 
as numerous citadels, and appeared to be occupied as such. 

10. On the advance of the party under Major Carter, tho 
enemy that occupied the hill retired across tho river, when a firo 
from those parts of their works that commanded it was immediate-

forward, I o\vn mysoif incorapetent, and I must trust to Hid 
Excellcm^’s discernment to appremte how truly acclaim to his 
approhation has been perfected by the diviaion, more from Ins 
knowledge of what they have had to encounter than from any 
representation *1 am able to make. 

24. The Political Agent. T. C. Robertson, Esq , not only 
previous to the force quitting Chittagong, but to the present 
period, has been zealously and indefatigably engaged in rendering 
every assistance that the civil power could command j his arrange- 
ments on all occasions have tended to the advantage of the whole, 
and to the accommodation of individuals; and I truly rejoice at 
this opportunity of publicly acknowledging that the greatest 
benefit has been derived from his presence. 

25 Commodore Hayes has, on all occasions, rendered an aid 
the most effectual, and had it not been for the assistance afforded 
by the flotilla under his command, the arrival of the force before 
Arakan would have been almost impracticable Eveiy exertion 
was made by him to co operate, and when insurmountable ob- 
stacles prevented the further approach of the gun-boats to the 
scene of action, dragged them and theur appurtenances a distance 
of five miles to the encampment before Amkan, rendering them 
available for any service on which they could be usefully 
employed 

20. Brigadicr-Qencral Ifacbean gave me the benefit of his 
judgment and experience, and the effectual aid of bis direct- 
ing superintendence. To offer a further remark on the known 
zeal of one who has so firmly established his claim to honourablo 
fimo w ould, I fear, in mo be but an assumption , to His Excellency 
the claims of Brigadier-General Macbean are fully know n.

By tlie end of April 1825, the enemy lied thus 
boen completely expelled Aom the four piovinccs of 
Arahan (f.e.j Arahan, Sandoway, Ilmuri nndClicdiiba), 
and hundreds of tUem pciisbed in attempting to escape 
across tlio liills and through the jungles into Ava. At 
first the Burmese Government evinced some intention of 
attempting to n-in hach the teniloiy they had thus lost, 
and assembled several thousand men under the command 
of one of their most distinguished commnndeis, ilaba 
Thilwa, partly for that purpose if opportimity offered, 
and partly toicsist any advance the Biitish forces might 
attempt to make over the mountain range n-hich separates 
Avahan fiom Ava. But the setting ui of the rainy season 
pievcntcd any movement, and ■nheu the season for opeia- 
tions retmned, the enemy found themselves too fully 
occupicd'u'ith Sir Archibald Campbell to attempt an inva- 
sion of Arakan. It vras nhilo tliis invasion thicatened, 
in ktay 1825, that hXajor Bucko was detached with tho 
light companies of the dltli and 51th Boot and IGth 
Madras Ifativc Infantry and three companies of the 1st 
Liglvt Infantry Battahon, to follow the enemy’s line of 
retreat from Arakan, over the hills, by Talak, into Ava 
Ihopcr, and explore the route with a view to futnro opora- 
liovis in carrying out Ibo remaining poition of the 
Arakan piojcct, uz., a junction n itU Sir Aicliibalcl Camp- 
hell. It is staled that within a few weeks of the return ' 
of this expedition, ninc-lcnlhs of those who composed 
it had polished of malaiious fevers coatiactcd in the 
jungles.

Cl al-UiTt a distance of four and a half miles a Bleep ascent the 
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whole way ;tle5ccn(Ung the hilUUttlc oiUy.oa the opposite side, 
for fresh water— very scarce— halted for the night. Marched again 
at daylight on the 20th, crossed several ranges of mountains in 
succession, till we reached Ghoa Chakayn, a halting^ placo 
where fresh water is procurable. The troops and cattlo arrived at 
their ground much fatigued, late in the day. Some of the enemy’s 
scouts were seen here by Captmn Drummond’s (Assistant Deputy 
Quartcrmastor-General)AajA.'amAs, who proceeded on in advance. 

May 21st,— matched at 4 A. m; the advance reached Ya 
Braug Chakayn, at 11 A. iij baggage and rear guard not np till 
night; the route this day very mountainous ; Ya Brang is a mere 
halting place, with fresh water. Some of the enemy’s scouts again 
seen at this place 1^ Captain Drummond’s people, but decamped. 

May 22nd, — halted, the detachment being much enfeebled, and 
many sick. Captain Drummond, with the advanced picket, under 
an European officer, proceeded in advance early in the morning, 
to obtain, intelligence of the enemy, &c., izc. At about 3 P. st. 

I Tccci\ ed a note from Captain Drummond, dated Keokreo Nullah, 
telling me ho had been fonvotd as far os Ackowyn, the next halt- 
ing placo, where fresh water is to be bad- I thereforo resolved to 
move forward the next morning, and joined Captain Drummond 
at Ackowyn about rioon on tho 23rd instant. IVe found this 
march an extremely harassing one, over a continuation of moun- 
tains as before. From some information obtained, that the 
enemy had a post at Tantabaia, the nest stage, I had partly 
arranged a plan for surptiring the enemy by a night mervement, 
with the effoctivepart of my detachment lightly equipped, leaving 
my sick and camp standing, when about half past 5 p. ir, one of 
Captmn Drummond’s guides came running into camp, bringing 
information the enemy were in the jungle and on tho road, only a 
few miles in our front ; their stren^h could not be ascertained • 
they were represented to be in two parties. One of the giudes had 
been shot, and the other two taken prisoners by the enemy. 
Frooi the little knowledge to be obtained of the enemy's force, 
and convinced they must now have correct information as to the 
strength of my detachment and its movements, the many obstacles 
which so mountainous a country presents to my gettmg up my 
supplies from Talat. the country through which wo have passed 

not presenting a village or any kind of resources, added to the 
daily deficiency in my force from debility, I considered it advisable 
to stcuro the honour and safety of the detachment by retiring on

I hare tho honour to report to jou that I nniNcd on the 
evening of the 27th instant at a point of the river opposite llorcc 
KuUung, ahont one-third of the distance hetween Jnggee and 
Rahacholcy, -where 1 recthcil inlclhgcnco from Liciitcnint 
Ncufvihc, of the Quartprmasler-Gcncrars Department, of a party 
of the cncmj*, amounting to about two hundred and fifty men, 
hcxng stationed at the \Uiago of Haolgong, a few miles inlaml on 
the north hank. 

2, I determined on surprising them, and witli that view 
proceeded at 1 A-'t jcstenlny morning with a dotnehment of 
one hundred light infantry of tho Dinagcporc Battalion, which 
I deemed suCBcwnt, having ascertained that their post was open. 
After a fatiguing march of seven hours we reached their posi- 
tion, and completely succeeded in cfftcting our purpose, tho enemy 
having no intimatioa whatever of our approach; owing, however, 
to tho thickness of the jungle and tho nnraorous outlets from 
the village, their loss has been comparatively email Wo did 
not remain to ascertain the exact amount, but those found killed 
•were chiefly ‘usacel* Burmese. Had a small party of cavalry 
been with the detachment, not a man could have escaped, as tho 
enemy effected it with great difficulty, and only hy nhandoning 
their women and baggage. After coutinuing the pursuit some 
distance over very heavy ground and through grass jungle, and 
finding that I could not gain upon them, I returned to tho vil- 
lage of Hautgong, and subsequently to my boats. 

3 1 bavo every reason to be highly satisfied with the stcadi- 
ness and cheerful cxctliott of the men m this fatiguing march of 
thirty-one miles, exposed to almost incessant ram and through 
a country mostly inundated, and feel particularly indebted to 
tho officers -who accompanied the detachment (all being on foot).

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■been made, Knd also to amngc themselves iu tho %ipagea), aud 
on my xetum, from the pursuit I directed my attention towards 
them, os Lieutenant NeufvUie bad received information of their 
expected return to their head-quarters. 

8. At mid-day their approach was announced, apparently in 
total ignorance of the defeat of their mmn body ; and in conse- 
quence I proceeded with tho officers and a party of forty men, 
with a view of laying in ambush. The plan was, l am happy to 
add, attended with complete success; and the enemy’s loss, in 
killed and wounded, amounts to nearly half their nxrmbcr, the 
remainder fl^ng in the greatest confusion towards Namgong, after 
a feeble attempt at returning our fire. 

9. I have the honour to acquaint you that I liave sent 
down those of the prisoners brought in from the jungles by the 
villagers who are itasecl Burmese, to await your orders. The 
Doarrees will he usefiil here in clearing our ground. 

10 Itiswithjustsotisfactionthatlagain bring to your notice 
the active and zealous assistance I derived from tho officers under 
my command (Lieutenanta Neufvilleand Jones, and Mr. Assistant- 
Surgeon Steuart) , in the second affair Lieutenant Jones con- 
tnbnted personally to the loss of tho enemy. 

11. The very steady and spirited conduct’’of the men was 
also vciy praisoworthy. 

P. S . — had omitted to notice that many of the enemy's 
arms were found in the guard-room and other places, consisting 
chiefly of old muskets and a great number of swords, of which 
some belonged to chiefs.

I had the honour to report to yon, in my letter of the 9th 
instant, the maiuh of several detachments against the enemy. 
I have novf the Konout to transmit copies of letters from the differ- 
ent officers, who have all returned to the fleet, detailing the parti- 
culars of their operatiaos. I feel much obliged to the officers and 
men who have been employed. The object for >vhich they were 
detached has been completely fulfilled. 

2. I am happy to state that, notwithstanding the fears of 
the inhabitants of those places visited by my detachments, I do 
not think the enemy will date to venture to molest them again 
after their late defeat at all points. 

3. The detachments under Captain MacLeod and Lieute- 
nant N. Jones having joined me this forenoon, I have to report 
my intention of advandng to-morrow rooming upon Jorehout^ ai 
which placo the enemy are concentrated and stockaded.

hour to collect and to induce them to suppose we did not meditate 
an attack At the cxpuition of that time I directed Captam 
MacLeod to charge their position with the Bungporc Light In 
fantry followed by the volunteer cavaliy* in number 28 under 
Lieutenant Brooke Sub Assistant Commissary General This was 
performed with the utmost gallantry and tho enemy fled aftdl:

reported that it \ras defended by two hundred men and some guns, 
and that he was fired upon from a fortified tank, a Uttle in advance 
on the right, and n’hich “appeared to command the bbfore-taen- 
tioned stockade and that a gun was also fired from the loft, u hich 
he considered must have been from the fort of'Hungpore, as bo 
observed the tops of pud-a buildings and mosejues in that direc- 
tion, d^tant about threo-fourths of a mile ; and he also stated that 
the whole country he traversed nns a deep jungle. 

S. Before advancing I gave directions to Capttdn Waldron, 
commanding the advance guard, to storm the stockade across^the 
road, if he thought he had a chance of carrying it ; but ;f not, to 
turn into the jungles, right and left, and act as a co\eriDgpaity, 
which latter plan he adopted, as the fire of the enemy naa • 
extremely heavy. It may he here proper to remark that the' 
stockade had been greatly strengthened and reinforced since 
Lieutenant NeufviUo was there, aud that the first discharge fiom 
the enemy, who were entrenched, brought down more than half of 
the leading division, which caused a momentary check. At tliis 
time the guns and column were about two hundred paces in thorear. 
On the first shot being fired, I gave directions for the elephants to 
he cast o£f from the howitzers, and prepare for action; whilst this 
was performed, I advanced near to the stockade to examine it, and 
immediately returned to the head of the column and ordered n 
couple of sheila and around or two of grape to he thrown in, and 
for Captain MacLeod to preparo to asKiult wth the right wing of 
the 57tU Regiraont, which was accordingly done in the most gallant 
stylo, assisted by the detachment of the 46lh Regiment, who rushed 
fQr^vaTd to support him ; and 1 had the pleasure to see the enemy fly 
at the moment our troopabegan to scale and break down the stockade. 
At this p<*riod I was unfortunately wounded, but ga%c orders for 
the guns and column to adiancc, and sent for Major Waters and 
ga\c him orders to carry the stockaded tank on the right, or any 
other ouU orks llio enemy might ha\c, and I would he np so soon 
M iny wound hail hceu drtssed. Herewith I have the plcasuro 
to eudoMj a copy of that officers letter, stating what occurred 
irom the time he assumed the command until I joined, which I 
was able to do in a doolie in about twentv minutes.

15 The principal chiefs, SaamPhokun Sheick Phokun and 
IS^abaroo Phokun (Bagleo Phoiun having joined the other party 
and quitted the fort) haiong been introduced xve procecchd to ar 
range the terms of treaty of whidi the prmcipal are as fylloxvs — 

On the part of Santn Phokun Ac that all his followers 
should deliver up their arms and warlike stores of all descriptions 
and that poosessiou of the fort be given to us the moment the 
evacuating party should liavo quitted it •* 

On our part that their wi cs and pcrwiaal property sLonJd bo 
guarautecd their xvivcs, children and aft who niav be xoluntanly 
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attached to them socxired to them jn conformity with mstnictiong 
from Mr Scott, Agent, GoTcmot General , that they should 
remain m every respect in their present situation, unlil the arrival 
of Mr Scott, or instructions from him respecting their ultimate 
dwstination , and that, having once entered into bonds of Inendly 
alliance with us they shall not evcntoall) be delivered over 
to the King of Ava in «ce of a peace, should he make such a 
stipulation of which they entertained great dread, and were most 
anxious to receive positive assurances 

10 These points being settled, the chiefs expressed then 
wilhngncss to surrender Without delay, and I accordingly direct- 
ed Major IVakors to take a party and receive charge, when I had 
soon the satisfaction of seeing His Majestj's colours flying on the 
top of the palace in the inner fort under a salute from the batteiy 
in camp ,

By the fall of Rangpui, the conquest of Assam 
was practically completed, for the enemy held no otbei 
fortified posts within the province It was some time, 
liowcter, before the province was brought into order, 
nuincTous bodies of Burmese, joined by Smgphos and 
other savage tribes from the hills on the north east, 
taking advantage of the anarchy loto which the couutiy 
had sunk during the Burmese occupation, began to plunder, 
burn and murder on their own account Detachments 
had frequently to bo sent against these marauders, and 
several encounters took place Alter their defeat at 
B:«a Gaum, however, the enemy did not again assemble, 
and order was gradually introduced 

Ihc following despatches describe some of the 
operations against these bands —

had carried off all his pcopit and ptoperty, it would ho needless 
for me to tube my whole detachment there, since he could give 
me no supplies or assistance. 

13. As, however, I had very great reason to suspect trea- 
chery on the p£itt of the Bcesa Gaum, and that ho was 'endea- 
vouring to entice mo into a snare, I resolved upon proceeding 
immediately, without countermanding the orders previously given 
for the mode of attach, or departing from any of the necessary 
precautions during the line of march. The event proved the 
justice of my suspicions; for on arriving* within about two miles 
of Bcesa, I was informed, by my scouts and some Assamese 
descrtcis, that the enemy had returned from their feint, and had 
been received into the stockade belonging to tho Gaum, with 
whom they were acting in concert; and shortly afterwards tho 
advanced guard saw two mounted Burmese, who iramodiately 
fell hack.

, Chapter IX. 

Operations in Ava, January to June 1825. 

The defeats experienced by the Burmese Army at 
Rangoon and Kolvien, in December 1824, caused so com- 
plete a dispersion of the forces of the ** Golden Monarch,” 
notaithstanding the exertions made by Maba Bandula to 
rally them at Donabyo, that even the Burmese General, 
vjith all his confidence in his own fortune and genius, 
began to feel dispirited, and in January 1825 he actually 
made some indirect overtures regarding peace. A suit- , 
able reply was sent, but there the matter dropped ; and 
tliis was probably due to reinforcements having joined 
Maba Bandula, and thereby revived his confidence in his 
ability to contend with, the British forces. 

About the same time some Talain chiefs at Marta- 
ban brought an offer o£ help against the Burmese from 
the Siamese generals on the frontiers of Pegu; but beyond 
a civil acknowledgment no notice was taken of the offer, 
which, as afterwards tvauspiced, was not authorised by 
the Government of Bangkok. 

Prom the time when the Burmese army was driven 
(com the neighbourhood of Rangoon, Sir Archibald Camp- 
beU had been preparing his forces for a forward move- 
ment on Prome, for which the season was now favourable. 
The cold \Ncather had produced a most beneficial effect 
on the health of the troops; reinforcements had arrived 
from Bengal; and altogether circumbtances were of a 
character to promise a successful issue to a movement 
on the enemy s capital. As a preliminary measure, how- 
ever, it was necessary to drive the enemy from any posts 
from which he might be able to attack Rangoon, the 
base of operations, or interrupt the line of communication. 
Such were Svriam and Tliantabaln, from which, as has 
already been rclatcil, the Bunnesc had been dUIod-^cd 
in 1^24; but as it was not then a part of Sir Archibald 
Campbell’s plan to hold these places, they were re-occu- 
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pled bj the cncm\ oa soon ns the Bntisli troops retired 
The ^oIlo%Mng despatches describe the operations at 
the places named —

2 hen the Burmese grand army were here, they uncor 
ered some of the walls of the old Portuguese fort and factory 
at Svnain and by throwing up parapets ic Sec rendered it a 
tolerably etroug post which had since continued to be occupied by 
a small force of the natives of the Synam district, and I have 
reason to thinl they had been joined by some of the meu who 
deserted from their chiefs when ordered to go and retake Jfartaban. 
Although this po<it did not offer us any annoyancs whatever jot 
I did not wish to leave it occupied from the iaality its contiguity 
to the nver afforded of being trotiblesonie to our boats on tho 
hrealing up of the British army from Karigoon I therefore on 
the morning of the 13th instant detached o small force against it, 
consisting of two hundred men from His Majesty s Regiment • 

•with a detachment of seamen and marines from the Roj al Navy and 
the Honourable Company s flotilla under the command of Lieute 
nant OolonelElnngton with onlcrstoecour that part of thecountrj 
as far as tlio Synam Pagoda of any enemy to be met with The 
Licutenant-Colouel in the course of a few hours came before tho 
fort and the bndge over the nuUali leading to it from the landing 
•jAacn V^El,'mlg hftva bteJnSv. dtemw VaWat tmtl suinc driny was 
occaeioned in repairing It dunng which the enemy, from behind , 
the works kept up a smart and well directed fire on the heal of 
the column which caused some loss but no sooner aero the 
troops able to cross than they rushed on and gallantly comt-d the 
place by storm The Lieutenant Colonel sftcrnanls wti t on to 
the Synam Pagcnli also found to be occupied by a small forte of 
tl e enemy wh i flul after the disch irge of one lollcy and seeing 
the British troops ro'h on to the assault.

Sir ArckibaIsD CAMPBei.i.,mth the main oi'land co- 
lumn, marched from Rangoon on the 13th February 
1825 , the -water column, under Brigadier-General Cotton, 
followed on the I6th ; while that intended for the reduc- 
tion of Bassein sailed on the 17th. The movements of 
this lost will be first narrated. 

Major Sale, with the force under his command, ar- 
rived off the mouth of the Bassein river on the 24th 
February, and proceeded up two days later. During his 
progress up the stream several stockades were destroyed, 
Bassein itself was reached on the 3rd March, and was 
occupied without resistance, the enemy having fired 
the place and fled to Lamina, a town about a hundred 
and fifty miles higher up the river. Thither Major Sale 
followed, but only to find the place abandoned. He then 
returned to Bassein, and soon afterwards was recalled, 
with the greater part of his force, to Rangoon, the move- 
ment to Henzada, originally proposed, having, by the 
courec of other events, become unnecessary. From 
Rangoon the detachment afterwards proceeded up and 
joined the main body under Sir Archibald Campbell.

I have the honour to oeq loict jo » that the water column 
mharkwl and proceeded to Ingodft Point on the ICth jnnnnt 
Ou the 17lh they reached Tccait where three etockadai destroyed 
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by Brigadiicr-General Fraser some time since, were found rebuilt, 
but- evacuated ; they were imme^tely destroyed. Tbe light 
^vision of boats from, Majesty’s Navy, under ’Lieutenant 
Smith of the Alligator, vroa fired upon some few miles in advance 
the same evening from the bank, where the enemy had a stockaded 
breastwork, and lost two men Hlled and one wounded. The boats 
pulled under fire of their cartonades immediately on shore, and 
destroyed it. On the morning of the 18th, I directed Major 
Basden, commanding the advance, to reconnoitre the right bank 
and bum another stockade we had discerned the evening before, 
which was done, and the flotilla proceeded up the river. On 
approaching Panlang, we anchored the body of the column, and 
I proceeded with Captains Alexander and Chads of the Koyal 
Navy and Oaptmn Steel, Assistant Quartcrmastei-General, to 
reconnoitre in our front, directing the advance dirisi on to follow 
in support. On reaching the light division at dusk, who were 
resting on their oars, we found ourselves in sight of one of the 
outwork stockades of Paulang on the left, called Tooatheet* It 
was too late to complete the reconnaissance, bat tbe light 
division n ere anchored immediately out of gun*shot, supported 
by the advance, which took a position in their rear. During the 
night, sotno formidable fire-rafts were launched by the enemy, 
but, owing to the precautionary measures of Captaiu Alexander, 
their effect was totally lost. 
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ore due to Captains Ker and laune, of the Adjutant GeneraVa 
Department, and the uhole of the staff of the Madijas Division 
were most anxious to display their real for the service To

was commanded all across The point is well adapted for a 
battery of heavy mortars, an uland aboNO tho mam stockade 
would be available for the same puipcse, and by attacking on 
that ade the necessity of prcvionsly carrying the lower stockades 
would be ohvuted This was the plan of attack I was most 
aruaoua to adopt The objections to it ore os follow — In conse- 
quence of jour short despatch of the Snd instant from Saraivab, 
and to supply the wants of the column under tny command I dcs 
patched on the 5th eight fiat boats to Panlang to bring provisions 
for both columns. Hus entailed upon us the absolute necessity 
of maintaining the command of the nver between Donabyo mid 
that post, or hazarding the capture of a convoy upon which the 
success of the whole campaign will depend. The column you 
did me the honour to place under my command was originally 
composed of 750 bayonets (European) exclusive of the 18th Regi- 
ment Katire Infantry, stationed at Panlang, of these twenty- 
five men were left, to guard the armed tiausport Saiellite about 
twenty five more were sick, a proportion loss than I could have 
expected and small guards are required for the different boats 
leaving me about C60 bayonets dwposable for the attack of a 
strong place, the gamson of which is nowhere estimated at less 
than twelve hundred men well furnished with arUUery and mus 
kets. It IS obvious that this small force could not be separated 
Upoa consulting with Captain Alexander whether, if I passed 
tho position for the purpose of attacking above it, he could keep 
open the nver below ns it was his opinion that one half of the 
force would he requisite for this important purpose. Your des 
patch from Lam of the 24th ultimo depending upon me for the 
conquest of this position devolved upon me the necessity of 
making the attempt and I had no option but that of lan^nt»

i3 Preparations were accordingly made to commence with 
the pagoda stockade andatsiinnseontho 7th instaut 500 bayonets 
were dusemharktd one mile below the pagoda. Phe men were 
fonned in two columns of otjiial strength under the command of 
Lientcnant-Golouel ODonoghiie 47th and Jfajor Basdon S5th 
Regiment , two six pounders were landed under Captain Kennan 
of the Madras Artillery and Lieutenant Paton of the Bengal 
Artillery had charge of a small rocket battery Both columns 
were led with unexampled steadiness while at proper ranges a

I cannot estiraato the loss of the enemy lu this affair at Jess than 
four hundred and fifty men Ours was about twenty killed and 
irounded 
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Hose who had received one troimd fell by a second shot while 
persevenog in the attach and shewing a gallant cKnmjleto his 
troops Captain Gannon also of the 89th a bravo and deserving 
officer was hilled others were wounded and the loas in men 
extremely heavy The party was at length directed to retire 
The two 8 inch mortars and four light twelve pounders from tho 
gun boats were landed to increase the battery Tho enemy 
strengthened the worh, and towards evening brought more heavy 
guns into plaj It became necessary after our do} s loss of 
which a return is enclosed to consider what would be tho 
ultimate result of the operations and although I feel confident 
that I could have carried the second work it would have been 
with a further loss which woild prevent an attempt upon the 
mam stockade and I should have been either left m a position 
exposed to one of superior strength or have to relinquish the post 
after wimung it at a great sacnface There was another altema 
tiro, and with much regret the conviction that I should thus 
best forward the service induced me to adopt the measure of 
to cmharking and occupying a position until I could receive a 
reinforcement. The guns and stores of every dcscnption were 
rt«hipped and after spiking the enemy s cannon and destroying 
the numerous jinjuls and other arms which bad been taken the 
troops marched oot steadily at two ©clock A. M on tho 8th instant 
and embarked with perfect regnlanty witbont any description 
of loss. 

7 The wounded among the pnsoners were dressed by our 
surgeons and as they would prove only an incumbrance tho whole 
were permitted in the evening to go where they pleased h^one 
of the prisoners expre-^ed a wish to return to Donabyo but they 
generally retired to villages to the «^uthward 

8 Tlie gallantry and perseverance displayed by the troops 
the chcctf\ilne«s with which they underwent the labour of bringing 
up heavy morUirs and artillery deserve that I ’ihould mention 
them to you m tho most favourable terms. To Lieutenant- 
Coloi cl JIftllct and the officers of every arm to those of the 
general and personal staff I am much indebted for their unabated 
exertions throughout this arduous day To Lieutenant Colonel 
O Donoglme and Major Basden I beg to dra \ your attention m 
tho strongest nay for the able manner and gallant style in which 
tl ej conducted their rc'pcctiro columns to the pomts of attack

Buimcse force under the late Governor of Bassem, which 
was posted a fen miles off, theBurmese tied precipitate!}, 
and sustained but little loss 

Hesuming his march. Sir Archibald Campbell anived 
before Donabyo on the 25th, opened communication with 
the water column, and set on foot iigoious measures for 
the reduction of the Burmese stronghold The rocket and 
mort'ir batteries opened fire on the 1st of April and that 
same day the enemy’s General, Maha Bandula, was killed 
by either a shell or a rocket With him the spirit of 
Tcaistnnec of the garrison died, and nest day the place 
was in our possession

2 On the 7th instant I distmctly heard a lieavy cannonade 
in the direction of Donahyo lasting from seven in the morning 
until tivo in the afternoon when it entirely ceased Ihopcd in con 
sequence the place had fallen and the general mfonnation of tbo 
natives in the course of the night and following day tended to 
confirm me in that opinion I m consequence, continued my for 
ward movement on the 9th and reached the town of U au-deet 
on the 10th a distance from Sarawa of twenty six miles 

3 On the morning of the II th I received a few lines from 
Brigadier General Cotton informing me that the firing of the 7th 
proceeded from an attack made by him on one of tl o enemy s 
outworks at Donabyo which vvas m n very gallant stylo earned 
with a loss to tho enemy of from four hundred to five hundred 
men killed wounded and prisoners bit that on pushing on his 
column for the assault of part of tho principal work no found it

marram and n great many arms spears Ac destroyed b tee my 
arrival here the same gallant ofllccrhos traversed i j wards of oi o 
1 indrcd nules into the enejnya country at tic lead of a largo 
dotaehrnent. Captau Sneyd 1 as also betn actively and hcnefiaally 
oniplojcd from head quarters 
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As soon, as Danab 5 ’o nas captured, Sir Archibald 
Campbell, leaving a suitable garrison to hold that place, 
again pushed forward towards Pjome, and on the 9tli 
April once moie reached Tharawa. On. the 20tli he was 
inTarrip Myo, thirty mdes from Prome, and at this place 
he received a letter from the Pjince of Tharawadi, con- 
tidniw" proposals tor peace. Replying that he was ready 
to treat, Sir Archibald continued to move fomard, and on 
the 25th occupied Prome without resistance, only in time 
to save the town from being burnt, the Piince of Thara- 
wadi abandoning the place with his troops and without 
making any further attempt to enter on negociations for 
peace. 

Soon after the occupation of Prome, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Godwin was detached in command of a small 
reconnoitring force to Tongliu, the chief town of the 
province of Tharawadi Tlic difficulties of the loute

In obedience to tbe commands you did me the honour to 
leave mth me on your moving mth the advance of the army on 
the morning of the 3id ultimo* I beg leave to acquaint you that 
I caused the pagoda and two other outer stockades to bo totally 
destroyed on the 4th, withdrawing by working parties all the guns 
and jinjals that were in the works A very large quantity of 
gunpowder blew up in various directions on the stockades being 
fired The breastwork has been filled up, which extended on the 
left flank of the main work. Inventories of stores have been 
taken, all the muskets broken, and directions given for the cannon 
to be placed on the hank of the nver in park, ready for embark- 
ation, and to he forwarded by return boats to Rangoon when op- 
portunity may occur. I beg to mention that several brass guns 
have been discovered not included m the report made to you, that 
were buried, and I received information the day before I quitted 
Bonahyo that guns and stores of every description had been 
thrown into the tank in the fortrea tbe night they evacuated the 
place. 

2. I have apprised Lieutenant-Colonel Conry of this, with 
directions immediately to ascertain tbe point. I have left the 
Madras European Hogimcnt, ivith 350 of the 22nd Native Infantry 
and a detail of artillery, in gamson, which I hope you ivill approve 
of, and desired the Lioutcnaot-Colonel in command to forward 
with the least possible delay every reinforcement’ of men and 
provisions to your army. In order to forward this most essential 
service, I have loft with the Lieutenant-Colonel a sum of money 
to enable him to pay tho boatmen mstantly, and also the natives 
who bring in provisions.

of the range to see vrhat the country appeared on the other side 
At the end of tnelve miles we arrived at a spot whore wo saw an 
immense tract of intenmnablo forest without, to the cy o a dw cll- 
ing 

The route was now changed to tho left west and by north in 
the direction of the fortified town of Mceaday situated sixty miles 
north of Prome on the Irrawaddy and this we reached on tho 
17th and found it totally destroyed Tho country on this line, 
after we had descended tho hiUs was in most instances beautiful 
pasture or cultivated land with a great deal of plantation tho roads 
very good but without resource, not a gram of nco to bo had, 
tho viUages burnt and destroyed , and the people mostly living m 
their hachenes in the jungle From Mceaday wo turned directly 
south and reached Promo on the 23rd making a circuit of one 
hundred and thirty nine miles 

I have the honour to state that in tho whole of this march not 
an enemy was seen The villageB were all destroy cd till our reach 
ujg about twenty five miles from Prorae Tho inhabitants where 
wemet vath them, appeared in perfect confidence of good treatment 
and inseveral instances received at their request protection Tour 
proclamation always, satisfied them The dismclmation to part 
with their cattle ov camago was universal though they have been 
Dgreeably to your instructions most liberally paid for and all that 
ability possessed by Captain Jones of the Madras Coromissanat 
of which you Sir are so well awaro has been put to the test in 
procuring the supply he has brought in amounting to about sis 
hundred head of cattle Tho gram is all taken away andnothing 
13 to bo expected either in supply or cover for the troops after 
twenty five miles north of Prome Tho roads are very good on 
tho route to the north 

Captain ‘White Assistant Quartermaster General of tbo 
Madras Division has surveyed and laid down the features of tho 
country and all local tafotmation has been most ably ’obtained 
and the detachment has been conducted without uimccessarv

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Chapter X 

Operations in Aya, — Jolt to Deceitbeu 1825. 

The deatli of Malja Baudula and tlie capture of 
Dona\)yo and Prome now for the first time maclo the Court 
of Ava despair of success in tUo contest in vrliicli tliey 
were engaged witU tlie Britisli Government. This feel- 
ing of despair was, however, evanescent. The exhorta- 
tions of a party amongst the ministers who were in 
fiwom* of the war restored hopes of ultimate success, and 
measures were taken to raise fresh armies to oppose the 
“ white strangcis." Liberal bounties were offered to the 
native Burmese to induce them to enlist, and the Shans, 
a bravo and warlike tribo in the north of Ava, tributary 
to tho Government of Amarapura, wore summoned to 
join tho standard of the Empire. Soon a force of 4.0,000 
men was assembled at Miaday, Paghamyo, ilolloon and 
Patanagoh, on tho Irrawadi, whilo 13,000 were collected 
at Tonghd. Tlio command of these troops was entrust- 
ed to Piiucc jMcraia-Boh, a half-brother to tho King, 
nho established his licad-quartcrs at Miaday. To meet 
this array, Sir Arcldbald Campbell could muster only 
5,000 men, though 1,500 more were ca roit/e to join 
him from Raugoou. How the British troops weic dis- 
posed, and tho general slate of affairs at this timo (tho 
middle oi August lS2o), will appear irom tho following 
documents : — 
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The Gcncntl fouuci the cncmj as my information stated m 
consnlerablt force — he thinks from sixteen to twenty thousand 
men apparently armed and with a lai^o proportion of arti! 
kry — busily cntrcncliiDg his position already tolerably strong by 
nature 

The total of this army I ha\c reason to think upon the most 
moderate calculation will not fall short of forty thousand men 
under the chief command of a half brother of the King named 
Jleinceaboo second Commander in Chief of the Burmese anny 
since the death of Bandtda the intermediate one hanog been 
put to death soon after his delation by order of the King onsns 
picion of revolutionary principles 

Besides the army which I have stated lam aware that the 
Court of Ava is making other preparations of considerable magni 
tude for the en'juing campaign Tho season hero has been upon 
the whole very mdd but the Irrawaddy (from the effect of tho 
ineltiug of the snow and mountain torrents) has been to a aeiy 
great height OTcrflowiog its banks everywhere that it is not 
bounded by high ground to the waters edge, the low grounds arc 
in conset^uence at present utterly impassable especially for artil 
lery as ascertained by a reconnoissaooo which I ordered for that 
purpose under tho orders of the Deputy Quartermaster General 
of the illadras Division 

If the enemy remain quiet at Ifeeaday it would perhaps bo 
bfitter to allow him to bo so rather than harass the men by re 
turning ogam to quarters until the season will admit of tho 
opening of tho campaign for a continuance of it But should ho 
commeuce to detach by either of my flanJ s which his numbers 
will easily enable him to do and mmo too few to prevent I shall 
bo obliged, the instant the state of the roads will at all enable 
ino to move to do »o and endeavour to hrm^, him to a general 
action

13lh August. — The first day's inarch was to the village of 
Xa-tn-lcen. the distance estimated to be about nine miles. The 
road was tolerable nntil after the presage of the Loth-ho nuffoA, 
immediately beyond which is a swamp abont five hundred yards 
wide. Heavy guns oouid be passed o\er this nuKaH by a strong' 
bridge. The swamp was deep, and the soil tenacious, opposing a 
very serious obstacle to every description of loaded cattle, and 
cpite unpayable by guns. Foot passengers can crD«3 the swamp 
a bridge (neatly rmned) which eitends completely over it. 
From this place the regular road was so bad as to indnee the 
guides to lead the party over the bridges between fields of paddy, 
which were rugged, slippery, and interrupted occasionally by a 
deep bog, caused by tbe draining of the water from one field to 
the next. This description of path continued, with little 
variation, until the 2xawain nufl’uh was reached and forded at 
about the depth of three-fect-and-a-half. The party encamped 
on the right banh of the nufldi, close to the village of 
Jss-rile-len. The provisions arrived at 3 P. 'i., the buUochs 
having been assisted across the swamp by fifty Bormans, and the 
punnies brought over the willah in canoe?.

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■WniLE tlius preparing for tiie rene^val of hostilities 
as soon as the eessatiou of the monsoon ^voilld admit 
of it, the British commander was not unmindful of the 
instructions with which he was cliarged hy the Govera- 
ment, to lose no favonrahle opportunity of hriuging the 
war to a termination. In accordance with those instruc- 
tions, about the end of August 1825, ho addressed a 
letter to the ministers of the Burmese llonarch, intimat- 
ing that he was authorised to enter on negociationa 
for a peace, and advising them to take measures to avert 
the disasters which must inevitably befall the dominions 
of their master if they persisted in continuing the war. 
A prompt reply was received, proposmg that a mission 
should bo sent to Brince “ilemia-Bob, to state the terms 
on which peace might bo concluded. This was done; 
and Licvrtenant-Coloncl Tidy, the Deputy Adjutant- 
General oC the lliitish Porce, and lieutenant Smith, 
were deputed to the Burmese hcad-quarters at 
Miaday. They were cordially received, and, as a pre- 
liroinary measure, an armisUcc for one month from the 
37lh September was agreed upon. On the 2Qd October, 
in pursuance of arrangements made. Sir Archibald 
Campbell and Commodore S>r James Biisbane Iwho bad 
recently arrhed and taken up the duties of Commander- 
in-Gliicf of the Naval Torccs in the East Indies) met the 
lUwmcsft Commissioners at Naibe.nxeik. and 
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Tf'ceived,^ tliej proposed that the armistjco should be 
extended to the hcginning of ^Tovember As opeititioiis 
could not ell ho begun until then, this proposal vsas 
acceded to, and tho Commissioners parted 

Diuicg this lull in tho prosecution of the irar, the 
following despatch was addressed by Sir Arcliihald 
Campbell to tho Government of India —

JTo mo\Qment of importance in advance of the hne of de 
roarcation* appears to have heen made hy the eoemy since I 
closed de<»patch of jesterdaj and as this apparent inactivity 
maj perhaps arise from mdecisioo or diFercnco of opinion among 
the Burmese Comcm^toaers I have seized the opportunity it 
affords of addressing a letter to thorn which in)l I trust draw 
some explanation from them of their present extraordinary con 

duct 

If hostilities must be renewed it appears in a great measure 
immaterial whether the enemy attacks me in my lines at Promo 
or awaits my attack in his position at ifeeaday id cither cose I 
trust the result will not ho ^ubtful 

To prevent his throwing the roam body of his anny into the 
TTTnffrfnm of Pogu (wbich coauoon toctics powts out os his surest 
line of defensive operations) at present occ ipies all roy attention 
and against even that contingency I hope to provide without 
matenally retarding my advance upon bis eipital 

In a former communication I detailed to you the strength of 
tho column now forming at Pegu under Liei tenant Colonel 
Pepper and to which I have since added a vciy strong wing of 
the 12th Madras Native Infontiy insurmg I trust nn umnter 
nipted advance on that line and the ultimate reduction of tho 
city of Tonghd 

In addition to the above force I now purpose formingoaother 
column at Rangoon to be composed of tho second wing of tlo 
12th Native Infantry the European corps expected from ifadras'f' 
and numerous native and Earopcan details aimed or daily 
expected from that rresidency The disraoantcil troops of iho

From the comparative mildness of the late monsocm, I expect 
this column will be able to more by the end of November, and 
its commander will receive such instnictions from me as the 
development of the enemy’s designs may, from time to time, seem 
to require 

P S — will be gratifying to the Right Hon’ble the Go\- 
emor-General in Coutwnl to know that I am rapidly completing 
my artillery and commissanat in draught and carnage cattle, and 
by the end of the month we will, I trust, be provided in both de- 
partments to the extent required 

As time Tvore on. mthout any commxmication from 
the Burmese Commissioners on the subject of the res- 
toration of pence, the feeling began to be generally 
entertained that the Gorernmentof Ava "were not sincere, 
and that recourse to arms nrould once more bo necessary ; 
and this new was confirmed when the reply was at last 
received, on the 1st November, a few hours before tho 
expiration of the armistice. It was then stated that if the 
British Government leaUy desired peace, their army 
must retire from Burmese tcnitory and then solicit 
terms, and that no demands for payment of money or 
cession of territory could be listened to. Tlie Court of 
Ava liad indeed been roused to tbo highest pitch of 
anger on hearing tho terms proposed, and ordered tlie 
instant renewal of liostilitics.

Arclnbild Caniphcll immediately ad\anccd in pursiut, 
and on the 10th December occupied Mnday without 
resistance Piishiug on, he reached Loongja on the 26th, 
and here he was met by a flag of truce flora the Kye 
Wungyi with proposals for peace Feeling ho would be 
in a better position, to negociate at Patanagoh, opposite 
the fortified post of Melloon, Sir Arcliibald took up his 
position there on the 29th December, and the next day 
the negociations for peace were resumed

T 1 now the honour to acquaint you for the informatioa 
of the Kight Son ble the Corernor Genenil in Council that I will 
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wove forward at the head of the first division of the army to- 
morrow morning, the rest of the force following me ,on the two 
subsequent days. I regret to say that my intention of making 
a last appeal to the Burmese Commissioners, previous to recom- 
mencing hostilities, has been unfortunately frustrated by late 
aggressious on the part of the enemy, and is for the present 
unavoidably laid aside. 

A party of reconnoisance from the 22Dd Native Infantry 
having moved, some days since, a few miles in front of our ad- 
vanced posts, were met by a party of the enemy, which instantly 
fired upon them ) and although Lieutenant Bird, who commanded 
the native infantry, had the forbearance not to return the fire, 
he was subsequently attacked by a considerable body of Shans 
and compelled to retire, skirmishing with the enemy. His Lord- 
ship in ^uncil will therefore, I trust, agree with me that while 
BO marked a disposition to war is manifested, it would be equally 
vain and injurious to urge out demands with anything but force 
The enemy having pushed forward a division of his army 
upon the road by which wo will advance, to within a few miles of 
Prome, and it appearing desirable that our columns should not be 
harassed and delayed at tbe very commencement of our march, 

I yesterday directed Colonel M’Dowall.of the- Madras army, to 
move forward with four regiments of Madras native infantry and 
dislodge the enemy from his posts. 

The troops will, I hope, return to camp to-night or to-morrow 
' morning, and the Colonel's report will be herewith transmitted. 

I have embarked his Majesty’s Royal Regiment, made up to 
nearly seven hundred strong, under the command of Brigadier 
Armstrong, on board the flotilla; and the zeal and very cordial and 
courteous disposition of His Elxccllency Commodore Sir James 
Brisbano insure to mo every possible aid and assistance from our 
marine column of attack. 

The corps at Pegu under Colonel Pepper will, I trust, be 
abletomoNc fon\ a«l early in Pcccmbcr, and the one from Ran- 
goon about the latter end of that month,

For tJjo pntpobo of dislodging this force fas I did myself 
tho honour of stating) I placed two brigades of Madras 
native infantry under tho command of Colonel MDowall 
directing him to approach the enemy s position at ^Tattygoon 
with three regiments of native infantry so as to assail his loft 
flank whilo Major Evans with the 2iod Jvativo Infantry was 
onJcrcKl (0 move upon tho front of the position and to attack 
111 concert with tlio maiu body I also moved forward the IStb 
Native Infantry to tho ground left by the 22ud to be in readi 
ness to afford support to tho latter corps if required The 
uncertain state of tlio roads and country did not permit of the 
columns being accouipamed by ortdlviy 

Tho 22ud Native Infantry cam© upon tho enemy s position 
at Watty goon and Major Evans from the firing on bis nght 
considering Coloi el Al Do vail a column la the act of attacking, 
gallantly moved fonvanl to tatc his share in the engagement but 
finding himself mistaken on that point and the enemy much too 
numerous and strongly posted to bo assaulted by a single 
regiment, he deemed it prudent to retire which appears to have 
been done with steadiness and regularity 

The column under Colonel MDoiralls immediate command 
approached the position of Watty goon by the left flank as direct 
ed and reached that point after a sharp conflict with the enemy s 
troops in advance but the apparent strength of the position and 
1 13 very superior numerical force did not in the opinion of the 
senior oSicers warrant an assault with the means at their disposal 
and a retreat was determined on in the course of which the 3Stb 
Native Infantry which had been delayed by unforeseen and 
unto vard circumstances came m n ost opportunely upon the 
enemy s flank and materially checked his followmg up our retreat 
ing column 

I have to lament the loss of » good and worthy oJBcer in 
Lieutenant-Colonel Cominaadant STXXjwaH and am oral other 
bravo officers and soldiers a« wiU appear by tho list of killed and 
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■wounded; but it affords me peculiar satisfaction to observe, hj the 
concurring testimony of the officers employed and t^e official 
reports of commanding^ officers, herewitb transmitted, that the 
troops engaged conducted themselves with that steadiness and 
valour which has ever eminently distinguished the sepoys of the 
Madras army. 

Despatch from. Major B. Lacy Evans, Commanding S3nd 
Bcgiment, Madras Eathe Infantry, to the Deputy Adjxt,- 
tant-Qeneralto ike Forces, Frome, dated Camp Zecoup, ike 
17th Noieniber 1S25. 

In conformity with the orders received on the l4th instant 
from the Quartermaster-Oenerars Department, I have the honour 
to acquaint you, for the information of General Campbell, KCB, 
that I moved with the regiment from our encampment on the 
nullah at eight o’clock on the night of the 15tb, to co-operate 
with Lieutenant-Colonel Commandant M’Dowall in a simnlta- 
neous attack upon that part of the enemy’s force reported to be 
in the vicinity of, or at the village of, Watty-goon. At twelve 
o’clock P.M. the guide reported that we were not far from the 
advance guard of the enemy, on which I halted till about four 
o’clock, when I again advanced, and at abont six came up with a 
body, stated by the guide to be their advance piquet, consisting 
of about five hundred men, on whom I commenced a skirmishing 
attack, following them through 4he jungle on either side of the 

rofifl. 
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I found the leading aub diiision of the light company ncadj 
annihilated and both the oOlcfiis of that company wounded , that 
the men of tho other companies were falling m numbers , and per 
cciving no indication that my hopes of a conjoint attack on the 
other side ^^cro correct together with the guide’s report that the 

enemy nerc firo thousand strong, supported bj catalrj, I deter 
mined to retire 

The regiment marched off id good order and was almost 
immediately pursued by a strong body of the enemy 

On gaming some ground I thought it advisable to reform my 
line to check their advance Seeing that the fire from tho nght 
wmg which was first formed, had the desired effect, and that 
the left was well locked up I resolved on continuing xny march 
apprehensive that should the other columns of attack not have 
shewn themselves the mam body with the cavalry, might have 
been brought to art against me 

We then continued our march without interruption the 
enemy following with great boldness and galling our rear for 
about three miles during which operation we suffered severely 
in killed and wounded those unable to move with assistance of 
the litter, I regret to say we were unavoidably obliged to leave 
on the ground 

The regiment though considerably eshausted from marching 
■all night and the operations of the day marched in good united 
order till we were within five or six miles of camp when unfoi 
tunately from the want of guides all of whom made off at the 
cocnmencement of the affair we took a wrong road the direction 
of winch we fofiowed for about Uro laihs Oa retraciag our 
steps we met two sepoys of the J8tb Regiment Native Infautry, 
who thinking to lead us by a short road into Captam Ross camp 
brought us through a deep swamp and jungle uhich caused our 
having many stragglers and prevented our arriving in our present 
position till four in the evening the regiment having been under 
arms for twenty hours 

I think it my duty to state to you for tho General s informn 
tion my entire satisfaction at the constancy and persev erance w ith 
which tho regiment sustained itself under tlie vciy heavy and dcs 
tractive fire from the enemy s work until they received my orders 
to move off and the steady manner in which they retired under 
the enemy s galling fire 

1 beg particularly to recommend to the General a notict. the 
conduct of Captain Bird and Lieutenant Darbj whowero both 
wounded with tho light company, and I am much indebted to 
the whole of the officers for thwr nssistanco and support under 
such tryung cireumstanees. 
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Lieutenant Haj, though scitn-li voumkil conlmneil uith 
hia comiiuij till the onom} had celled to iiitemliil our inareli 
lo Lieutenant and Adjotanl Bird I feel porticuhrlj iiideU 
ed forthoeerj actiio and useful ntd I domed from him during 
the whole of these opcratioxis 

Lituteuaut DcUoutmorcncj of the Quartermaster Goncml 
DepaTtment, vcho conducted mj march dwpKjcd much gallantry 
and zeal m this affair, being almost constant!) m advance under 
the enemy s fire 

I have the honour to transmit herewith n return of our lo«s 
which I am sorry to say,i5\cry severe Thirty seven wounded 
men were brought into camp altliough all the doolcy hearers 
with ths ciception of onoset ran off dimng the action 

Many of those reported missing fell into the rear from 
exhaustion during our long and harassiug march 

The pain I stiW feel from my v.ovmd and the amputation of 
my finger mil 1 hope plead my excuse for any inaccuracy m this 
report os well as foe my not Iianng made it immediately on 
coming to my ground lost evening 

Detpatch from Zteutonani Colonel Charles jBrooh SSth iSryi/iei/, 
Native Infantry to Lieutenant Colonel Tidy Deputy 
General dated ^rome the 17th Itoien bsr 1825 
I have the honour to «tate for the information of the Com 
mauder of the Forces that the force wudet the command of the late 
BngadioT 11 Dowall marched from this on the evening of the 15th 
atsLX ocloch p JI and had proceeded about twelve miles when the 
advanced guard under Captain Coy le 2Sth Regiment fell m with 
a party of the envmy to the number of one hundred or one liun 
dred and fifty men apparently advancing After the evchan^'o 
of a fi,w shots during which time two sepoys were wounded thiv 
enemy were dnven back with loss as wo afterwards ascLitained 
by seeing ou owr Tctnrn three bodies on the spot where the aflatr 
took ilace 

After cro««ing a nullah the troops were halted for about an 
liotir and a half after which we proceeded forward and heard a 
shout from a parts of the enemy who had occupied a village 
about four miles from the 'tjiob we had halted at 

About davbreak a bugle was heard a considcrablo distance 
to our left ami about Jialf past seven, it was again 1 card an I 
sb Ttly after a heavy firing commenced fiom the'’ spot uJierc tl 
1 u,li. sounl wasboanl which was then answered by our bugler 
W c then abancal as rapidly os possible for about the space of 
an hour, during which the hnng continued on the kft pnncipall 
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blit lattcrij of hravj guns nleo %\ hen discovered 
tin oil in\ tn front to uhich i\c were /ifhancjng Sjt companies 
tf (he 2S(h wire onlerwl as n fifliiking paft> to tJc right 
wiicii n peM-ix. conflict took place, the entm^ hcuig in great 
Jorco nnd prouded vith jinjah ami mwskets disjnitcd eieiy 
inch of ground with great resolution About this penod 
Captain Co>lc was wounded in tJio arm by a miisl ct ball and 
a contusion on tho Ireast bj a spent I all After pro- 

ceeding ill tl IS maiititr about four miles the 4*31x1 Regiment was 
ordered to take the place of the 2Stb which was in frontoftho 
column tuid pn cowled fighting their way for about a mile when 
tluj uncxjjcctotll^ armed lu front of somo strong works from 
which a well directed and heaty firo was kept up The grem 
dicr company under Ensign E(ac>, 43td was ordered to advanco 
to that part of the works from which the heaviest firo proceeded 
to cndcaiour to keep It under on which servjco it adianccd with 
the moat dctcnnuicd resolution , but on amviog near the works 
the finng became so heav^ and galling that it was found news 
sarj to rttimi At this time I regret to state Bngadier ill DowoU 
was shot m tiio head b> a musket ball and died immediately 
and nearly at the «ame moment Lieutenants Planning andBanken 
and En®igti Else; +‘3 kI Regiment were obliged to be brought 
n^a) being all sc\oret> wounded Lieutenant Eanken I am 
sorry to say is since dead of bis wounds 

Uiipropareil as the torce ivas inth laeins for assault I found 
It necessary after taking the advice of the senior otScers to 
direct the retreat to be sounded the rear guard commanded by 
Captain \'^}ggin% assj«trtl by Captain MLeod who in a most 
gallant aud judicious manner covered the retreat which was 
made m as regular a manner as circuit stances and the nature 
of the country would admit of being a complete jungle and 
under o severe and heavy fire from great numbers of the enemy 
who were in the jungle and on our right and left nearly surround 
mg our column and threatening to cut off our retreat assisted by 
numerous bodies of cavalry to the number of five or six hundred 
After a dreadful harassing march of ten miles which dunng 
the latter part was rendered still more distressing by the men 
dropping on the road from fatigue having rested only on hour 
and a half since their departure from Prome we at length reached 
n river or large nullah about nine miles from Prome which 
havinf' cro«fed I allowed the troops to rest for about an hour (the 
enemy had left off pursuing us} when we proceeded and amved 
at Prome at about half past seven last evening 

I am sorry to say from the want of a greater n imbcr of 
dcoltes and tl c absol te exhaustion of the bearers notwithstanding 
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the exertions of tho sopo)^, and the officers gi%ing their horses to 
bring in tho wounded. &:c., I was obJjgcd to leave the dead and 
some wounded men in the rear. 

I feel it the greatest pleasure in making known to the Com- 
mander of the Forces that tho conduct of both officers and men 
deserves every praise> especially for their conduct during so harass- 
ing a retreat; their exertions were unremitted. 

I am particularly indebted to Captain Wiggins, commanding 
the 43rd Regiment, and Captain M'Lcod for the able manner they 
covered the retreat; also to Captain White, Assistant Quarter- 
raaster-General, and Lieutenant Johnson, Majw of Bngndo, Captain 
Cojle was, I am sorry to say, wounded early in the action, whereby 
I was deprived of tho services of that valuable officer during the 
retreat; and tho command of the regiment devolving on Captain 
Bell, Hs conduct and exertions deserve my beat thanks. Mr. 
Assistant-Su^on Sutherland, of thoSSth, deserves every praise 
for his attention to the wounded , in his attention to the men ho 
was unremitting as also Mr. Assistant^urgeon Gumming, 43rd, 
who was equally so 

I reckon the enemy, from the \eTy largo bodies I saw in dif- 
ferent parts of the jungle, to amount to at least ten or tneho 
thousand infantry, and every nay well-armed.

1 hav e the honour to report, for the information of the Com- 
mander of the Forces, that, \n obedience to orders, I marched 
from camp at Thomba-la with the 3Sth Regiment, Madras 
Hatwe Infantry, at 7 i* m on the 15th instant, and arriv ed near 
to the village of Saagie at four o'clock next morning Here the 
guides refused to proceed from not being able to find the road in 
the dark, and I was obliged to wait until daylight, and only 
reached Saagie at 6 ^M. on the 16th instant I was induced to 
make this movement in preference to proceeding by the direct 
route to IVattygoung in the hope of finding Colonel M’Dowall’s 
detacbmeut, whose bugles were heard near this place, and also 
on account of my being too late to proceed direct to B'atty-gounc- 
^ which I could not hope to reach before twelve o'clock *’ 

On arrivii^ at the village of Saagie, I heard some finne. 
in the direction of IVatt3-gouDg,and which appeared about seven 
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miles distant The reports bccommg heancr and more frequent 
I procoedcfj towards Watt} goang at seven o’clock, and ostne up 
with the fmng at twelve oclock Here I obsoned the enem} 


in concidcrablc numbers, consisting of cavalr} and infauti}^, vnfh 
jinjdh and small guns 1 directed the light companj' to adraucc 
in front and skirmish with what appeared to be the rear of the 
enemy, while the regiment emeigcd irom the narrow road in the 
jungle and formed column of companies when thej proceeded to 
the attack the light infantij ceasing finng and joining the 
regiment, the enenij were so much taken by surprise that they 


fled before the regiment could reach them having onlj lost a 


few men bj the firing of the light mfootry 


The enemy s cavaliy having made some movements which 
I thought indicoted an attacl on the regiment I formed square 
and remained for some time m this position repeatedly sounding 
the bugles to attract the attontiOD of Colonel SIDowalls detach 
ment but without effect as no answering sounds were hoard 
The firing which ou our amral had been rorj Jjeavj row entirely 
ceased and not being able to ascertain the povitioo of tlio detach 
ment 1 had no option left but to retreat or pomnt myself to he 
surrounded bj an ovenvheJming force intbout hopes of succour 
or subsistence of anj kind 1 therefore commenced ni) retreat 
about one oclock and as I heard no marc finng on cither j art,

The enemy, in cloang in upon our front, has been unremit- 
ting in his endoavours to intercept our communication ivith 
Rangoon. Large bodies of troops for this serrice have lately 
passed our flanhs on botii sides of the Intnvaddy, and tJie state 
of that river, covered, as it has lately been, with large and 
valuable convoys of stores and treasure, has necessarily causeil 
me much anxiety and retarded my moving forward 

Shudoun-Mew and the Thanrawaddy districts hare been 
overrun by these itinerant bands, and I have been under the 
necessity of detaching LieutenaDt-CoJonel Godn in with a strong « 
detachment for the purpose of driving the enemy from ShuJoun. 
and, if possible, of surprising any parties be might haroui that 
neighbourhood. On the night of the 24th the Licnicfiant- 
Colonel marched to Sbudonn, but the enemy, receh iug intelli- 
gence of his approach, fled to the interior, and the deticbmcnt 
returned to quarters, .after clearing the loft bank of the riicr 
for fifteen miles below Promc 

On the western bank I deemed it of importance to 
retaia possession of Padoun-Bfew, and for that purpose etatione<J 
one hundred men of ills Majesty's Jto^al IlcgitnoDt and otu* 
hundred of the 2Cth Madras Native Infantiy at tint place, 
tinder the command of Captain Deane of the DojoN, rnd sup- 
ported on tho river by a dividon of the flotilla under Lieuten- 
ant KcUett of tho Navy. Tills party viaa repeatedly ntt-ncLtd 
by the enemy in great force, nnd tJio nieritorioin conduct of 
both officcre ntid men, as detailed in the enclowl copies of Jet tern 
from Captain Deane, will. I nm certain, obtain for them the , 
fipprobalion of tho Eight Uon*blo tho Gowrnor-Gcnml in 
Council.

1 have the honour to state for the information of Major Oeno 
ra\ Bit Archibald Campbell, Commanding the Forces that on the 
mormng of the 25th instant while m progress to this station with 
three compames of His Majesty s 87th lUgimeiit under my com 
mand I was suddenly attacked from a steep bank covered with 
yuuglo by the Burmese neat tho viUago of Theacorabme when 
after a smart skirmish they retreated in great confusion. Their 
loss I could not ascertain as they earned off their killed and 
wounded 

I have every reason to be satisfied with the conduct of both 
officers and men particularly with that of Captain Bowes who 
commanded a small party in advonco and sustamed with great 
coolness the first and heaviest part of the enemy s fire after hav 
ing been wounded by almost the first shot 

I beg leave to bring to the notice of Sir Archibald Campbell

Tici^lts of Napaiee, the 4ih Beeemler 1823 
ily last Icttcra tvouW apprise the Ktght Honble tlie Gov 
cnior General m Council that the main Burmese army amountiDg^ 
to between fifty and sixty thousand men had taken post in the 
immediate nermtyof Promc and /have been for the fast ten days 
anxiously awaiting an attack upon the strong position we had with 
much labour cleared and prepared for giving full effect to the 
movement and operations of our columns and every possible en- 
couragement has been bold out to induce the enemy to meet us 
once on open ground Finding him however much too waiy to bo 
drawn from his strongholds in the jungle and suffering much 
annojanc© and incoQvcoiencc from his marauding parties and 
want of forage I, on the 30tb ultimo took measures for making a 
general attack upon every accessible part of his line extending 
on the east honk of the Irrawaddy, from a commanding ndge of 
hiUs upon the nver to the villages of Simhike and Sambeh upon 
the left distant from Prome eleven miles ana north east direction 
The enemy 3 army was divided into three corps Tho left corps 
commanded by Uaha Nemiow, on old and expcncncod Concml 
who had been sent down from Ai a to introduce a new system of 
conducting the war was stockaded in the jungles at Simbiko and 
Hjalay upon the ISTawme nver and this corps amounted to fifteen 
thousand men — Burmese Sbans and Cossaycrs~-of which soicn 
hundred were cavalry Tho centro, under the inimcthate orders 
of the Kee Woonghee was strongly entrenched upon tbo hills 
of Ifapadee inaccessible except on one side bj a narrow pathway 
commanded by ^cven pieces of artillery and on tho n\ er side tho 
navigation was eornmaiidedbyscvcralbattcncsof hcnj ordnance, 
this coips consi'stcd of thirty thousand men and tho space bcti\ een 
the left end centre corps a thick and extcesjio forest nos merely 
occupied ly a hue of posts The enemy s nght under the onTcrs 
of the Snddawoon occupied the west bank of tbo Irrairaddj 
strongly stockaded and defended by artillery 

2 Leaving fourregiments of Natno infantiy in the norksat 
Promo on the rooming of the Ist in'tant I marched upon 
Stmbike with the rest of the force to dislodge the corps of ’Maha 
Kenuow from its position on the J*awine nicr an I as previously 
concerted His Excollencj Commodore Sirdanirs Dnstiano with 
the flotilla an! the 2Glh Ifailras Native Infantry acting in co- 
opcrotion on the Iwink of the mer shortlj after dai light com 
nipnccil a heavy cannonade on tl o enenij s centre nnfl routioued 
nearly two hours to attract his chief attention to that point 
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3. On teaching the Navdno tivesr at the villago of Zc-oukc, 
the force was dinded into two columns, l!io right coU'mn under 
the comroaud of Brigadier-Qenenil Cotton continning to advance 
along the left bank of the river, while, with tho other column, I 
crossed at the ford of Ze-ouko and advanced upon Siinhikc and 
Samheh, in a direction nearly parallel with the Brigadicr-Qcneral’a 
division. 

4. "We had to contend with every disadvantage of a difficult 
and enclosed country, nor did our information upon the position 
.occupied hy the enemy enable mo to make any prcviou5l3*-fixcd 
arrangement for intercepting the retreat of on enemy to whom 
every footpath in the junglo was familiar, and whoso irregular 
flight would, I was aware, bo made by every path that promised 
safety at the moment. Uy object, however, was that whichever 
column should have tho good fortuno to fall in with the enemy 
first should attack him vigotovisly in front, while the other should 
endeavour to occupy such portions as would enable it to cut in 
upon him when driven from his defences. Tlic route followed by 
Brigadier-General Cotton brought him in front of the stockoded 
position at Simbike, which ho at once assaulted, and when his firo 
first opened, tho column under my own direction was about a milo 
and-a-half distant to hU left and rear. I, inconsequence, detached 
Brigadier Elrington to guard the ford at Zc-ouke and tho main 
road leaihng to Keoun-benzeik and the position of tho Kce-\Voon- 
ghee, wlule, with the rest of the column, 1 pushed on towards Saagee, 
in the hope of falling in with the enemy retiring upon Watty-goon. 
Brigadier-General Cotton and his gallant division did not allow 
me time for completing this movement ; in less than ten minutes 
every stockade wjis carried, the enemy completely routed, and I 
had only an opportunity of cannonading his panic-struck masses 
as they rushed past through the opemngs of the junglo in my 
front. 

5. Tho attack upon Simbike was most handsomely led by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Godwin of His Majesty’s 4l8t Regiment, with 
the advance guard of the right column, consisting of the light 
companies of His Majesty’s 1st Royals, 4lBt and 89th Regiments, 
and the light companies of the 18th and 28th Regiments of 
Madras Native Infantry*, and His Majesty’s 41st Regiment, under 
Major Chambers, stormed at another point with the usual intre- 
pidity of that gallant corps. The enemy left three hundred dead 
upon tho ground, with the whole of his commissariat and other 
stores, guns, from four to five hundred muskets, and upwards of one 
hundred Cassay horses. 'The body of the old commander ilaha 
Nemiow, seventy-five years of age, was also found among the 
dead. 
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amUtorm the heights m front, nnd tho sw compraics of ITii 
'Majesty's &7th Eegimcnl ailvraiMid through the juogto to tho 
nghtanadroio cverj thing before them outhatslilo Kothing 
could surpass tho steadiness and resolute courage displayed m 
this attncl., scarcclj a shot rtas fired in rotimi to tho enemy’s 
continued volleys. His llajestj a 3Sth Regiinent, which led, fust 
entered tho enemy's entrenchments on tho heights, driving him 
from Ml to hill over precipices which could euly ho nscouded by 
a narrow stau, until tho whole of tho formidohlo position, nearly 
jthtee miles lu extent, v.asia our possession. 

9 Dunng the attack His ExccWcncj Commwlore Sit James 
Bnsbane afFonled me the most aWe co-operation , nud I do myself 
the honouT to enclose His CxccUcncy s report of tho good conduct 
of tho officers and men of the Honble Compin}’s scnico semng 
on board tho flotdla , and I much regret to observo tho name of 
Captain Dawson of Hxa Majesty’s ship dirtcJmr, aiho was con* 
spicuously forward in the attach, amongst the list of killed 

10 Lieutenants Underwood CoTomanding Engineer, nnd 
Abbott of the Bengal Engineers who had closely reconnoitred 
the enemy’s position, both volunteered to lead the columns, and 
■were, I am sorry to say, both wounded on that service 

11 I have also to regret the loss of many promising young 
o®c«rs and brave soldiers but lam happy to observe that our loss, 
considering the extent and strength of the enemy’s position and 
great nuraencal supenonty has not been great , and I orvo it to 
the troops to say that the impression of their own steadiness and 
intrepidity upon the mind of the enemy could alone liavo secured 
to them the brilliant successes of the 1st and 2nd with so few 
casualities as will b© found in tbe returns I have the honour here* 
with to transmit 

12 Tbe defeat of tbe enemy’s army on the east bank of the 
Itraivaddy has been most complete , ho has been driven from all 
lu5 strong positions in &is neighbourhood with tbe loss of all hia 
artillery great quantities of ammunstioa and warlike stores, and 
although it is impossible from the nature of the ground to calcu 
late tho extent of his loss in killed and wounded I am satisfied he 
has suflered most eeicrely, and I am mistaken if the Burmese 
commander again assembles within many thousands of the force 
lately in out front. 

13 The right corps of the enemy's army, under Sudda Woon 
appears still to occupy some high ground on the west bank of the 
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Irrawaddy. Jlcasurca are now in progress for ottaciing Itat divi- 
siQu, ana I have no doubt it will be dislodffed from its deieaces* 
to-morrow morning. 

14. On the 6th I propose marching upon ifeeaday by the 
Neoun-benzeik road, with the first division of the army. Engadier- 
General Cotton, with the 2nd Division, will remain a few da)9 
longer^ to act in co-operation with the flotilla, in the event of the 
enemy’s having rallied in his defences on the river between Prome 
and Neoun-benzeik. I have no certain ioformation upon lus next , 
rallying point; Keeaday on the east and ilhloun on the west 
^ bank of the river are both fortified and are furnished with artilleij*. 
They are both named as the probable points of reunion, and I will 
lose no time in appearing before whichever they have chosen for 
that purpose, but I think it important that one divison should 
continue to act in co-oporafion with the flotilla, until it is clearly 
ascertained that the navigation of the river is open between this 
and Heeaday. 

15. I have to solicit the attention of the Right Eoatlo 
the Governor-General in Coundl to tbo judicious and cordial 
co-operation afforded me by Iba Excellency Cbmroodoro Sir 
James Brisbane and the boats of Bis hTaJesty’s squadron em- 
ployed on this service. My best thanks ere iluo to Brigadier- 
General Cotton for the able manner in whicli ho led hi? coliioin, 
and for his judicious and decisive attack upon the enemy’s io/t 
at SimbUwO 

The services of Brigadier Rliington, iioutonant-CoJoncls 
Godnin and Sale, MajorsFrith, Cliambcre, Tliomhitl and Gully, 
who led columns, also claim my notice ; hfcutonant-Colonel 
Hopkinson, couimanding the ortjllcry, Lieutenant-Colonel Pollock 
and Captain Graham, of the Bengal Artillery, merit my fullest 
approbation for their exertions, and Captain Luiu'sdon of the 
Bengal Horse Artillcij’, although badly wounded, rcfuictl to quit 
the battery and continued from his chair to direct tho firo of ha 
guns

troops rn«hed forward to the assault, overcame "1110 nntural ob- 
etacks vvhith presented tbcinselve« and Carried the poMUoti iii 
tho most galhnt sty le The flotiHa at tho <ame time pnshefJ cii 
up tho nver nnd cnpiuicd tic whole of (be ciumva boats 
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(amounting to alx>ut thTOC hundred), together ':?itl\ several guns, 
four hundred muskets, and a large quantity of stores. ' 

I have much satisfaction in stating that the wholo of the 
officers and men employed in' the flotilla conducted themselves 
throughemt this service in a manner that reflects the highest cre- 
dit on each individual, composed as this force is of various estab- 
Ushmenta. The officers of the„Hon’hhs Company’s Marine vied 
uitli those of the Royal Navy in gallantry and exertion. Captain 
Cluids of the AlUpaiov, who commanded the light division, dis- 
played the same zeal, judgment, and intrepidity which have 
• characterised his conduct since the operations in this quarter 
began. • I have, however, the painful duty of announcing the 
death’ of Captain John F. Dawson of the jAixic/iUc, whose high 
■ professional character had inducetl me so recently to promote him 
to the tank of Commander. The gallantry of this much lamented 
officer was conspicuous on all occasions, inviting, by bis example, 
the exertions of all under his <Rrcction ; he fell just as sivccess 
had crowned our efforts. 

1 cannot close this letter without expressing inj' adiniralloa . 
of the steadiness, good order, and discipline of the troops, in ad- 
vancing along a line of march intersected with thick jungle nnd 
a Buccossjon of intrenchments, until the storming took place. 
The two nnns of His ilnjcsty’s service are in full and hearty co- 
operation for the objects of the present c.vpedition; and every 
success may be hoped for from the persevemneo and resolution of 
Sir Archibald Campbell, the dlslinguisbed Commander of the

CllAl’TER XI. 

OPBRATIONS IK PbOU. 

While Sir ArchibaW Campbell was driving the 
Burmese armies before him from Protpe to McUoon, the 
province of Pegu was the theatieof events, the narrative 
of which may best be irvtroduccd in this place. 

When making his arrangements to mov'c forward 
iroTn'?ioTHB,Sir ATc^nba^6,Sk V\\\\5CtomewX>ere'i, referted 
to the formation of a brigade at Pegu, under the com- 
mand of Colonel Pepper, for the purpose of clearing that 
province of the enemy. The brigade ^was formed in 
October 1825, and comprised the flank companies of the 
1st Madras European Regiment and the 3rd, I2th and 34tli 
Madras Kative Infantry. On the 22nd December this 
force marched from Pegu, and on the 3rd January 182G, 
it occupied Sho*e-geen, an important post, w’hieh the 
enemy abandoned only just os Colonel Pepper’s attack 
was about to begin. 

At this place intelligence was received that the 
former Goveinov of Martaban, with a considerable force, 
had stockaded himsetf at Sittang, in Colonel Pepper’s 
rear, and cut off the communication of the column nith 
Pegu. Lieutenant-Colonel Corny "was accoidingly des- 
patched with his regiment, the 3rcl (Palamcottah) Madras 
Native Light Infantry, to dislodge the enemy. The attack 
was delivered on the morning of the 7th January, and was 
completely repulsed, Colonel Coury being killed, with 
many of his men. 

Colonel Pepper lost no time io retrieving this disaster, 
lie immediately moved on Sittang with the whole of Ms 
force, and on the IHh January carried the stockade by 
storm, inflicting heavy loss on the defenders. 

Soon after the fall of Sittang, Colonel Pepper was 
reinforced by four companies of the 45th Foot and seven 
of the 1st Madras Native Infantry fiom Rangoon The 
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enemj, Iio\\e\er, still for a time kept the field, and io 
1 ebraarv made a Mgorous attack on a post \\hich Colonel 
Peppei had established at Makow, to maintain Ins cotn- 
mumcations with Pegu. The attack was lepuUed by 
I^usign Cleik, who commanded the post, and soon after 
the conclusion of peace at Yandaboh hi ought the opera- 
tions m Pegu to a conclusion

I have the honour to forward to you a copy of two letters, 
dated the 4th and 0th January 1826 from Lieutenant Colonel 
Pepper commanding a detachment in tho Pegu district, detail 
ing a gratifying account of his operations in that quarter 

Pnvato accounts ha\e reached me which I ha\o no reason 
to doubt that an attack on tho strong post ofSetoung which wos 
supposed to have been cnicuatcd tnth a party detached by Colonel 
Pepper of the 3fd Regiment Light Infontiy aader Lieutenant 
Colonel Corny did not succeed, with tli© loss of tu o ofRccrs and ten 
locn killed and two officers and sixteen men wonndvd. I regret 
to say that Lieutenant Colonel Conrj a most nhlo and inti.llii,i.nt 
efiicor was killed, also Lieutenant Adams , Lieutenant Haney, 
wounded ‘icrervly Iicutennut Power shghtJy I nm lu ca|)ccl 
atwn that Colonel Pepper with a reinforcement and gum mil 
liavo taken Setomig Kforc he nccucs Sr Arcl ibald Camj bells 
recoil to Pegu in couscquencc of tho treaty of peace having been 
n,jrvcd to 
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off three hundred of the -enemy to relieve the inhahitnnts ; other- 
vdse, I should have found it most difficult, if not in^oasible, to 
have succeeded. 

It is my intention to move forward with as little delay as 
possible, but as a further supply of provisions will be •necessary, 
I am forced to remain for the present, and should the indent from 
the commissariat officer here be received with this, may I request 
\ou nil! he good enough to push them forward by the Setoimg 
river, a branch of which falls into that of Pegu 

Setoung is now the only post of the enemy between this and 
Marlabam I hare, therefore, resolved to detach Colonel Corny and 
the 3rd Light Infantry, for its reduction, by water. That once 
accomplished, does away -with every impediment to a free com- 
munication between Pangoon and Tonghoo, though it seems 
.. absolutely necessary’ that a detachment be fixed there. 
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The \anoiis cilia I lja\e for the sonicGs of niy men has forced on 
rue tlio necf'^ait} of directing the party I /oil at Pegu to lom too 
aiul to escort the prousions ammumtion, d.c, in i?toro there io 
this place , but as there is little doubt of the fall of Setoung,Pega 
requiring but a very small detail, a nitiic officer’s party I con* 
siderod as sufficient, and therefore directed Captain Kitson to 
lei%e one, as well as the Mck and convalescent men, and a native 
dresser to attend them 

I trust with reference to mj letter of the 4tli, that it mil bo 
rn your power to relievo tho whole of the men non absent from my 
command, for I am well assured, after providing a gamson at this 
place, when I move forward, I shall still ba very inefficient for the 
execution, of the further objects to which the Commindcr of the 
Forces calls my attention in lus instructions for my rule and guid- 
ance 

Tbwo are several strong posts between this and Toaghoo, eacli 
of which I am told will requu-e to be reduced, and as I must keep 
open a communication sepoys in small details mil for tlus purpose, 
be required, and my effective strength will naturally be decreased 
as I advance Thus situated I hop© it will be in } our power to 
take charge of Setouog. or the objects obtained will, I f-ar, be in 
some danger of being defeated

Lower Provinces, I 
have now the honour to acquaint you, for the information of the 
Commander of the Forces, that LveutcnnntrColonel Conry’s party 
lea this on the 6th in>ttant by water On its arrival at ileehow, 
where an officers party had been posted to protect our supplies 
and the inhabitants ot that place, who had contributed so greatly 
to our assistance, the Lieutenant Colonel received a report from 
Lieutenant Bell, commanding there, that he had, on the 4th, been 
twice attached by four or five hundred men belonging to Oudinih, 
the Lx Rajah of ifartaban, sent from Setoung, whom he succeeded 
in repulsing This induced Lieutenant Colonel Conry to lose not 
a moment in proceeding 

On the morning of the 7th instant, he reached the place 
about noon, and instantly made bia arrangementa fox the attach, 
which commenced at two o'clock. 

It IS with feelings of deep regret I am obliged to report its 
complete failure, with the loss of Lieutenant-Colonel Conry and 
Lieutenant Adams 3rd Regiment Palamcottah Light Infantry, 
killed , Lieutenant and Adjutant Hatvey, sev crely, and Lieuten- 
ant Power, slightl}, wounded, one native officer and nine pri- 
vates killed, one bugler aad eighteen tank and file wounded 
The party relumed to Mcckow on the same night.

The stocl adc stands on a considerable eminence uith an 
abnipt ascent to it commanding every pen t by which the assail 
ants must approach It appeared of great extent built entirely 
of teak timber flanked at intervals with loop holes through eiery 
part of it and its height from twelve to fourteen feet 

Pending the time when I might be able to cross the ford the 
artillery were j Heed m position aud opened a fire of shot and 
shell on eiery point

llcekow Conceiving my presence necessarj with the picquot of 
thirty men stationed at the former place in oixkr that I m gl t 
take advantage of circumstances and mshing to stan 1 mj ground 
if possible or if pressed too bard to Cill back on m> position at 
ifeekow I lost no time in proceed ng there 

Fort inately Lieutenant John5t<me 3rd Regiment Palameottab 
l.jght Infantry attached to the Commmanat Departroenf was 
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present a.t Meekow, aud offered his services. He consented to 
take the command of my main party, and to reinfotce*ino if neccs- 
sat)*. 

A little before daydight on the 16th, a party of the enemy 
suddenly rushed on my picquct, and made a general attack on the 
•village. Their n'umbers left mo no alternative but forcing my 
■way through them aud effecting a junction with my other party. 
Agreeable to promise, I found Ideutcnant Johnrtone had come to 
my assistance. The reinforcement, though small, was most op- 
portune, aud a retreat to my old position was then conducted in 
the most orderly manner, the -whole acting as light infantry, in 
extended order, in consequence of the enemy hanng shewn a dis- 
position to surround my little party. Their fire from yivjals and 
small arms -a as quick and noisy, but ill-directed, as mil appear 
from’ the little loss I have sustained. 

Having gained my old position, I had the advantage of a few 
additional men from a guard obliged to be left for the protection 
of some supplies Here I determined to make a stand, and, ex- 
tending my party in such a manner, that the left rested on the 
right hank of the river Setouog, and my right on a raftoon'e 
house, we continued opposed to each other until half-past eight 
o’clock,v.hcn, seeing their Unc beginning to -waver, I seized the 
opportunity of charging, and am happy to say the result surpassed 
my moat sanguine expectation^^ They fled in the most precipitate 
manner, neglecting their usual custom of carrying off their dead. 
Forty bodies were found on the ground, and I imagine the 
Mounded must have been considerable To Lieutenant Johnstono 
I must attribute the success of this affair, and I trust he will 
receive tho Tcuard of his judicious conduct from the Brigadier. 

I have greatly to admire the coolness end deliberate conduct of 
the ofliccrs and men under my command, whose situation for a 
considerable pcnod was vctj' perilous. Tlic number of the enemy 
opposed to them I cannot estimate at Ics-s than one thousand and 
fi^o hundred, and well otmed.

The Burmese Geireral, availing himself of these advantages, and. 
probably ignorant oE the reinforcement the leading division had 
received during the night, drew up his army in the form of a cres- 
'cent, both its flanks being considerably arlvanced and the- main 
road running directly tlirough its centre, thinking, no doubt, that 
we must adiance by it, till opposed in front, when the wings 
would clo^e in to attack us on Iwth flanks and m the rear, which 
his great superiority in numbers would have enabled him to effect

In renewing the events of the late war, the Governor General 
la Council is bound to declare bis conviction that the achieve 
ments of the British army in Ava have nobly sustained our 
mihtary reputation, and have produced substantial benefit to the 
national interests 

During a period of two jears from the first declaration of 
hostilities agamst the Government of Ava every disadvantage of 
carrying on war m a distant and most difficult country has been 
overcome and the collective forces of the Barman Empire for 
midable from their numbers the strength of their fortified possi-- 
tions and the shelter afforded by the nature of their country, 
have been repeatedly assailed and defeated The persevering and 
obstinate efforts of the enemy to oppose our advance having 
failcd^of success and his resources and means of further resistance 
having been exhausted the King of Ava has at length been, 
compelled to accept of those terms of peace which the near ap 
proach of our army to the gates of bis capital enabled ns to

Tho frequent mention in the pubUc despatches of the gaJ 
lantry and zeal of Lieutenant Colonel Sale deservedly marks 
that officer as one who has established peculiar claims to the dis 
tinguished notice of His Lordslup in Council Tho services of 
tlioUcngal and Madras Poot Artillery under Lieutenant Colonel 
Hopklnsou and laeutenant Colonel I*oUoc3c, and of the Bengal 
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Rocket Troop and Horao Artillery, under Captains Grakam and 
Lumsden, demand also the special acknowledgments* of Govern- 
ment. The Governor-General in Council acknowledges, with 
peculiar approbation, the gallant and indefatigable exertions of 
that valuable corps, tho Madras Pioneers, under Captain Ci-owe. 
His Iion^hip in Council deares further to express the high sense 
which Government entertains of the zealous and meritorious 
services of Lieutcnant-Golouel Tidy and Major Jackson, and the 
oiEccis of the Adjutant-General and Quartermaster-Gencrara 
Departments, and of Captain Snodgrass, Military Secretary, and 
Gaptmn John Campbell, Personal Staff of the Commander of the 
Forces in Ava. The services of Superintending Surgeon Howard 
and the officers of the Medical Department, and of Captain Fiddes 
and tho officers of tho Commissariat ate fully appreciated by His 
Lordship in Council ^ ' 

The Governor-General in Council finds himself at a loss for 
adcr\uatb terms to describe the satisfaction with which the 
Government regards the general good conduct of the troops, Euro- 
pean and Native, who have served in Ava Their patient endur- 
anco of tho fatigues, privations and sickness to which they were 
unavoidably exposed in a hostile country, and in an inclement 
season, subsequent to the capture of Rangoon, was not less conspi- 
cuous and praiseworthy than tho spml and determined resolution 
with which they maintained, during that period, an incessant and 
most harsisdng warfare of posts. Their irresistible gallantly in 
storming the Rurmese stockades, however strong their defence by 
nature or art, and the success which crowned their repeated 
encounters with the cnem}, reflect with equal credit on the troops 
who achieved those exploits, and on their leaders, who, justly con- 
fiding in Rritish energy, disciphno and courage, wore never 
deterred by the most formidable disparity of numbers or difficul- 
ties of position, from assaulting the enemy whenever tho opportu- 
nity could be founik 
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To the Native troops of the Uonble East India Company 
who have so' often successfully emulated their European comrades 
in arms the highest meed of approbation and applause is not more 
cheerfully accorded than it has been honourably iron The Mad 
ras sepoy regiments destined for the expedition to Ara obeyed 
with admirable alacrity and zeal the call for their services in a 
foreign land involving to them many heavy saenfices and pnva 
tions. This devotion to their Government reflects the highest 
credit on the character of the Coast Armj not more honourable to 
themselves than it la doubtless gratifying to the Government of 
Fort St George as affording unequivocal proof of the sentiments 
of gratitude and attachment with which that army acknowledge* 
the paternal anxiety and care that ever watches ov er and consults 
its best interests and welfare;. The detachments of the Bengal 
native troops employed in Ava consisting of a portion of the 
Governor Generals Body Guard commanded by Captain Snejd 
and details of native artilleiy have been animated throughout 
by the noblest spint of gallantry and zeal , the former more 
especially are m a peculiar degree entitled to the warmest thaolr 
of the Supreme Government for their voluntary offer of sernee 
beyond sea and for their distinguished conduct in the field under 
their native os well os their European officers. 

The conduct of that portion of the Naval branch of the 
expedition which belongs to the East India Company has been 
cxemplaiy and conspicuous for gallantry and indefatigable 
exertion and it has fully shared id all the honoureble toils and 
well earned triumphs of the land force The Oovemor-General 
in Council experiences the most sensible gratification in offering 
to Commodore Hayes to Captain Hardy eenior captain of the 
Bombay Marine and to the several commanders and officers 
of the Bombay cruizcrs which have been employed in the lira 
vvaddy and to the officers m command of the armed bngs and 
divisions of gun boats the cordial thanks of Government fur 
their zealous and mentonous servicca Although not command 
jng in person the Hon'blc Company a naval force in the 
Irrawaddy Commodore Hayes has amply cntilled himself to 
the special notice ond consideration of Government on this 
occasion since it was mainly owing to his profesaional and un 
remitting exertions that the armed flotilla from thw port was 
so efl ciently equipped and thus cuabledtoncquit itself in a man 
I er vrl ich has rcpoatedlv been I onowred with the approbation of 
Hia IjtccUchcv the Naval Commander in Chief if Hi-s Jlaj »{y « 
''qnadron m ll e lAvt In lies and the off eers of tl cBeval Navy 
1 ndcr whoso onlvrs they 1 are been on plovetl in conjunction with 
Ho armed \roat8 of Ills a tbps. Tlic Goveroor Gci cral 
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in Cov^ncU has not overlooked the spirit oml l5ra\cry characteris- 
tic of British seamen manifested by several of the jnastcra and 
officers of transports and armed vessels in various actions nitli 
the Burmese in the vicinity of Rangoon. 

It belongs to ft higher awthorily than the Government of 
India to notice, in adequate and appropriate terms, the services 
of His Majesty's Squadron, which has co-operated with His Ma- 
jesty’s and the Hon’blo East India Company's land forces in 
the late hostilities with the Government of Ava. The Governor- 
General in Council, however, gladly seizes this opportunity 
of expressing the deep sense of obligation with wliich tho 
Supreme Government acknowledges the important and essential 
aid afforded by His Excellency Commodore Sir James Brisbane 
in person, as well as by the officers, non-commissioned officers, 
seamen and marines of His Majesty’s ships which havo been 
employed in the Irrawaddy. Inaplrcd by the most ardent zeal 
for the honour and interest of tho nation and tho East India 
Company, His Excellency the Naval Commandcr-in-Chiet 
lost no time in proceeding vrith the boats of tho ScKuiicea to tho 
bead-quarters of the British army at Promo, and directing in 
person the operations of the river force, rendered the most essen- 
tial service in the various decisive and memorable actions nhich, 
in the month of Pecember last, compelled the Burmese chiefs to 
sue for peace. 

But while Tecorffing his gratitude to those who have partaken 
of and survived this arduous contest, the Governor-General in 
Council must also advert to the early and deep regret occasioned 
by the death of Commodore Grant, woder whose personal direc- 
tion the ships of the expedition first proceeded against Rangoon. 
The heartfelt satisfaction arising from the success of the British 
arms in the Bunnan dominions roust now also be tempQ;'e(l with 
feelings of sorrow for the loss of the many brave officers and men 
who have fallen in the course of the war. Their memory will 
e\cT be associated with the heroic deeds and splendid triumphs of 
the Bnlish army vn Ava, and will be regarded with affection and 
respect by their Sovereign and their Country. 

In. testimony of the brilbant services achieved by tho army 
under the command of Major-General Sir Archibald Camphell, the 
Governor-General in Council is pleased to resolve that all the 
corps, European and Native, in tho servuce of the Hon’ble

The latter sotiieo namely, tho eonrjuest of Assam was

On the ttdo of Cochar phjsieal diUiculties of on insurmonnt-
